INTRODUCTION 


Since September. 1954 the undersigned has been preparing for the RECORDS OF 

the American Catholic Historical Society of Philadelphia a bibliographical 

survey and union list of nineteenth century Catholic serials in the U. S. 

This project originated because both historians as well as librarians realized 

the need of a comprehensive reference work to cover the more than 1,200 

Catholic titles which had appeared throughout the nineteenth century; 

Gregory’s UNION LIST OF SERIALS and AMERICAN NEWSPAPERS include fewer than 

50% of the titles now known and do not provide anything beyond the briefest 

bibliographical descriptions. For the librarian the articles in the RECORDS 

have offered a guide for the presfervation of materials at hand, the location 

of titles in other institutions, and a stimulus to provide micro-reproductions 

of source materials in American history. To date the following articles have 

appeared or are scheduled for early printing in the RECORDS: volume, page and 

date references are given for each state:

At present we have completed more manuscript than can be accomo¬ 
dated within the RECORDS in the near future. Therefore, the Catho¬ 
lic University of America Press has begun this "Second Series" which 
will cover those states with an extensive history, such as Minnesota, 
Wisconsin, Illinois, Indiana, New York, Maryland, Pennsylvania, Massa¬ 
chusetts and a few others while the RECORDS, in the series we now 
designate as "First," will continue to carry the articles on those 
states with briefer histories such as those listed above. Thus, in 
future, there will be two series, with cross-references to each other. 

Part One of the Second Series, covering the states of Minnesota, North 
and South Dakota was published in August, 1959 by the Catholic University 
of America Press at $1.95. Part Two on Wisconsin was published in June, 
1960 at $2.95. Part Three on Illinois was published in April, 1961 at 
$3.95. Part Four on Indiana was published in March, 1962 at $1.75. 



New features of the Second Series are alphabetical and chronological 
charts for each state to enable the researcher to determine quickly 
what publications were in existence at any given period. There will 
also be an index of personal names and of titles for each state. 

Other features which are continued from the First Series are the 
notes on frequency, the type and degree of Catholicity; these are 
indicated as follows: 

1. "Catholic by purpose": 

a. official organ of a diocese; 

b. originated by an Order; 

c. conducted by a priest or Catholic layman. 

2. "Catholic by attitude" basically but with other primary purposes. 

3. "Catholic by national tradition", which is used chiefly for 
foreign publications whose primary aims were national or patriotic. 

References to library holdings are given in National Union Catalog symbols. 

In each part of this Second Series we are repeating the General 
Bibliography, revised from its original appearance in Sept. 1954 
issue of the RECORDS. A special bibliography will continue to precede 
the description of entries for each state. 

Finally, it should be clearly noted that the compiler regards these 
articles as preliminary rather than definitive and that the emphasis 
is on bibliography and format rather than contents of the publications. 

We request users to furnish us with corrections on either the 
descriptive matter or the library holdings. We are also anxious 



to join any cooperative movement toward the preservation of these 
source materials for American church history.

INTRODUCTION 


The area of Pennsylvania was claimed at various times by Spain and 
France, without having been settled by them, and by England* How¬ 
ever the first settlers were the Dutch and the Swedes, The English 
king granted the land to Plowden (1632) whi gave it up, then to the 
Duke of York together with the whole of "New England". It took 
some time before English law was enforced in Pennsylvania which 
eliminated religious liberty, causing suffering especially to the 
Catholics who needed priests. But in l 68 l William Penn had received 
a grant to found a colony for his Quaker friends and rule them ac¬ 
cording to "brotherly love", Penn included in the colony all who 
came because of religious persecution. Thus Philadelphia also be¬ 
came a refuge for Catholics. They were visited by priests, coming 
or going from New York to Baltimore* saying Mass in private houses. 
One, e.g., Robert Harding,S.J., passed through the city. The house 
of Robert Tatham, believed to have been the first Catholic living 
since 1685 in Philadelphia, was so used. 

The first resident priest was Joseph Wheaton,S,J., from Maryland 
who gathered a community and built for them St, Joseph's Chapel 
in 1720 for 22 Irish and 15 German Catholics, In 17&5 St. Mary's 
Church was built and in 1788 Holy Trinity for the German Palatines. 
In 1790 there were 2,000 Catholics who grew in number so that by 
1791 St, Augustine's was also begun. The first Catholic school was 
established near St, Joseph's in 1782, 

MearfT'while, since 1701 the city had grown to 20,000 by 1720 and had 
since 1719 its first newspaper, THE AMERICAN WEEKLY MERCURY. In 1729 
Franklin founded THE PENNSYLVANIA GAZETTE. The Germans began a suc¬ 
cessful paper in 1739 * In 1750 a library was established and in 
1789 the university was founded, with Jesuit Frederick Farmer of St, 
Joseph's one of the six denominational representatives. Many German 
Protestant Palatines arrived as immigrants and also Presbyterians 
from North Ireland but with few Catholics among them. The port be¬ 
came important as a trading center. After the Revolution printing 
also was possible for Catholics with Talbot, Lloyd and, above all, 
Mathew Carey noteworthy. The latter! had arrived in 1784 from Ire¬ 
land in Philadelphia,thenthe center of American literary life, as a 
political refugee. Already an experienced journalist, he founded 
in 1784 THE PENNSYLVANIA EVENING HERALD and soon a magazine, the 
COLUMBIAN MAGAZINE ( 1786 ), the second in the U.S. Bp, Carroll con¬ 
tributed an article on the illiberal treatment of Catholics (D 
1786). In 1787 he founded another magazine, THE AMERICAN MUSEUM 
of which the first number was dedicated to the bishop. He tried an 
annual in 1798 and another periodical in 1809. His livelihood came 
from his printing and publishing firm which waslargely general in 
nature although with an occasional Catholic title such as the 1790 
quarto Bible. Although a practicing Catholic,for a while he was 
on Hogan's side in the famous schism; in his periodicals, though, 
he "excluded what could disturb essential morals and fundamental 
Christian faith" (U.S.CATHOLIC MISCELLANY, Mr 1827). He died in 
1839. 
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Also in Philadelphia as a publicist was Robert Walsh, a Catholic 
born in 1784, educated at Georgetown College, noted as a man of 
great ability. As a writer he did not stress Catholic topic® or 
viewpoints. He was the founder of an AMERICAN REVIEW OF HISTORY 
AND POLITICS, the first of its kind in the U.S., and three others 
similar in content in l 8 ll, 1817 * 1821 and l 827 » which had life 
spans of 10-15 years. There have been both an M.A., and a Ph.D* 
dissertation written on him at Catholic University of America. He 
died in 1836 . 

In the l 8 th century French immigrants published papers in Phila¬ 
delphia such as the GAZETTE FRANCAISE and/or ECHO DES DEUX MONDES, 
in 1754-5 which treated literary, scientific andpolitical matters. 

In the 1780 's and 1790's followed others which were political in 
tone, reflecting the spirit of the French Revolution, though these 
refugees may have been largely Catholic 0 

In 1808 the diocese- of Philadelphia was created, separated from 
Baltimore; the first bishop appointed never arrived from Rome* Only 
in 1810 was Bishop Michael Egan consecrated for a large diocese 
that comprised Pennsylvania, Delaware and Western New Jersey. He 
had to maintain a constant struggle with the schismatic trustees 
of St. Mary and died in l8l4 0 The See remained vacant for five 
years. Circumstances at St. Mary's had grown worse in 1820 with 
the arrival of the Rev. William Hogan who took a stand with the 
parishioners against the new second Bishop Henry Conwell. From 
S-D 1822 a weekly paper, THE ERIN, was published; it was Irish 
and neutral in the fight. A CATHOLIC HERALD was published in N-D 
1822 which, from the beginning, was favorable to the Hogan group. 

When it stopped in December, THE ERIN continued in Ja 1823, now 
on Hogan's side. The "Bishopites" needed an organ too and founded 
THE CATHOLIC ADVOCATE AND IRISHMAN'S JOURNAL (F 22 1823) which ex¬ 
pired after a f®w issues. The fight continued. When Bishop Con- 
well felt the need of a coadjutor Francis Patrick Kenrich, bishop 
cum jure , was sent. Finally after Hogan's departure the St. Mary 
trustees submitted. Needing priests the bishop began a seminary 
in his house. It was a time of constant controversies between 
Protestants and Catholics; in Philadelphia the Rev. Breckinridge 
began one which the Rev. John Hughes, later archbishop of New York, 
wa 6 ready to answer. For that he wished a paper and used THE 
CATHOLIC HERALD, founded in 1833, with M» Fithian as the Catholic 
publisher. From Ja 3 1833 to the present Philadelphia has never 
been without a Catholic weekly (cf. chart after Chronological Table ). 

By 1839 Bishop Kenrick had a house with 10 seminarians. New trouble 
had hampered the Catholics through the agitations of the Native Ameri - 
cans who burnt two churches between l833“l839« By 1840 the diocese 
had 130,000 Catholics. In 1842 ff 0 the Redemptorists established St. 
Peter's and the Augustinians founded a college at Villanova. In 
1843 part of the diocese was taken to form Pittsburgh. From Ja-Je 
the first Catholic magazine was published, the NATIONAL CATHOLIC 
REGISTER by Prof. William Joseph Walter. Bishop Kenrick had in¬ 
vited Rev. Theobald Mathew from Ireland to preach total abstinence 
in the U.S. He arrived in 1849 in Philadelphia and after an enor¬ 
mous success there toured the entire U.S. The temperance movement 
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grew* In Philadelphia it resulted also in some papers such as 
the C. T e A. LEDGER (l8?4), the C. T. A. NEWS (1887), ST? PAUL* S 
STANDARD (1837) and the TEMPERANCE STANDARD (1893). In I 85 I Bis¬ 
hop Kenrick was called to become archbishop) of Baltimore* The 
progress from four churches .with 30 priests to 92 churches and 
eight chapels* 101 priests and 43 seminarians for a Catholic popu¬ 
lation of 170,000 was enormous* 

The fourth bishop was John Nepomucene Neumann* C.SS.R,, a very 
pious priest who was especially interested in parish schools and, 
of course, the seminary. He had to build many churches and finish 
the Cathedral of St. John, It would seem.that he had nrothing spe¬ 
cial to do with publishing. He died suddenly in i860. 

His successor was James Frederick Wood who had been since 1857 
a coadjutor to Bishop Neumann, In i860 his dioese still had Dela¬ 
ware combined with Philadelbia; it had 131 churches and 17 chapels, 
137 priests, 40 parish schools. La Salle College and a flourishing 
seminary. The latter was transferred to Overbrook in 1865 and im¬ 
proved under him and succeeding bishops. In 1872 the Philadelphia 
VOLKSBLATT was begun; although as a daily it was not very Catholic, 
it6 Sunday edition, the NORD-AMERIKA, represented a German Catholic 
weekly..Although in 1868 Scranton and Harrisburg were taken to form 
separate dioceses, yet it could still count 121 priests, 76 churches 
and 21 chapels; by 1883 it had grown to 249 priests, 127 churches 
and 55 chapels. The first Polish parish was begun in 1882, Phila¬ 
delphia became an archdiocese in 1875* 

The sixth prelate was Archbishop Patrick John Ryan (1884), who was 
most interested in public questions. Under him a Protectory for 
Homeless Boys was founded. Mother Drexel began her new congrega¬ 
tion for the care of Indians and Negroes (q.v, MESSENGER OF ST, JO¬ 
SEPH). In 1886 a St. Peter Slaver Chapel was built for Negroes who 
began in 1892 THE JOURNAL (q.v«). The RcSman Catholic High School was 
built which published in 1893 a journal of the same name (q.v.). In 
I 89 O Abp. Ryan, who had always been interested in the diocesan paper, 
took over the editorship of the AMERICAN CATHOLIC QUARTERLY REVIEW 
until 1911. Interest in historical studies awoke early in Phila¬ 
delphia. The ACQR began in 1876 . In 1878 Martin I, J. Griffin took 
over the CATHOLIC HISTORICAL RESEARCHERS from Pittsburgh, founded 
somewhat earlier, and renamed it AMERICAN CATHOLIC HISTORICAL RE¬ 
SEARCHES; meanwhile the RECORDS of the American Catholic Historical 
Society of Philadelphia had been founded in 1887 , with both contin¬ 
uing to collect historical data. Also in Abp. Ryan's time was be¬ 
gun the AMERICAN ECCLESIASTICAL REVIEW ( 1889 ). The seminary faculty 
from Overbrook played an important role in its founding and in pre^* 
paring articles; they also helped in bringing'Catholic papers to a 
higher level. Some of the outstanding were James Keogh (CATHOLIC 
STANDARD), Ignatius F. Horstmann (RECORDS), Herman J, Heuser and 
Francis P. Siegfried (AM.ECCL.REVIEW), James A. Corcoran, originally 
with the U. S. CATHOLIC MISCELLANY of Charlestbn and then with the 
AMERICAN CATHOLIC QUARTERLY REVIEW. Nor shall we fail to remember 
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gratefully the Rev. Thomas C. Middleton, 0,S,A., of Villanova 
who began the first bibliographies of Catholic serials (q.v. 

RACHS 1893 and 19©8) without which our work would have been much 
more difficult. 

Of particular interest is that in Archbishop Ryan's time many pa¬ 
rishes begah. weekly parish papers. Our knowledge of such a large 
number for Philadelphia may be easily explained by the activity 
of the American Catholic Historical Society in faithfully collect¬ 
ing them. At its library, designated hereafter as PPCHi we found 
15 items and there may well be more. Their similarity is striking. 
All were founded between 1889 and 1899 which suggests perhaps a 
central organization as does the fact that these "Parish Calendars" 
or "Kalendars" for the German,were published by the Catholic Press 
Association, a private firm, whose business manager F. 0. Sullivan 
seems to have added to the individual parish communications small 
sketches and poems which one finds even in translation in the Ger¬ 
man paper. Statements such as "furnished free to the parish by 
The Catholic Press Association relying on the advertisements" (the 
latter most of the parish neighborhood), or "published for parochial 
information and instruction" or "a saint is named for every day", 
or "take it home and read it" are repeated in a size of 5x8 inches 
in the different publications. In the following summary list only 
the title* with asterisks, such as THE INDEXV seem to have some in¬ 
dividuality :

In 1897 when Archbishop Ryan celebrated his silver jubilee as arch¬ 
bishop he could look back on an expansion to a Catholic population 
of about 450,000, with 196 churches and 79 chapels, 376 priests, 

151 seminarians, 26 high schools for boys and girls, 107 parish 
schools and also orphanages and other charitables institutions. 

Although our coverage terminates with titles founded not later than 
1899 the same rate of progress continued into the twentieth century. 
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AL-HODA (The Guide) ( 1898 * 1961 +)

This Arabic (during its early years called Syrian or better yet, 
according to its owner, Syro-Aramaic (Christas language) is a 
Catholic-Maronite title, class 3 in Catholicity, a weekly (some¬ 
times semi-weekly and even daily) newspaper, written in Arabic with 
some text later in English. It was established in Philadelphia in 
1898 , moved to New York City in 1903 and was still being published 
there in 1961. Founder, owner, editor and publisher was Naoum A. 
Mokarzel whose objective with AL-HODA was "to show the way to li¬ 
berty, helping other young Arabic-speaking immigrants understand 
American democracy"-., Naoumts father was Rev* An to tin Mokrazel, a 
Maronite priest. Naoum graduated from St. Joseph*s College and 
University of Beyrouth, where the Jesuits had charge* He became 
a professor of Arabic literature in the Jesuit university at Cairo 
and al Bit the owner of a boarding school* In 1890 he came to Phila¬ 
delphia* His brother Salloum, also a St* Joseph graduate, came from 
Mt. Lebanon to join him some years later* With the latter*s help 
Naoum converted the weekly into a semi-weekly in 1900 and* after 
moving to New York, into a daily which it remains today* Naoum 
died in 1932 in Paris where he had gone on a mission for better go¬ 
vernment in Lebanon* EL-HODA became the property of Salloum and 
after the latter*s death passed on to his five daughters* Of these 
Mary became managing editor of the daily and bought ou$ her sisters* 
interests so that she became sole owner in 1954 and still has her 
office at 32 E. 28th St. 

In the beginning its purpose was to prepare for the liberation of 
Lebanon from the Turks, AL-HODA by its "world-wide" circulation 
was very instrumental in procuring independence for Lebanon, Naoum 
Mokarzel had been present in Geneva (1918) to sign the treaty asking 
for a French mandate which was granted for Lebanon and Syria. Then 
AL-HODA struggled to have Lebanon separated from Syria, To the im¬ 
migrants to America AL-HODA preached loyalty to their new country. 

In 1948 it celebrated its 50th anniversary, then being one of the 
oldest papers in the Arabic world}: it had been a "clean, progressive, 
fearless and honest journal" according to the jubilee booklet, and 
"independent" in American politics* 

As to the paper's appearance in Philadelphia we have no details of 
the weekly and semi-weekly. In New York the daily, except Sunday, 
and since 1953 also except Saturday, was published with world-wide 
aspirations but actually 75 % of its circulation was in the U.S, 

It had 4 pages, 18 x 20 with some variation. Its 1901 price of $5*00 
was raised to $7*00 in 1918, then to $10.00 in 1929» to $12.00 in 
1949, to $ 15*00 in 1953 and even to $20.00 in 1958* Around 1948 
it added illustrations* Circulation is known only from 1929 when 
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it was 5*000, up to 5,650 in 1939, down to 4,000 in 1949, then to 
3,500 in 1953 and still around 3,000 for 1960/1« 

As to its "Catholicity" we did not find it listed in CPD but Mary 
Mokarzel told us that most of the readers are Catholic Maronites. 
Thus we call it "Catholic by national tradition" (3)»

THE AMERICAN CATHOLIC HISTORICAL RESEARCHES (or THE RESEARCHES) 

IJ& I 887 -JI 1912) 

See first: Pittsburgh. HISTORICAL RESEARCHES IN WESTERN PENN¬ 
SYLVANIA, J1 1884-J1 1885 changed to CATHOLIC HISTORICAL RESEARCHES 
J1 1885-0 1886. For one year, 1888 (v.5) entitled: DOCUMENTS RE¬ 
LATING TO THE HISTORY OF THE CATHOLIC CHURCH IN THE U.S. The ACH 
RESEARCHES absorbed in 0 1900 GRIFFIN'S JOURNAL and was itself ab¬ 
sorbed by the RECORDS of the American Catholic Historical Society 
of Philadelphia in S 1912. 

The ACH RESEARCHES, transferred to Philadelphia under new manage¬ 
ment, wa6 a "Catholic" (2) quarterly historical magazine. Its first 
issue appeared in Ja 1887; after two more issues it finished with 
v.3» The buyer from the Rev. A. A. Lamping was Martin I. J. Grif¬ 
fin (cf. biographical sketch with THE GUARDIAN ANGEL, Phila., infra .) 
whose office wa6 at 711 Sansom St. He continued its historical 
character with great interest, changing only its title to the ACH 
RESEARCHES, mostly called simply RESEARCHES. Griffin kept the same 
pattern and continued the numeration. As publisher and editor he 
explained his purpose in v .3 ,no .3 ,P ®1 : "To develop and extend the 
movement in favor of American Catholic history by giving it a more 
general scope. (He asked "the help of assistant lovers ... through 
the intercession of St. Anthony, the patron of historical work". 
Although he intended to publish more often it remained practically 
a quarterly. He realized the value of Fr. Lambing's pedagogical 
use of columns aiming for reader participation such as "Little 
Notes", "Who Knows,and Replies" and "Where to Find It". He tried 
to educate contributors not to offer popular or romantic stories 
but rather matter for "intelligent and thoughtful readers, FACTS 
relating to events or persons which were available to investigators 
who might then develop their own views. This strictness probably 



was the reason why he gave v,5 the new title of DOCUMENTS, intro¬ 
ducing the 1888 volume as "an intellectual endeavor to serve our 
Church"* but he came back to the more general title. Each volume 
concluded with an index, a feature not too often found at that 
time, Griffin was successful; in v.6, no, 1, he satisfactorily 
noted that "two-thirds of the hierarchy is on our subscription 
list; we are seeking to increase the number of laity," This 

volume 6 was a "Revolutionary Number"; Griffin himself wrote a 
long article in no,4 on "The Anti-Catholic Spirit ©f the Revolu¬ 
tion", Lambing continued to contribute to his former magazine. 
Until now Griffin had also published his GRIFFIN*S JOURNAL in 
Philadelphia; in 0 1900 he merged it with the RESEARdJHES with a 
new office at 2009 N, 12th St, In 1905, with v»22, he began a 
new series continued to v,8, parallel to v«29 in 1912, During 
that period he was forced to raise its price and to lower the 
number of pages. When he died suddenly in Nov, 1911 the magazine 
was continued by Dr, William L, J, Griffin (his son?). The April 
1912 issue was a Griffin Memoral Number; it included a biography 
and many letters, e«g«, Maurice Francis Egan wrote from the Ameri¬ 
can Legation at Copenhagen; "He fought a good fight; neither flat 
tery nor self-interestcoould moVe him from his principles". The 
new publisher prepared a valuable index for the first 29 volumes. 
From its humble beginning in Pittsburgh the magazine developed in¬ 
to a work of importance. As with Fr, Lambing Griffin contributed 
much himself but he was also able to inspire others for historical 
research; he championed truth and urged use of sources.

AMERICAN CATHOLIC HISTORICAL SOCIETY OF PHILADELPHIA: QUARTERLY 
BULLETIN (Mr 1-D 8 1892) 

This "Catholic" (2) quarterly society paper was published with 
only Hour numbers of v.l (Mr 1, Je S, D 8 1892 ) by the American 
Catholic Historical Society. No editor is noted; for the society 1 
records it appears to have been the "Recording Secretary", Wm, 
Carroll Matlock. Contributions were on "Our Debt to France", 
an alphabetical catalogue of books and pamphlets in the society's 
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library, and an article by Rev. Thomas Middleton,0,S.A,, on a 
n«w type ®f reference card for better library use; the by-laW6 
of the ACHS are in no«4. On p.3»no.l, its aims are given &6 
those of interesting and informing the nine-tenths of the mem¬ 
bers who are unable to attend the quarterly meetings* The BUL¬ 
LETIN existed beside the RECORDS which were published irregularly 
since 1887 and only from Je 1893 became a regular quarterly his¬ 
torical magazine* Therefore it was necessary for the Society to 
publish;'transactions, announcements and membership rules in order 
to make the Society better known* The addition of the one his¬ 
torical article seems superfluous as a duplication of the RECORDS 
and this is probably the reason why the BULLETIN was stopped and 
the RECORDS developed; it seems that the good circulation of the 
BULLETIN had helped to that end*

AMERICAN CATHOLIC QUARTERLY REVIEW (Ja 1876 -Ja 1924) 

This quarterly magazine was established in Ja 1876 and was pub¬ 
lished without interruption until Ja 1924, its 193d issue* There 
exists an index volume for the years 1876-1900, listing articles 
and authors* In the title the word "American" is printed in 
smaller type, in that way stressing it a6 a CATHOLIC QUARTERLY 
REVIEW. Founder and first editor was Very Rev. James Andrew Cor¬ 
coran from 1876 until 1889 , followed by, as directing editors, 
first Abp. Patrick John Ryan from l890“1911, then Abp. Edmond F, 
Prendergast from 1912-1914 and probably even to 1918'.* The REVIEW 
does not list any editor after 1912. As publisher and proprietor 
were given Hardy and Mahony with an office at 505 Chestnut St., 
from 1876-97. at 211 S. 6th St., from 1898-1910 and at 610 S. 
Waashington Square from 1911ff» The same firm also published 
THE CATHOLIC RECORD and THE CATHOLIC STANDARD (q.v.). After 1897 
Hardy and Mahony were no longer given as publishers of the REVIEW 
and we were not able to find any ®ther firm other than possibly 
the Standard and Times Pub. Co., to 1924 which had the same ad- 
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dress of 610 S. Washington Square, When BROWNSON’S QUARTERLY RE¬ 
VIEW expired in 0 1875 there was no similar Catholic learned maga¬ 
zine in the U»S, AVE MARIA (Notre Dame) noted, however, on D 11 
1875 that "it consoles us for the loss of BROWNSON’S REVIEW to 
know that a new American Catholic review is to be started". The 
idea had come from Charles A, Hardy, the publisher. Under his 
leadership a cooperative group of men vae formed who chose a form 
similar to BROWNSON’S but excluding politics. One of the group 
was the former rector of St, Charles Seminary of Overbrook, Rev, 
James O’Connor, later bishop of Omaha, who died in 1890. A solid 
scholar and theologian he was well acquainted with church history 
and languages; his efficient aid helped determine its scope and 
gave the REVIEW the prestige needed; for a short time in 1876 he 
was co-editor. Another of the founders and acting assistant edi¬ 
tor was Rev, John Frederick Ignatius Horstmann, also of the fa¬ 
culty of St, Charles Seminary who remained with it from 1877 to 
1892 when he became bishop of Cleveland, A third co-founder was 
the editor of THE CATHOLIC.STANDARD, George Dering Wolff (cf, C,S. 
infra) who became a staff- member and contributed about 15 articles 
until 1894 when he died. Rev, Herman J, Heuser was for "some 
years" prior to 1889 assistant editor but he left to found the 
AMERICAN ECCLESIASTICAL REVIEW in Philadelphia. 

The head and animating spirit of the new magazine was the new rec¬ 
tor of St. Charles Seminary, Msgr, James A. Corcoran. He had been 
with Bishop John England in Charleston, connected with the U,S« 
CATHOLIC MISCELLANY (q.v. RACHS 69 (1958) 67-97* and 70 11959) 
52-57)» Msgr, Corcoran kept the ACQR in the front rank through 
14 years with about 30 articles, written with power and good taste. 
He wrote the statement in the opening issue: 

(Its) aim (is) to explain and defend the Catholic theory of 
revealed truth, moral and dogmatic. Some pages will be de¬ 
voted to philosophy and science. With politics the REVIEW 
has nothing to do. Our REVIEW is "American" (and will) . 
chronicle what is worthy of preservation in history or tradi¬ 
tion of the Catholic Church in America, Our contributors have 
no common boftJkffian that of loyalty to the Church and devotion 
to her cause ,,, in omnibus charitas. 

It* motto was "Bonum est homini confitentem," An advertise¬ 

ment of it noted its aims as that of"presenting the views of cul¬ 
tivated American Roman Catholics on the great religious and intel¬ 
lectual questions ©f the day. America cannot do without a Catholic 
review (offering the) best scholarship in relation to leading 
topics", Msgr, Corcoran was supported by church dignataries and 
scholars such as Bishop P, N, Lynch of Charleston, Bishop Thomas 
A, Becker of Savannaji, Ga., Cardinal James Gibbons (who contributed 
seven articles), Bishop P. R. Kenrick of St, Louis, Brother Azarias, 
R, H, Clarke, B. J. Clinch (30' articles), Rev. H. J. Coleridge, 

Prof, C. G. Herbermann, editor of THE CATHOLIC ENCYCLOPEDIA and, 
above all, John Gilmary Shea (50 articles). The latter was an 
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illustrious scholar, one of the oldest and most highly esteemed 
contributors to the ACQR from it6 beginning to his death in 1892» 

In the first issue he was represented by "The Catholic Church in 
American History". His wide knowledge of varied subjects and 
languages, his antiquarian lore, his careful discrimination in 
arranging the results of his researches, and his power of analysis 
made him invaluable. In 1887 he became the founder of the U. S. 
Catholi c Historical Magazine of New York (q.v. for further data). 

Following is an evaluation of the ACQR by Msgr. J. T. Ellis: 

popular or semi-popular in character (dealing with) a variety 
of subjects; valuable for the lines of American Catholic thought 
on current questions. Earlier volumes have importance for ar¬ 
ticles by prominent Catholics which are now primary sources. 
(GUIDE TO AMERICAN CATHOLIC HISTORY, #773) 

AVE MARIA (Notre Dame) regularly reviewed issues of ACQR and said 
of the first issue that "Catholics may congratulate themselves on 
having the ablest quarterly". In 1883 it referred to it as "ex¬ 
cellent, constantly improving."* 

After Msgr. Corcoran’s death in 1889 Abp* Patrick John Ityan became 
managing editor (1890-1911). He kept the magazine up to its earlier 
high standards through his uncompromising orthodoxy, prudence and 
zeal; he was a wise editor. For a short time during his first year 
Fr. Horstmann worked for it. In 1890 a nfew addition as assistant 
editor' was Msgr. James F. Loughlin, a good linguist whose specialty 
was church history; he died in Mar. 1911. In 1901 Mr. John J. 

O’Shea was noted on the title page as second assistant editor, 
followed by Msgr. James P. Turner (1901-1914-?). After Abp* Ryan’s 
death in F 1911 and that of Msgr. Loughlin the following month, the 
new archbishop, F. F. Prendergast, succeeded as directing-editor 
with his name on the title page to 1914. Although no names were 
further given to the end of the magazine we suppose that he was in 
that position until his death in 1918 and then perhaps was followed 
by the next archbishop, Dennis Dougherty, to the magazine’s end. 

We have no certain knowledge of publishers or editors from 1897 
with certainty; this is especially true from 1914 to 1924. 

There was no essential change of contents during the last ten years. 
We were astonished not to find more articles in ACQR about American 
Catholic history, such as in various states, dioceses and cities. 
Those areas seem to have become the subject • ■ matter of the 

RECORDS of the ACHS, founded in Philadelphia in 1884. Important 
were its book reviews but these were never mentioned in its "aims’ 
nor in its advertisements. In our field of interest, "Catholic 
Periodicals" were given only the slightest mention, as in l879» 
p,506; there were no news notes of newly established newspapers 
and magazines. 

Its end apparently came suddently. In its terminal issue of Ja 1924, 
v.49, no. 193, there is no indication that it was to be the last. 

The low circulation of c.1,000 is sufficient reason plus the fact 
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that the U.'S. CATHOLIC HISTORICAL MAGAZINE existed in New York 
under its new title of HISTORICAL RECORDS AND STUDIES. 

As to format.etc.♦ it was published in Ja, Ap, J1 and Oct with 
over 200 pages per issue; it was 9 x 10 in size, priced at $ 5.00 
to about 1896 and then $4.00 to its end. It circulated 5,000 copies 
in 1881 , 31500 in 1886 , 4,500 in 1897, 3,640 in 1901 , 1,900 in 
1906, and 1,000 in 19l4» In the 49 volumes were a total of 193 
issues; an index for 1876^1900 was published, 

THE AMERICAN CATHOLIC QUARTERLY REVIEW was, in Ja 1876 , Phila¬ 
delphia’s first historical magazine.

AMERICAN CATHOLIC UNION BULLETIN (D I 898 -F 1904^?) 

This monthly society paper (Cath.:2) began in D 1898 and existed, 
according to holdings, in F 1904 but perhaps longer. It was the 
official organ of the American Catholic Union, an insurance fra¬ 
ternity with editorial and business office at 1425 Arch St. An 
editor’s name was not given but the society was publisher. Con¬ 
tents consisted of explanations about insurance, fraternal news, 
much practical household advice but also some stories.',-poems, 
and occasional news items, together with advertisements.

This monthly ecclesiastical or professional magazine for the clergy 
(Cath:2), with approbation and imprimatur, began in Ja 1889 and is 
still published in 1962 after several changes of title and location 
as noted above* Entries in the REVIEW itself and in the directories 
were very confusing, e,g., v«l notes as place Overbrook but as pub¬ 
lisher Pustet of New York} in 1892 Rowell listed it for Cincinnati; 
Hoffmann in 1893, for Portland, Oregon and for Philadelphia in 
1894-6 and for New York in 1897-1913'; Batten gives Overbrook, Pa*, 
in 1892* We regret inability to procure better information from 
competent sources* 

Founder was Rev, Herman J, Heuser of whom there is no adequate bio¬ 
graphy but frequent mention of him, especially after his death, in 
his AER (v*89, p*337 ff; v,12, v,125» p*28l). Born in Potsdam, Ger¬ 
many Oct, 23, 1852, and educated there, he came to the states at the 
age of 17} knowing little of English, he entered the seminary at 
Philadelphia and was ordained in 1876 and immediately appointed 
professor of Scripture at the same seminary of St.Charles Borromeo, 
although not a good lecturer he was an interesting teacher and had 
great influence on his many students through his "gentle voice and 
kind manner". He began soon to write and also became an artist with 
pencil and brush. The rector, Msgr, Corcoran, as editor of the 
ACQR, took him as an assistant and developed his writing and editing 
ability for some years. Heuser took from him the concept of a "literal; 
mission", believing that publication was also a means of saving souls, 
particularly at a time when people longed for more serious reading as 
the expansion of "reading-circles" indicated. When, in 1889, Heuser 
became the founder, publisher and editor of the AMERICAN ECCLESIAS¬ 
TICAL REVIEW his nearest friend, Rev, Francis P. Siegfried, supported 
him in many ways although not officially. For many years also Mr, Ed¬ 
ward Galbally collaborated and wrote in 1933 the memorial for Heuser, 

In the beginning there was some mistrust of Heuser as a German and be¬ 
cause of the impression he had made on some priests that he would not 
favor enough American collaborators. On the other hand he experienced 
a very friendly attitude from Abp. Ryan, Abp. Corrigan, Abp. Prender- 
gast and others. He won friends by constantly insisting that REVIEW 
profits go to charitable purposes. As editor he wrote many articles 
which, in the words of Msgr. John Tracy Ellis,"were very useful for 
(study of) theological questions and movements". In 1914 he retired 
because of illness but when his successor was called to become bishop 
of Buffalo he again took over until 1927. Then he gave up the owner¬ 
ship to a Board of Trustees, Even after his final retirement in 1927 
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he remained in contact with the seminary and the REVIEW* He had 
written many articles, some 2,000 book reviews, and several books 
in addition to the editorial work. H* took a firm stand for 
charity, saying "Whatever isn't kind, isn't wise". He did not 
seek for honors, taking only those that would help the REVIEW, 
such as Pope Leo XIII's commendations in 1895 and?.l897 and the 
title of Doctor of Divinity, honoris causa , from Pope Pius X* After 
a very charitable life, terminating with giving his last dollar to 
St. Francis Leprosarium of Africa, he died at the age of 8l on Ag 
21 1933 ; according to his wish his burial was simple. 

F. Pustet of New York was the first publisher; this firm had also 
been the publisher since 1882 of a similar magazine, THE PASTOR, 
which, in 1889, was near its end. There was a question whether the 
new REVIEW should be its continuation but the PASTOR's editor, 

Rev, W. John Wiseman, revived it in J1 1889 while the REVIEW had 
begun in Ja of that year. Therefore probably Rowell confused data 
by listing Wiseman as editor of the new REVIE^W in 1889 (p«495)» 
an error based on PustAt's name as publisher of both titles. 

Heuser retired from the AER in 1914 because of illness. His suc¬ 
cessor as editor was the Rev, William Turner, professor of philo¬ 
sophy at the Catholic University of America until he became bishop 
of Buffalo in 1919, Then Heuser took over the editorship again for 
ten years after which he deeded the REVIEW to the Board of Trustees 
of the Catholic University of America, Rev, William J, Kerby became 
editor until his death in 1936; as a professor of sociology at Catho¬ 
lic University he had already been a contributor. He was followed 
by Rev, Joseph A. LaRue, procurator of the Catholic University who 
carried on the work until the REVIEW passed into the control of the 
University in D 1943, Already in 1933 there was mentioned as mana¬ 
ging editor and later as "counsellor" Mr. Edward J, Galbally who 
died inl942* Final transfer to the University was completed only in 
1947 but since Ja 1944 (cf. REVIEW 110(1944), the new staff worked 
■under Rev. Joseph C. Fenton, professor of dogmatic theology of the 
University, as editor-in-chief., assisted by Msgr, James A. Magner 
as business manager. Rev, Edmond D, Benard as assistant-editor (he 
died in 196l) 0 Francis J, Connell, C.SS.R., Rev.Eugene M, Burke, 
C.S.P., Thomas 0. Martin and others as staff members, most of whom 
are still in those positions. 

The REVIEW'S first publisher was Pustet and Co, of New York (Ja 
1889 - 91)1 then D. J. Gallagher and Co. (Ja .1892-94), the American 
Ecclesiastical Review Co, (l895"1904), the Dolphin Press (Jl 1904- 
1927) and finally the Boarti. of Trustees of the Catholic University. 

In the U.S, there had been several attempts to start an ecclesias¬ 
tical magazine, the first by the Germans in Baltimore entitled 
R0MANA (Ja 1864-?), then the PASTORALBLATT of St, Louis (S 1866- 
1926). The first projected English publication had been THE BAL¬ 
TIMORE ECCLESIASTICAL REVIEW between l8?2 and .1877 hut it did not 
become a reality. In AER 89 (1933) 340, Msgr, Peter Guilday in an 
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unsigned article wrote of his discovery of an early attempt at 
an English ecclesiastical magazine by Rev. P. L, Chapelle, later 
Abp.of New Orleans (q.v*)« We will mention this in our Maryland 
section. Thus, THE PASTOR of New York (N 1882-S 1889 ) was the 
first English magazine of its kind, followed, with a bit of over - 
lap, by the AER. 

With his experience on the ACQR under Msgr. Corcoran, Father 
Heuser had the qualifications to proceed with imagination and re¬ 
sourcefulness and the courage to standup through trials of mistrust. 

He kept the scope of authorship broad, inviting contributors from 
many foreign countries and thus the REVIEW became a storehouse of 
learned articles on theology, canon law, liturgy and church history, 
(carrying out the general legislation of the Church and the specific 
interpretations of the Baltimore councils. Some problems of the 
time that received regular treatment were temperance, secret socie¬ 
ties., diocesan statutes, "casus morales", education (e.g., in 1896 
Fr* Cona.ty^fe summerfschool)., etc. L, W. Reilly’s article on "The 
Weak Points of Our Catholic Press" began quite an argument with other 
Catholic organs, says Ellis. Social reformation also was an important 
subject. In the opening number and again on p.401 of the first vo¬ 
lume Fr. Heuser noted as his aim the need of supplying priests with 
worthwhile information: "priests should always remain men of books" 
but the means were limited. There was general approval from hierarchy 
and clergy* Founded in the same year as the Catholic University of 
America, the REVIEW came into close association with its faculty. 
While we cannot mention many of the contributors we would like to 
cite Canon P. A. Sheehan, a friend of Heuser, of whom two novels 
were published in the REVIEW as serials: MY NEW CURATE ( 1898 ) and 
THE BLINDNESS OF DR. GRAY (1908). 

In his GUIDE TO AMERICAN CATHOLIC HISTORY Msgr. Ellis summarizes 
the AER as "a monthly journal for the clergy, containing some his¬ 
torical articles, reprints of papal documents, and discussion of 
theological questions ... principally of use to historians as a 
medium for tracing theological thought among American Catholic 
writers". When the AER celebrated its sixtieth anniversary in 
19^9 that volume included congratulatory messages from Abps. Cush¬ 
ing, O’Boyle and others. While at first the REVIEW was intended 
primarily for priests, Msgr 0 Fenton, its present editor, also wishes 
to address more or less directly,as an aid,teachers (AER 0 19^9, 
p .332-40). 

Details: The first volume, edited at Overbrook but published in 

New York, contained 12 monthly issues, 6x9i with 480 pages and an 
index to all articles as well as one to book reviews* Price was 
82*00* Up to 1911 it was occasionally illustrated* By .the second 
year the number of pages doubled so that there were two solid vo¬ 
lumes of about 480 pages each with size increasing somewhat to 
7x10* Price per year was 83*50 for some time. After v*5 (1892) 
no editors were listed; with v.6 Gallagher of Phila* is noted as 
publisher* By v*15 the size had grown to c .630 pages* A slight 
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change in contents come with v,25 ff, with an Ecclesiastical Table, 
Criticism and Notes, Literary Chats? book reviews are now arranged 
by subject. Vols. 46 and 47 (1912) by exception are illustrated in 
black and white with some colored as well but these were dropped in 
future volumes. Frogi 1912 on the phrase "Cum approbatione super* 
iorum" appears on the title page. The number of pages had grown to 
as much as 792 for one volume but dropped again with v.62 ff. Two 
50 volume^indices appeared. With v.110 (Ja 1944) the AER was located 
at 620 Michigan Ave.,N„E,,Washington,D,C,, with the publisher the 
Board of Trustees of the American Ecclesiastical Review for the Catho¬ 
lic University of America, Table of contents is now divided into 
Articles, Answers to Questions, Analecta, Book Reviews, Book Notes, 
and Books Received, Up to 1945 the volumes had been divided into 
eleven "New Series? 1 ; this practice is stopped and volume nunf4eration 
continues from v.110 ff. Number of pages decreased to 480, A third 
index volume appeared for v. 101*130 (J1 1939_jJe 1954), 

The Supplements , ULS has such additions begun under "Homiletic 
Review" in Ja 1892 but we were not able to find them that early, 
only in J1 1892. HOMILETIC MONTHLY (Jl 1892-4) had five semi¬ 
annual parts: Sermons and Sketches for the Sundays of the Year, 
added to each monthly from Jl-D 1892; then for the years 1893 and 
1894 a monthly section of 16 pages; since there is no introduction 
we think that ULS may be right and that an earlier part of Ja 1892 
may have had the Introduction, These monthly additions were directly 
followed by HOMILETIC REVIEW (1895); Part I: "The Apostles' Creed"; 
illustrated; 96 pages and index; (II): "The Seven Sacraments", illus¬ 
trated. These were offered not as sermons but as explanations. ULS 
gives 9 places with holdings of the MONTHLY and the REVIEW!: 

In v.l6 (1897) was added to the May issue, a "Manual of Ceremonies 
and Confirmation" of 50 pages. This has been frequently reprinted as 
a separate, 

The DOLPHIN BOOK NUMBER seems not strictly a supplement but a transfer 
of the section on "Book Reviews" or "Ecclesiastical Library'Table" 
by the Dolphin publisher; it consisted of book crticism, arranged by 
subject, from Ap-Je, Jl-D 1901, in v.24-5; after that it appeared 
with^he word "Dolphin". 

THE PREACHER. ECCLESIASTES; Homiletic Supplement to AER in 1904 and 
1905, by the Dolphin Press of Philadelphia and New York, added to 
v.30-2 (very irregularly numbered). According to headings in the 
index to its contents there are two volumes with four parts each 
(not all in our bound volumes at DCU), published as v,l, Jan® Mar. 
and My added to v,30; in Oct. added to v.31» 1904; then as v«2 with 
four parts (without month designation Muring Ja-Je 1905* to v.32» 

Each volume has 248 pages. Contents are sermons. 

Details on AER: The monthly appeared in 1889 as a one-year volume; 
from 1890 ff. two volumes of six months each ler year. The first 
volume had 480 pages while succeeding volumes had about this amount 
for the six month span, which gradually increased to 650 pages in 
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1896 and to 700 in 1897; there were between 720 and 792 about 1908, 
between 646 and 680 around 1920, and back to 488 per volume since 
1944, It has always had about the same size of 6x9. In the first 
year the price was $2.00 and then went to $3.50 when pages increased 
in 1923 price rose to $4.00 and from 1951 ff. it has been $5.00# 

It was illustrated only occasionally and only once, in 1912,pro- 
vided full page, pictures, with some even in color; today there 
are^illustrations. AER began with a circulation of 2,500 (1889), 
2,000 (1890), 2,700 (1893)» 2,300 (l895)i down to 1,000 (1899)» 
then up to 5,000 (1901), to 22,Q00, (1923); then down to 10,779 
(1932), 8,572 (1942), 6,500 (1948), 5,200 (1950), 6,045 (1961). 

Its circulation extends to thirty foreign countries. Vol.l42 
was published in 1961.

It seems that it died 
soon thereafter. It did not appear in any lists. According to 
the original at PPCHi it was the "official journal of the Annun¬ 
ciation Catholic Club, "720 Federal St.; the church has another ad¬ 
dress at 10th and Dickinson Sts.. Editor was D. F. Durkin with T. 
J. Carrigan as associate editor and A. Quill, special correspon¬ 
dent; these were all lay people. It was printed by John P. Riley 
& Co» It was "literary" in type and carried many ads.

ANNALS OF THE ASSOCIATION OF THE PERPETUAL ADORATION AND WORK FOR 
POOR CHURCHES (.Je 1891-1951^) Li " . 


This was a devotional, quarterly (to annual) society Jiaper (Cath:2) 
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begun in Je 1891 and continuing at least to 1950; there was no 
note then that it was to be the last but we found no further 
listing. It was the offical organ of the Tabernacle Society at 
the Convent of Notre Dame, West Rittenhouse Square. These sis- 
ters had come from Namur in 1856 to teach. One of the societies 
they founded in 1866 was this Tabernacle Society with the object 
of having ladies make objects necessary for poor churches; it be¬ 
came canonically affiliated with the Arch-Association in 1878 . 

The Society was under the direction of Very Rev. Ignatius >F. 
Horstmann, followed in 1902 by Rev. James P« Turner; we do not 
know his successors. The Society was the publisher of its of¬ 
ficial organ; the secretary, Mary Brady, was editor from 1891 
too 1902 after which we have no further knowledge. The prublica- 
tion was given to members who paid a $1.00 fee. Its aim was "de¬ 
votion to the Blessed Sacrament*. Besides fraternal news it 
contained mission letters, saints' lives, anecdotes and "Books 
received". The ANNALS began in the Society's 25th year.

it was published in Je, S, D, and Mr but from 1918 ff. it was semi¬ 
annual and from 1951 annual but somewhat irregular so that v.40

1902, 16 pages, 10x15, now marked with the price of 25 cents. No 
circulation figures known*

This was an annual society paper (although called "Report") (Cath: 
2) which we include because it was not strictly limited to reports. 
We do not know date of origin since it has no numeration nor do we 
know terminal date. The ROSARY reviewed it in 1894/5,18?: "It is 
a bright little messenger, like a small magazine in form. 'Sursum 
corda' is its motto. The members labor especially for invalids 
and converts; it spreads good reading and thus brings cheer to 
the sick. Address: Confraternity of St. Gabriel, 3814 Spruce St." 
According to this note it becomes clear that the publication had 
nothing to do with the parish since the church was built only in 
1895; it is a Philadelphia branch of the main Confraternity. No 
editor was given and we have no further details. No source.

This was a juvenile magazine (Cath:lc), begun as BOYS’ AND GIRLS' 

WEEKLY MAGAZINE on Je 6 1846, which then omitted the WEEKLY in the 
title from Je 1848-D 22 1849 , which leads to our thought that it 
stoppedbeing a weekly at least for a short time although all sources 
listed it always as a weekly. By then it had finished three Je-My 
volumes and seven months of v#4. Its publisher and editor* the 
bookseller and publisher W, J, Cunningham of 104 S, Third St,, 
sold it to Peter McKenna, He continued it as THE CATHOLIC WEEKLY 
INSTRUCTOR aspublisher and editor in Ja 1850 with volume 5 from 
his bookbinding office at 324 Market St,, until J1 1854 when it 
was taken over by (his son?) IP, Edward McKenna in the same way. 

There were seven additional volumes from Ja-D, ceasing—"it seems -- 
in D 1856 (or earlier?) .'.when it was still listed in the METROPOLI¬ 
TAN CATHOLIC ALMANAC, It carried stories, poems, instructional ma¬ 
terial and anecdotes. It had sections such as "Flowers from the 
Fathers", "Biographical Notices", "Natural History","Poet's Cor¬ 
ner" and others. It w^s noted that agents were collecting subscrip¬ 
tions between Baltimore and Boston, The U,S«CATH,MAGAZINE (5087,1846) 
wrote that the "three numbers promise well in the cause of provid¬ 
ing entertaining and instructive matter", BOSTON CATHOLIC OBSERVER 
(v,l, 02 1847, 151) announced that "Volume one is finished, neatly 
bound in royal octavo. We were pleased with it. Every father should 
subscribe," FREEMAN’S JOURNAL (Jl 1846, 5 and My 1847, 413) said 
that "these four numbers promise well for the future usefulness of 
the workj. It is priced at 2 cents per number," CATHOLIC HERALD 
(Phila,) said of v ,2 that "This useful little periodical is in its 
second year under most favorable auspices ,,, (it is) highly use¬ 
ful, improving the minds and morals of the readers". It is strange 
that we found no further reviews from 1850 ff., except in Yeager 
(p.104) which noted that it had reprinted a sermon of Bishop Bay- 
ley at Gloucester, N,J,, and on ja«127, "in Bishop Bay ley's Scrap¬ 
book are clippings from the CATHOLIC INSTRUCTOR;"both references 
would appear to be of 1854, There are no holdings listed of I 85 O 
ff. It is in ULS with its three titles and we found seven other 
sources. After I 85 O approval by the bishops of Philadelphia is 
noted in METROP.CATH.ALMANAC (l850-l8$6).

Besides the affairs of the fair it had some stories 
and poems; in no.2 ff. it carried the history of the Cathedral of 
SS. Peter and Paul and the Ja 11 issue has a summary of the fair.

CATHOLIC ADVOCATE f of 1857/ (?-l857) 

was absorbed by THE CATHOLIC HERALD AND VISITOR (q.v.) in 1857 
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This weekly newspaper (Cath: lc), about whose existence we have 
some doubt, "was owned by J. A, Hennessy and George Batties" ac* 
cording to Mother Mary Eustace Shields,S.H.C.J., in THE CATHOLIC 
HERALD OF PHILADELPHIA, 1833*1863, p.ll, in the context that THE 
CATHOLIC HERALD AND VISITOR had, early in 1857, absorbed the CATHO¬ 
LIC VISITOR and "six months later" this CATHOLIC ADVOCATE, to be¬ 
come the sole paper of the diocese. No further data. The Shields 
title is a 1941 unpublished M« A. dissertation of the Catholic Uni¬ 
versity of America.

THE CATHOLIC ADVOCATE AND IRISHMAN'S JOURNAL (F 22 1823“?) 

This was an Irish weekly newspaper (Cath:lc), announced by pros¬ 
pectus in Ja 1823, begun^on F 4 but F 22 1823 and terminated after 
a few issues. Text of the prospectus as given in AM. CATH.HIST. 
RESEARCHES (1890,40): "The object of the present paper is to de¬ 
fend our ancient and holy religion from the pestiferous breath of 
heretical innovation (i.e,., the Hogan schism), to cling to the same 
faith and the same hopes in which our fathers lived and died and 
not to be led astray by the wicked machinations of base and irreli¬ 
gious intruders,;' we shall ever support our bishops." They went on 
to say they would bring news from Ireland and would record good ser¬ 
mons. Published each Saturday. Priced at $4.00. 

But the main purpose was to answer the attacks of the Hoganites. 
Griffin, editor of the ACHR added his note to the reprint of the 
prospectus: "Who was the publisher and editor of the ADVOCATE? 

The first sentence is evidently an allusion to THE CATHOLIC HERALD 
AND WEEKLY REGISTER (N 30 1822) by E. F. Crozet, supporting Rev. 
William Hogan, the excommunicated priest of St. Mary's Church. Prior 
to the HERALD the ERIN had been issued (Ag 1822). We have never been 
able to find copies of any of these papers. Fr. Finotti saw the 
three first number of the HERALD; they upheld the schism and were 
•of a blasphemous tone in Catholic matters generally'," Foik noted 
that the CATH.ADVOCATE "battled gallantly'; why it died so soon we 
could not discvoer.

I. THE OFFICIAL CATHOLIC DIRECTORY (Cath:lc), an annual, was begun 
in 1921 (acc. to preface of 1927) and continued at least to 1939. 

It was published by THE CATHOLIC STANDARD AND TIMES, 610 S. Washing¬ 
ton Square, which merged it with their CATHOLIC STANDARD AND TIMES AL- 
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MANAC, not using the latter title however. It added the usual 
information to the directory, such as a Catholic telephone guide 
as a useful device for householders since the combination was 
given as a New Year's gift to all readers of the paper. Some time 
after 1930 and prior to 1934 the directory had dropped the almanac.

THE CATHOLIC HERALD / of 1833 / (Ja 3 l833“early 1857) 

(THE CATHOLIC VISITOR, 1856 - (merged with it to become) 

THE CATHOLIC HERALD AND VISITOR (early l857~N 26 1863 ); 
this was direciT^y" - foT^wed by THE UNIVERSE. THE CATHOLIC. 

HERALD AND VISITOR (Ja 2 1864) (q.v.) 

I. THE CATHOLIC HERALD was an official diocesan weekly newspaper 
(Cath:la), begun on Ja 3 1833, in 1857 it changed title to THE 
CATHOLIC HERALD AND VISITOR, after having absorbed THE CATHOLIC 
VISITOR, also of Philadelphia; six months later it is supposed to 
have purchased and absorbed another Philadelphia Catholic paper.V 
THE CATHOLIC ADVOCATE (q.v.) of which Shields (p.ll) is our only 
source. After that she states that THE CATHOLIC HERALD was the 
sole paper in the diocese to D 26 1863 (v.31,no.50); it was con¬ 
tinued with v.32, no.51 as THE UNIVERSE. THE CATHOLIC HERALD AND 
VISITOR (q.v.). 

After great difficulties in Philadelphia with trusteeism and Ho- 
ganism during the St. Mary's schism], as well as attacks from other 
denominational papers, the Catholicsmeeded an organ. Bishop Ken- 
rick tried to purchase and transfer THE CATHOLIC PRESS 6f Hart¬ 
ford, Conn., which was in financial difficulties in 1832 and col¬ 
lapsed soon after. A basis of action soon developed when the Rev. 
John Breckirf^ridge, a Presbyterian minister, offered to meet a 
Catholic priest in a religious debate through the medium of the 
press, his part being printed in THE PRESBYTERIAN of Philadelphia. 
The Rev. John Hughes declared himself ready but he needed an organ 
which Bishop Kenrick agreed to begin, announcing that it was "deemed 
advisable to establish a Catholic paper for the purpose of dissemi¬ 
nating the principles of our holy religion and of rebuking the an¬ 
noyance with which they are attacked by sectarian periodicals." 
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(Nolan, 162). 

Thus, the first diocesan paper, THE CATHOLIC HERALD, was founded 
in the same year as the Washington, D.C., CATHOLIC JOURNAL and 
the New York CATHOLIC PRESS, in Sept, and Oct. respectively. 

The prospectus of the C.H. explained the need and promised to bring 
biographical sketches of saints and others, discuss the state of 
religion here and abroad, provide original essays on religion and 
literature, occasional reviews of religious publications, selec¬ 
tions from foreign and American journals, with particular atten¬ 
tion devoted to Ireland and France, and some poems. There would 
be no participation in party politics. Any surplus would go to 
charitable purposes. 

The U. S. CATHOLIC MISCELLANY took note of the first number and 
gave advice that it should "abstain carefully from all vulgar a- 
buse" and should" defend without violating the laws of fraternal 
charity'" in time of controversy, 

Vol,1,nos.1-3, were published by Eugene Cummiskey, 150 S« 6 th St., 
a bookseller and publisher whose own CATHOLIC FAMILY LIBRARY in 
twelve parts was advertised in those numbers; the printer was M. 
Fithian. The editors were a committee of some priests, Michael 
Hurley, O.S.A., and Rev. Nicholas O'DonnelL,O.S.A., both of St. 
Augustine's Church; the latter was soon chief editor, helped by 
his cousin, Rev. James O'Donnell. Rev. John Hughes, already known 
as a prominent speaker, of St. John the Evangelist Church was in 
charge of finances; for a full biography cf. the N. Y. FREEMAN'S 
JOURNAL in the forthcoming volume on New York. In nos.4-11, Fr. 
Hughes developed his religious debate with the Rev. John Breckin¬ 
ridge, subsequently printed in book form by Bird of Market St., 
in 1833. 

With no,4, F 1833, the published became M. Fithian, who also in 
1845 published Prof. Walter's CATHOLIC KEEPSAKE; Cummiskey remained 
as the agent. Bishop Kenrick contributed from diocesan funds and 
also wrote various pieces of apologetics as well as descriptions 
of his episcopal visitations (Nolan, 166). While in no.4 only 
one agent was given, by no.11 there were representatives in Massa¬ 
chusetts, Connecticut, Kentucky and Louisiana besides states bor¬ 
dering on Pennsylvania. On D 1 1836 Rev. P. R. Kenrick, rector 
of St. Mary's Church, brother of the Bishop and later to become 
the archbishop of St. Louis, became editor until N 1837 when 
Fithian became associated for the year 1836 with John T. Green; 
then the Rev. Nicholas O'Donnell again took the editorial post. 

In Ja 1847 Henry Major became editor; Mr. Major, a former Presby¬ 
terian minister, convert, professor at St. Charles Seminary, re¬ 
turned after 1856 to the Protestant Church as an Episcopalian but 
died two years later in the Catholic Church. After a brief period 
when Rev.Dopinic Forrestal took over until his death in April, 
Major took full charge, purchasing the paper from Fithian in 1848. 
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Although he had financial difficulties his plant was unmolested 
during the years^of anti-Catholic terror when three churches were 
burnt; at this/two million leaflets were distributed by the Phila¬ 
delphia Tract Society, warning of "Popery"* Because of his con¬ 
troversy with Orestes A. Brownson, he displeased many readers and 
in 1849 he gave the editorship to Rev* E, Q, S. Waldron, assistant 
at the Cathedral, but taking it back again after only four months* 
Then he tried Dr* John Delavue Bryant as editor; he was a convert, 
physician, and educator who had volunteered as a physician in the 
1855 yellow fever epidemic* His editorial tenure apparently was a 
short one. Mr. Major resigned in 1856 . In Ja l857» with v*25, James 
McDonnell and Co«, became publisher; this included Charles A* Rep_- 
plier and Joseph R* Chandler. The latter was another convert, a 
former Grand Master of the Masonic Order in Pennsylvania, who had 
had experience in editing the NORTH AMERICAN REVIEW from 1826-4?, 

As a Catholic representative in the House he once made a brilliant 
speech in favor of equal rights for Catholics as citizens. His work 
for the HERALD was done without salary. He was also a contributor 
to the AMERICAN CATHOLIC QUARTERLY REVIEW and the CATHOLIC RECORD. 
Although he became a diplomat in 1857 he continued to contribute to 
the HERALD many letters of his experiences. He was replaced as 
editor by John Duffey, helped by J. B. Duffey; this was the situa¬ 
tion early in 1857* 

The paper, "entirely religious in nature", carried extracts of con¬ 
troversies elsewhere, e.g., that in New York's TRUTH TELLER in which 
Frs. Power and Levins were engaged, reports of Sunday schools, sur¬ 
veys of Protestant liberalism and of Mormonism, literary notices, 
Douay Bibles, etc. It quoted other Catholic papers as well as 
taking account of inimical notices in such organs as THE BANNER OF 
THE CROSS and THE CHURCHMAN. In I 85 O much attention was given to 
Fr. Mathew's abstinence movement* Brownson's REVIEW and his lec¬ 
tures were subject to discussion. In 1855 Bishop Neumann kept the 
paper for his official communications* Catholic educational insti¬ 
tutions advertised as did such Catholic publishers and booksellers 
as Cummiskey, Cunningham, Lucas and Sadlier, In the 24 years before 
it purchased THE CATHOLIC VISITOR the paper changed addresses at 
least eight times. 

II. THE CATHOLIC HERALD AND VISITOR. This new title was taken after 
merging with the CATHOLIC VISITOR of Philadelphia, early in 1857 1 
which was bought from J. A. Tiernan and C. S. Greene, the latter 
entering the firm of the publisher, McDonnell and Co., which also 
still included Charles A. Repplier. No editor's name appeals but 
it is rather (certain that it was the remaining John Duffey. The 
office was at 225 S. 4th St. The approbation of Bishdp John N, 
Neumann appeared in v.26, no,44 and in F l86l one of Bishop Wood. 

In i860 only Repplier remained of the three publishers while J. 
and J. B. Duffey were the editors; later John Duffey became co¬ 
publisher with Repplier; when John resigned in S l86l, only Rep¬ 
plier remained as publisher and editor. In F 1863 h new editor, 

James M, Spellissy, came from the Boston PILOT, and a new publisher, 
Peter F. Cunningham, both of whom remained to the end in 1863. 
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In 1857? during v.25, the paper promised to become more of a fa¬ 
mily paper, devoting more space to literature and general news, 
while still remaining thoroughly Catholic. Bishop Neumann pub¬ 
lished therein his official announcements and the following 
bishop, James F, Woods, declared it, from Oct. i860,as his of¬ 
ficial organ although Duffey had made the paper more and more 
national in approach; taking a conservative view he failed to 
please all of the 130,000 Catholics of the archdiocese. Rep- 
plier was a good businessman who also assisted in many ways the 
cathedral, the hospital and the asylum. 

From the issues we saw in 1858 and 1863 it appeared to be a good 
publication for family reading. However, it was criticized by 
ACH RESEARCHES (Je 20 l857,p.9)» "THE HERALD has many disgraceful 
characteristics ... filthy phrases on one page, good editorials 
on the other." THE METROPOLITAN RECORD of New York (0 29 1859. 
p.5) wrote that it was a "truly Catholic and ably edited journal 
whose ability and dignified manner (keep it) on a fair, firm and 
independent basis. (It will) have difficulties with their mixed 
character of a news -paper, while a strictly religious paper does 
not have this problem." During the Civil War the paper remained 
quiet and cautious. Around 1862 Martin I. J. Griffin (q.v. GUARDIAN 
ANGEL, infra ) was a correspondent. In the last year Spellissy was 
loyal to the Union cause but financial problems forced it to cease 
publication. Spellissy took over THE UNIVERSE (q.v.).

CATHOLIC HERALD /of 1872/ (Je 22 1872-N 15 or ?D of 1873) 

This was a weekly newspaper (Cath:lc), appearing from Je 22 1872 
to N 13 (last preserved copy) hut perhaps finishing its semi-annual 
volumes with v.3» Dec.(?) 1873♦ None of our sources gave an end 
date but it had to be 1873 because its editor then had another task. 
This editor, founder and publisher was Mark F» Vallette for whose 
life consult our entry under THE SODALIST f S COMPANION, Westchester, 
Pa. Since the address on his paper is the; same as that of the 
VESPER BELL and the GUARDIAN ANGEL, both published by Dan F. Gillin, 
we presume that the CATHOLIC HERALD was at least printed there. We 
can also guess that he had been dissatisfied with the CATHOLIC 
STANDARD where he was editor from 1867-72 and where M. I. J. Griffin, 
Gillin's friend, was his assistant. Having decided on a break he 
founded the CH as a rival. In the Introduction it is said that al¬ 
though an "old name" is used the approach will be new; a correct 
representation of Catholic interests will be offered. "Ireland will 
not be neglected" and there will be a correspondent in Rome and other 
places on the European continent. News of this and other dioceses 
will be included as will society news, especially the I. C. B. Union* 
In Ja 1873 it was noted that"we will send the CATHOLIC HERALD for 
one year, together with THE CATHOLIC RECORD (published by Hardy 
and Mahony), one of the most popular magazines in the country,(to 
which Vallette also contributed),for $4.00 instead of $3.00 for one. 
Other bait wasoffered: in June, 1®73 a beautiful picture to every 
new subscriber and at the end of v. 2 , 16 pages in each issue instead 
of 8 , with new tyke and other changes.

THE CATHOLIC HOME JOURNAL (N I 896 -S 1897"?) 

This was a monthly (Cath:lc), then a quarterly literary magazine, 
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starting with v,l,no,l in N 1896 and closing that volume after no. 

6 in Ap l897» after an interruption of two months it continued 
with v.2 as a quarterly, with three months of Jl-S as no.l in 1897’, 
we do not know if that was its end. Publishers and probably also 
the editors were L. J« Wall and R. F« Cowley of 8,500 Frankford 
Ave and Station M. On the copies we saw we noted also The Catholic 
Home Pub. Co., as the source to be addressed for subscriptions. 
Subtitle was "A magazine of illustrated literature"; subjects to 
be treated as printed on the cover were religion, history, biography, 
science and art, poetry and fiction; the general aim was to provide 
"pure and wholesome entertaining literature", being "profoundly Ca¬ 
tholic and thoroughly American" for "the home circle". It had a 
rather rich book review section and "Exchanges" were not limited to 
Catholic publications. As far as we could see the contents carried 
out the aim, e.g., a good and well illustrated article on St. Charles 
Seminary by Margaret M« Halvey, and a poem by James Rilgryy who was 
also a contributor to similar magazines such as the ORPHAN’S BOUQUET 
of Boston. OUR LADY OF GOOD COUNSEL magazine praised one of the 
six numbers as "a very beautiful souvenir number in honor of Abp. 
Ryan’s Silver Jubilee", The publishers tried various devices, such 
as promising a free subscription for four new ones and encouraged 
people to buy it " at all newsstands in Philadelphia" but yet they 
failed.

THE CATHOLIC KEEPSAKE (1845) 

This gift-annual (Cath:lc) as described by Faxon, or an annual 
magazine, was published in 1845 but it is not known whether the 
intent was really to issue an annual. Editor was Prof. William 
Joseph Walter (q.v. also THE NATIONAL CATHOLIC REGISTER* Ja-Je 
1844); publisher was M. Fithian (q.v. also THE CATHOLIC HERALD, 
supra). It was listed for sale in Baltimore by John Murphy. Ac- 
cording to the original at DLC it was a "collection of entertain¬ 
ing and edifying pieces"; in the Preface it was noted as "a volume 
for the:.season; ... a gift (for the) true Catholic". It contains 
stories and poems, some with illustrated initials and some en¬ 
gravings. FREEMAN'S JOURNAL (New York; 0 1845, 133) wondered why 
we (Catholics) should not have what the other religious bodies 
own, a "keepsake" ... how (with) "this beautiful and elegant volume 
this desideratum has been supplied." The U.S.CATHOLIC MAGAZINE 
(Baltimore) wrote: "It gives us infinite pleasure to commend to 
the public and to the Catholic in particular this agreeable little 
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volume, the first undertaking of the kind, originated in this 
country by Catholic enterprise ... with the distinguished ap¬ 
probation of the Bishop of Philadelphia. ... The printing is 
excellent (and so is) the matter." In the same magazine (v.5i 
N 1846, 631 ) is an obituary of Prof. Walter: "a distinguished 
man in the literary world, an Englishman (who came to Philadelphia)» 
a writer of historical works. (His) latest production was THE 
NEW FOLLOWING OF CHRIST. He was a regular contributor of the U.S, 
CATHOLIC magazine:."

THE CATHOLIC RECORD (My l871-Ap I 878 ) 

This was a monthly magazine (Cath:lc), published from My 1871 to Ap 
1878 in 14 semi-annual volumes by Hardy and Mahony of 5©5 Chestnut 
St. As the editors they tried to procure good contributors as Very 
Rev. Dr. Moriarty, Rev. J. OfConnor (AM.CATH.Q.R.), Rev. J. M. 
Finotti, Joseph R. Chandler (CATH.HERALD), Marc F. Vallette (CATH. 
STANDARD), Dr. J. J. Barry, Miss Katherine Eleanor Conway (PILOT), 
etc. The magazine's subtitle was "A miscellany of Catholic know¬ 
ledge and general literature". Middleton classified it as "eclectic". 
In 1877 it advertised itself "as suitable for all classes of Catho¬ 
lic readers", and as "a cheap Catholic magazine for the family". 

It carried scholarly articles on religion, scientific,historical 
and literary subjects, biographies, the culture of other nations, 
book reviews and new books but almost no periodical notices. It 
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had good historical articles as one on Charles Carroll of Carroll - 
ton (v.5,no.26;l873) and Marc Vallette’s piece on ••Catholicism in 
Eastern Pennsylvania'* (v.13,216). From the first it had considerable 
success. Benziger's CATHOLIC BOOK NEWS noted in Ap 1876 that it 
was "a leading magaiine". CATHOLIC MIRROR (Baltimore) noted on 
Ap 22 1871 that the first number shows "editorial ability and tact", 
GUARDIAN ANGEL (Phila. S 1871) wrote that it "displays every evi¬ 
dence of complete success and good management. The contents show a 
collection of articles from the first talent of the day." AVE 
MARIA (Notre Dame; F 28 l8?4) thought that the CR "supplies a want 
that was long felt by the Catholics of the U.S." CATHOLIC CITIZEN 
(Newark; S 2 6 1874,4) found it "readable, thoughtful, with an ad¬ 
mirable article by Joseph R. Chandler and one by the renowned and 
aged Augustinian Dr* Moriarty." THE PITTSBURGH CATHOLIC (prior to 
Ja 1877) said it "is fast becoming a favorite with all classes". 

AVE MARIA, which had recorded the contents of each number, finally 
announced in its issue of My 4 1878 that "The CR suspends publica¬ 
tion with the current number (Ap). We regret the loss of such a va¬ 
luable auxiliary in supplying a species of literature much needed. 
The chief mautive (of Hardy and Mahony wh® had purchased in I 87 S 6 THE 
CATHOLIC STANDARD and had become in Ja 1876 the publishers of the 
AMERICAN CATHOLIC QUARTERLY REVIEW) in suspending is to concentrate 
on the other publications."

I. CATHOLIC SOCIETIES, a monthly society paper (Cath:2), was begun 
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in Je 1894 and ended with N 1894. Its subtitle states its aim: 

"A monthly devoted to the Catholic societies of Philadelphia and 
vicinity" and further explained in no.l as aiming to bring the 
Catholics and their societies together, working for a common end, 
to built up more fraternal spirit. The good publications of those 
societies will not be replaced by this one (which) will be a worthy 
capstone to unite the different aims." It was published by The 
Catholic Societies Pub. Co., 1216 Betz Bldg; on the cover is the 
seal of the Catholic Mutual Benefit Assn. No editor's name appears. 
The opening issue contained a story, news of the different socie¬ 
ties, a Catholic artist's work., two sermons, poems and notes on 
reading circles and summer schools. Already with no.3 the number 
of pages doubled because more societies have joined. In Nov. 1894 
it was announced that a new title had been chosen. 

II. CATHOLIC MAGAZINE, a monthly (Cath:lc), continued the preced¬ 
ing and, under the same publisher but still without editorial de¬ 
signation, went on to l899» We think it possible that the CATHOLIC 
MAGAZINE of Erie is identical with this and may have moved as early 
as 1896 from Philadelphia but at least by 1899 where it died in 
1901. Its new appearance, foretold in November, was described as 
being "much enriched and artistically embellished. Its leading 
idea remains but the publication will add new departments ... and 
will especially lead in literature and advanced thought for all 
Catholic readers." With this change it really became more of a 
magazine. From Lucey we learn that it was reviewed in CATHOLIC 
HOME AND SCHOOL (Worcester 3 (1895)»2?6.). 

Details for both: Began with eight pages and four columns, 11x16, 
it was enlarged in Ag 1894 to 16 pages and continued on that basis. 
Firice was always $1.00. It had few illustrations. By 1899 its cir¬ 
culation was less than 1,000.

I. THE CATHOLIC STANDARD was Catholic (la), the diocesan weekly of 
Philadelphia, began on Ja 6 1866 and continued under that title to 
N 23 1895; it began when the first diocesan paper, THE CATHOLIC 
HERALD, was united after 1864 with the secular paper THE UNIVERSE. 
That a single Catholic paper was needed for the diocese was under¬ 
standable. Rev. James Keogh (q.v. his life with the PITTSBURGH 
CATHOLIC) began the new paper as a supervisor of the editorial de¬ 
partment, while a professor at St. Charles Seminary. He had the 
bishop's permission but at first it was signed only by his secre¬ 
tary although the N.Y. FREEMAN'S JOURNAL announced the paper in 
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1866 as a "diocesan newspaper"* Wiliam Pepper and Co, was the first 
publisher at 310 Chestnut St, In the Introduction Father Keogh 
wrote that he hoped "to get all the Catholic news of the world 
which would be of local interest,,, if the Catholics give us ef¬ 
ficient support, (We want) to conduct it entirely in the interests 
of our holy religion. The press~for good or evil—is a power," (It 
is supported by the approbation of the Bishop of the Diocese.) It was 
not to stress political or secular topics but to instruct and enter¬ 
tain as well as to provide a brief summary of the chief secular 
events together with a choice literary selection. It carried a 
list of new publications, advertisements of Catholic booksellers 

as Peter Cunningham and Eugene Cummiskey, and added regularly the 
contents of the CATHOLIC WORLD of New York, 

Father Keogh began as editor from Jan, to April and then found as 
an editor C, W. Beresford; the address then was at 221 S. 5th St., 
With April the paper enlarged and was improved. Because the people 
did not give the needed support the C.S. suspended F 20, 186?. Then, 
we think, Father Keogh left the paper because of his health and, 
it seems, Beresford also left. In Je 186? the paper was revived 
by Mark F, Vallette (q.v. his life with THE SODALIST'S COMPANION, 
Westchester,Pa,), He became editor and manager. Soon, on S 28, 

1867 THE UNIVERSE AND CATHOLIC HERALD expired, leaving the STANDARD 
as the only diocesan paper. In 1868 a new publisher took over, Mark 
Willox and Co,, who also became the proprietor. Rowell lists Willox 
also as editor in 1868; the address then was 736 Sansom St. As as¬ 
sistant editor there was M, I, J, Griffin ( 1870 - 3 ) who had already 
taken part in the paper's founding (q.v. his life with THE GUARDIAN 
ANGEL,Phila.). 

About this time OUR OWN (Phila.1869) had praised the C.S. as "de¬ 
voted to the defence of Catholic principles and the propaganda of 
sound Catholic thoughts, with reliable news and a literary depart¬ 
ment for which able pens are employed." The LITERARISCHE HANDWEISER 
noted that it circulated throughout Pennsylvania, New York and New 
Jersey as a family journal. In 1870 Bishop Wood wrote that he was 
pleased with this "safe and instructive family paper deserving pat¬ 
ronage of the clergy and laity". But Vallette seems to have been 
dissatisfied with the paper's condition and he left in My to found 
in Je 1872 THE CATHOLIC HERALD (q.v.C.H. of l8?2) which he continued 
as a rival of the C.S. until N or D 1873'• 

In Ja 1872, v.7t the C.S. acquired a new typographical appearance 
and in Je a new editor and manager took over, George Derin Wolff. 

He came from Norristown, Pa,, the son of a prominent clergyman of 
the German Reformed Church; he himself had become a minister and 
then a convert to Catholicism. He was a rips scholar, an experienced 
journalist bf literary ability. He also became one of the scholarly 
group that began in Ja l8?6 the AMERICAN CATHOLIC QUARTERLY REVIEW 
to which he contributed some 15 articles. In 1895 Father Dunn said 
he had "ably managed the editorial column" of his paper and had 
made it into an influential weekly. He was noted for his profound 
humility, edifying piety, and charitable attitude to all. He died 
in Ja 189 ^. 
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Putting the paper in the rank of an "official" diocesan paper 

(la), we still have doubt on its beginning. Now at least, we 

are rather sure since the diocese of West Virginia also adopted 

the C.ST. as their diocesan paper, getting one of their own 

only in 1876 . Wolff brought new topics to the contents, Ecclesiastical 

News, Obituaries, Home Department, and For Young Floks. A new 

publisher who was also the paper's proprietor, Hardy & Mahony, 

helped its reputation, since the firm was already, since 1871 , 

publisher of the CATHOLIC RECORD magazine, adding now the 

paper in 1873» and later, in 1876 , the AMERICAN CATHOLIC 

QUARTERLY REVIEW. The paper advertised itself as the "largest", 

the "leading" one, in the N.Y. FAMILY ANNUAL (1879): 

"one of the most ably conducted, with agreat amount of 
varied and instructive reading matter on religion, literature, 
or other subjects, its editorials fresh and vigorous? 
limith a regular correspondent in Rome", and in 1880 , "a 
most influentialland widely read Catholic journal." 

AVE MARIA, Notre Dame, Indiana (1893) announced the death 
of a Mr. Walter Wayden, a convert and a man of superior ability 
as "formerly connected with the C.ST.*.,", When?- we did not 
find him mentioned in the paper* 

In 1884, the new Archbishop P* J* Ryan seems to have helped 
the paper, later even writing editorials for it (Dunn 1893). 

Since D 1892 a new rival had come up, THE CATHOLIC TIMES (q.v.) 
founded even by a priest, Rev. L, A. Lambert? it existed until 
N 1895t of the publishers, Hardy & Mahony, only Charles A. 

Hardy (l893"93) remained, the one who first had t&« idea of 
establishing the THE AMERICAN CATHOLIC QUARTERLY REVIEW in 
1876 . Wolff had died in Ja 1894. Who replaced him? We think it 
may be F. T. Furey of the Am. Cath. Hist. Society. Meehan gave 
his name in CATH.ENCYC.:Periodicals" as having once been the 
editor, also "after" Wolff, It would be this last year of the 
paper of which Meehan said: 

"its news, editorials, and correspondence are regarded 
as authoritative and frequently quoted by the secular 
papers." 

In N 1895 it was decided to consolidate it with THE CATHOLIC 
TIMES.

was after, thei merging oh D 7 1895 (following directly the last 
number of the TIMES, which always began in December) a "Catholic :1a"; 
after 1875 if. the archdiocesan organ. It was still alive in 1962+* 
We saw volumes up to 1899 (sorry not having the time to note more 
on the details in PPCHi): no editor or publisher was printed at 
the head or on the masthead of the paper. The address: 505 
Chestnut was until now the one of Hardy(& Mahony), perhaps 
Charles A. Hardy was still the publisher or just The Cath. St. 
and Times Pub. Co, as to today. The first editor's name we 
found for 1903: John J» O'Shea to 1919; James A. Dougherty, 

1919~23; John A, Gallagher (1923-32); no name to 1936; Andreas 
Kemper Ryan, 1936 editor to 1954, then manager, while in 1954 
Rev. (later Msgr.) Anthony L. Ostheimer was the editor; both 
worked together still in 1961, with the help of Rev. Francis X. 

Keul. The ®ffice changed at least in 1924 to 610 S. Washington Square 
and in 1960-1961 to 1918 Cherry St.. Archbishop Ryan's recom¬ 
mendation for the STANDARD was printed in the paper further 
on with a new one in 1898 ; it does not use the word "official" or 
"with approval", perhaps since the Cathedral has a MONTHLY 
CALENDAR (0 1895 - 1902 ?) it is less important, though obviously 
the archdiocese reached further than the cathedral's bulletin. 

But "once" it became the official organ and is it today ( 1961 ). 

The first number, also beginning with v.l, no. 1, began with 
a "Greeting", the explanations for the merger and the intention 
of providing for "a careful combination of the best features of 
both papers, not needing to introduce their principles". The 
advertisements we found said nothing about the contents. The 
paper is often quoted in others but we found no appraisals of it. 


Details: the Saturday family paper continued with 8 pages of 
7 columns, 18 x 2 8 inches for only $ 2 . 00 , and that to 1950 at 
least, then $3.00 in 1954, still in 1962. It began in 1897 with 
some, later more, illustrations. It circulated in 1895' 16,246; 
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in 1899: 19 1665 , in 1922: 31,746; in 1932: 52*225; in 1950: 69,668 
in I 960 : 88,257; and in 1962 : 99 , 636 , growing constantly; 
counting from 1866 it would have reached v»95, since it began 
a new series in 1895, it has published its v«57 in 1962,

This "Catholic: lc" weekly newspaper was established on D 3 1892 
(copy seen.), not: 1893 (Baumgartner), and lasted until N 30 1895, 
(not 1894: ULS), being then absorbed by the CATHOLIC STANDARD, 
then continued as CATHOLIC STANDARD AND TIMES. Its founder and 
editor-in-chief was Rev. Louis A. Lambert who had already founded 
in 1877 a CATHOLIC TIMES in Waterloo, N. Y, (q.v.), which was 
transfered to Rochester, N. Y. in 1880 and disappeared there 
after his controversy with Bishop McQuaid in l88l. In Philadelphia 
he founded this paper as a rival to the CATHOLIC STANDARD, which 
had existed in that city since l866 f The Salutatory in the 
first number says: 

"We present the C. T.».,; the aim is to make it a first 
class paper, a reliable record of events, an instructive 
visitor to the home circle...; In the interests of the Church 
it will not ignore social, political, and economical questions 
of the day. It is not in any sense an official organ... 
but hopes that its conduct may merit an approbation." 

Rev. Louis A. Lambert's life is to be found in the NEW YORK 
FREEMAN'S JOURNAL, of which he was editor from 1894-1910, when 
he died.

Being first also the acting editor with an office at 924 Chestnut 
St** Fr» Lambert found Joseph Murphy for the practical work*, as 
publisher we saw "Catholic Times Publishing Co,", or Bradley 
Bros,, on the paper of 1894, an office then: 18 N. 9th St,; 
though his name is given until N 1894 as editor, he had left 
Philadelphia for New York where he had become editor of the 
NEW YORK FREEMAN *S JOURNAL (1894); there he remained until 
his death, 

THE CATHOLIC WORLD (N 1894, 294) had announced the new paper, 
its "editorial columns being done by Father Lambert of Scottsville, 
N, Y», assisted by a corps of able newspapermen," The AVE MARIA, 
Notre Dame, Ind, wrote on D 24 1892: 

"The initial numbers display an excellence,,»,as one of 
the formost Catholic journals in the country,,,,a variety 
of matter, attractive make-up 3 the work of trained newspapermen 
,,..Rev, Lambert is a guarantee of able editorials," 

Advertising itself for the first.issue, it stated its intent 
to be a model paper, bringing 56 columns weekly full of cable 
service from Europe, mail from correspondents,,, and from Philadelphia 
sketches of churches and schools; it had regular reports from 
Cath, Literary Society, a Women's Department, Our Young Folks, 
about choirs, etc. 

No editorfe name is on the Philadelphia paper in its last year, 
perhaps it w^s still Murphy, listed by Ayer to 1894, The last 
number had no notice of the merging which took place on D 7 1895,

THE CATHOLIC VISITOR (1856 - early 1-85?) 


This ''Catholic : lc" meekly newspaper was founded sometime in 
1856 , when the existing CATHOLIC HERALD seemed to decline; 
we do not know by whom, only that J, A* Tiernan and C, S, Greene 
were the owners, and Green (was it John T, who in 1836 had 
joined M, Fithian, the publisher of the HERALD?) and Braceland 
the publishers. It was npi? listed in the CHECKLIST OF NEWSPAPERS 
IN PA, (1944), and most of the "sources" knew only about its 
merging into THE CATHOLIC HERALD early in 1857 to continue 
in the new title of the latter as THE CATHOLIC HERALD AND 
VISITOR, Mr, C, S« Greene was added to its staff as co-publisher 
in 1857-58, Folk and Shields, the best sources on THE CATHOLIC 
HERALD, did not even know the full name, calling it the "VISITOR"

ECHO DER SANKT BONIFACIUS FAIR (O 4 - D 1 1880) 
English Edition THE SPIRIT OF THE FAIR 


It was a "Catholic : lc" bi-weekly fair-paper issued during 
the fair in the school house, at Mascher and Diamond Sts., 
belonging to St. Boniface^s Church. The main edition was in 
German; the English edition was similar but not a translation 
of the German. Both were under the direction of Father Sebastian 
Breihof, C, SS. R.; the editor was F. A. Klotzel. The contents 
had no historical background and were chiefly entertaining, 
especially with a story called: HUMORISTISCHE Z00L0GIE. 

St. Boniface, built in 1866, was in 1876 taken over by the 
Redenptorist Fathers; Father Sniet was first pastor with assistants 
of whom one was Fr. Sebastian Breihof, another, Fr. Schnuettgen 
had become pastor by the time of the f-air. He brought the 
parish into a very prosperous condition. (HIST* SKETCHES).

This Catholic schismatic paper started with the purpose of supporting 
the rebellious priest, Fr. William Hogan; during the schism 
of St* Mary’s Church it was conducted by E. F. Crcfzet* Finotti: 
BIBLIOGR* CATH* AMERICANA, 160, described its contents after 
he had seen the three issues (where are they now?) as being not 
only schismatic but bla©^®4i9^ in general on Catholic matter, 
ehocking^sometimes even to Hoganites.

THE ERIN’S publisher continued the paper in Ja 1823 but, after 
the disappearance of the HERALD, continuing the latter's attitude 
on Hogan's side, attacking the group around the bishop which 
means it was schismatic* In February a paper was founded on the 
bishop's side; the CATHOLIC ADVOCATE AND IRISHMAN'S JOURNAL 
(q*v.) to offset the influence of the two schismatic; regretably 
there were only a few issues (Meehan in CATH. ENCYC.). From 
Ap - J 1 1823 Hart alone continued the ERIN. He himself had 
shown more discretion in his own writings and had even "refused 
to print a vile article against Bishop Conwell, In July he 
regrett&ed things done and retired."(Finotti) Thomas Town took 
over, also as printer at 33 Chestnut St. He lost subscribers, tried 
to sell, and when nobody responded he was obliged to give up 
on 0 25 1823*

This "Catholic: lc" weekly fair-paper was published with v.l 
nos. 1 & 2 on Ap 11 8c 18 of 188 y, the n w i t h v. 2 , n os. 3 , 4 , 

8c 5 on 0 6, 13, 8c 20 of 1888. The paper was "devoted to the 
interests of St. Elizabeth's Bazaar in Columbia Rink-Hall, 

23rd and Ridge Ave.", with St. Elizabeth's acting as publisher, 
and with T. F. Halvey and Sara A. Moore as editors for v.l 
and 2 respectively. 

St. Elizabeth's Chapel was built in 1872, out of the city in an .area 
without streets on a lot given to it. Rev. Bernard Dornhege 
was the pastor who slowly got parishioners to the chapel and 
and so successfully that in 1883 a beautiful church could be 
built and the chapel was changed to a school. He bought a lot 
nearby for a parish hall in 1886. The Bazaar sold "stones" 
for 50 cents each, for the building in 1887 and 88. 

The paper's contents and the illustration tell this story and 
also entertained the readers with other matter; help from the 
storekeepers came through advertisements.

(acc. to CHECKLIST PA., and holdings of PPCHi). The title 
did not begin with "FREEMAN'S: as the CHECKLIST has it. Ayer 
listed it under the second part of its title: IRISH AMERICAN 
REVIEW for the same time (l890“92); it did not mean the later 
newspaper of that title but perhaps the later paper may have 
began a continuation six years later.(q.v. IRISH AMERICAN REVIEW 
AND CELTIC LITERARY ADVOCATE). It was published and edited 
by the Freeman Pub. Co., 6 O 7 Chestnut St..Its aim was explained 
in no , 1: 

"....for a long time the Irish-Americans of Pennsylvania 
and adjacent states needed a paper. Now they have a voice 
for their sentiment, prose, and poetry, through a special 
correspondent in Rome as well as in Ireland 
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The contents were directed accordingly to this aim; only the 
national interests being stressed, much more than the Catholic 
ones, but priests worked with the paper.

in New York City, to become the GLOBE AND EMERALD, keeping 
an office in Philadelphia in charge of John Mortimer, while 
publishing the volumes 1 to 3i no, 23 (which we have seen).

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THE GLOBE [of 18893 (0 1889 - midwinter 1905) 

Philadelphia, Pa. (0 l889“92) 

Chicago, Ill# (1892-94) 

New York City (Ja 1895 - 1901) 

Philadelphia, Pa. (1902- midwinter 1905 ) 

This not-yet "Catholic" quarterly literary magazine from 0 1889 
to Je 1892, became VCatholic : 2(by attitude), from 1892 to 
its end in 1905 (not 1904 as ULS and its copyists have it). 

The magazine changed in 1892 from Philadelphia, 112 N. 12 th St., 
to Chicago, 100 Washington St.; in Ja 1895 to New York, Decker 
Bldg., Union Square, then Barclay St. (l899)i back to Decker 
Bldg. (1900); in 1902 it went back to Philadelphia, first at 
615 Walnut St, (1903)» then to Aberdeen St.. THE GLOBE remained 
always as the main title though often it is spoken of as THE 
GLOBE REVIEW; part of the sub-title was "a quarterly review", 
or "a new review". Also as publisher is given: THE GLOBE REVIEW, 
at least 1895 ff». Its founder, editor, and proprietor was William 
Henry Thorne who only once, during the first year in New York, 
had an associate edirtor. 

Thorne was a Presbyterian minister who left his position 
when he founded this magazine. It mirrors his struggles to find 
the Truth and his way to Catholicism. He was converted in 
Je l892. He was called erratic, of violent and iconoclastic 
character. CATHOLIC WORLD (N 1892 ) called him"somewhat of a 
Brownson having initiated and built up through his own strong 
and vigorous pen a magazine that has a large circulation," 

AVE MARIA, Notre Dame, Ind. (Mr 4 1893) says "a gifted author, 
unique in many ways, a special charm...; his versatility is 
equalled only by his frankness in expressing his view," Today 
Msgr. Ellis judged him in Hi'S ''‘GtJIDBv115 »as "...violently 
hostile to the so-called liberals and Americanists among the 
Catholics of the late nineteenth century." 

Thorne wrote most of the articles himself 5 his contributors 
were learned writers or poets like him. He treated as topics: 
world literature; sociology; religion; art; and politics, as 
found in his sub-titles. Most interesting is Volume three; in 
"Cosmotheism versus Catholicism" he said that he left the 
ministry to preach somehow of Christ (in his review); he answered 
the curiosity of his readers about his Catholic practical 
teaching of Christj it is "in no sense an official Catholic 
organ" (pp. 301 * 02 ). 

He discovered for himself and wrote about Gregorian chant, 

Leo XIII, and the parochial schools with their weak points. 

In 1895 he thanked hundreds of subscribers who responded quickly 
to bills sent to them. He explains why he moved to New York, 
being the intellectual center to which the review wants to 
bring "the mental and spiritual life of the modern world" 

(F 1896 , 104). He must have become sick at this time; so William 
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Rehn Caxtoni helped in editing the review; the ROSARY (Mr 1896 , 

329 ) wrote: 

"We are much pleased' that W. H, Thorne is still in charge.#.; 
it was said (he would) retire...would have been a loss: 
a GLOBE without Thorne would not be THE GLOBE..." 

In D 1896 he asked at least 500 subscribers for financial help, 
and promised one of his books; "Modern Idols", or "Quintets", 
his own poems, as a gift to the helpers. He announced the tenth 
anniversary of the review in F 1899» and in D of that year,his 
own sixtieth birthday; in 1900 he hoped to put the GLOBE on 
a broader finantial basis, again promissing a collection of 
his new poems, "Songs of the Soul", as a premium. The ROSARY 
(Ja 1898 , 119) said of the 12 new sonnets "Beautiful finished 
gems... The GLOBE is up to the standard which the taste of the 
editor demands." We were not able to find more biographical 
news about Mr. Thorne in his last years in Philadelphia. 

Details: The quarterly magazine generally had 102 pages per 
issue, sometimes even 138 ; its size was always 6 1/2 x 9 1/2 
inches, price always $ 2 . 00 ; of its circulation we only know 
a "large" one in 1892 and the number from 1901 - 1905 • 3 i 000 . 

The magazine reached 14 volumes, irregular in their appearance 
especially by changing cities, but never missing an issue. 

They are numbered from 1 to 56 ; v.l to 8 in Philadelphia,

Philadelphia,

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THE GUARDIAN ANGEL (F 186? -?1909) 
q.v. OUk OWN (.1869) 

q.v. VESPER BELLS (before merger in Ja 1889 ) 

This was a "Catholic :1c" monthly (1889 weekly) juvenile magazine, 
existing from F (not Ja) 186? to 1909 (end-date uncertain; 
seen to 1902, Ayer listed it last in 1909); It was founded 
and published by Daniel F, Gillin, J. P. M'Guigan, and Martin 
I. J. Griffin. 

Martin Ignatius Joseph Griffin, born in Philadelphia (1842) 
of Irish parents, one of six children, one of whom became 
a priest and another a nun. He went through school, high 
school, and first became a bookkeeper. Soon he worked as 
a correspondent of the CATHOLIC MIRROR in Baltimore, THE 
SPECTATOR in Washington, D7 C7, and the NEW YORK TABLET; 
he was a contributor to THE CATHOLIC HERALD in Phildelphia 
and took part in the starting of the CATHOLIC STANDARD 
there, for which he was city reporter. He helped with a 
fair-paper in 186?, the CATHEDRAL TABLET. From l86?"70 
he was part owner and editor of the GUARDIAN ANGEL in his 
city and took part in publishing OUR OWN, a home magazine, 
in 1869 and was, from 1870-73» assistant editor of the 
CATHOLIC STANDARD. He started as secretary of the Irish 
Catholic Benevolent Union of the U. S 0 and the Philadelphia 
branch of the I. C. B» U, JOURNAL in Mr l8?3? which he 
changed after twenty years, in Ja 1893? to GRIFFIN’S 
JOURNAL. Therein he published articles related to Catholicity 
in Philadelphia, which led to the formation of the American 
Catholic Historical Society of his city on J1 22 1884, 
of which he was a charter member. He took over Rev. A. 

A. Lambing's CATHOLIC HISTORICAL RESEARCHES of Pittsburgh 
in Ja 1887 as the AMERICAN CATHOLIC HISTORICAL RESEARCHES, 
published in Philadelphia, absorbing in 0 1900 his GRIFFIN'S 
JOURNAL, and in turn absorbed after his death by the 
RECORDS OF THE CATHOLIC HISTORICAL SOCIETY (1912). 

Besides those periodicals he had also written books, esp. 
the LIFE OF RT. REV. M. EGAN....FIRST BISHOP OF PHILADELPHIA, 
and the LIFE OF COMMODORE BARRY, the Irish hero, "Father 
of the American Navy". He wrote innumerable articles and 
was a great contributor to the recording of Irish - American 
history. In addition to which he organized societies and 
worked for the Irish Land League. For 4s years he was in 
in the service of the Building and Loan Association, and 
founded 30 branches of it. Organizing the Total Abstinence 
Union branch in the Archdiocese, and a youth group of it 
in Philadelphia and many other beneficial societies, he 
was known as a public benefactor. His historica.1 research 
was most valuable, he did it with a. passion, almost madly, 
with a deep sense for facts. He also acted as a librarian 
for a time of the Am. Cath• Hist* Society. Though he often 
fought on the wrong side, fearless and sincere, he was 
everywhere highly respected and loved by his co-religionists. 
His life work was crowned by sucees. He died a sudden death 



on N 10 1911, depriving the ACHS of one of its most able 
and active members* 

To the latter or to the other two all communications had to 
be addressed* They published also OUR OWN (1869) and THE 
CATHEDRAL TABLET, q,v, The first number was issued "from the 
old U. S. Hotel" on Chestnut St., "continuing there for seven 
years with much success" as noted in Scharf and Westcott (1884). 

But Griffin, who was also part owner and thb first editor, 
left in 1870; M 9 Guigan was still with the magazine in 1872, 
the office at 717 Sansom St* (where* in that year* probably 
the CATHOLIC HERALD [of 1872 ] of Mark F. Vallette was printed), 
and soon after Gillin was the sole publisher. In 1868 Rev, 

James 0 s Reilly had become the editor (so ;in Rowell 1869), having 
a second editor besides him, William F.Gpok, certainly towards 
the end of 1872; then John Arthur Henry was the sole editor 
around 1884, probably to 1888 , When in Ja 1884 THE VESPER BELLS 
w^s.merged into the GUARDIAN ANGEL, the VESPER BELL*S editor, 

Anna L. T. Griffin, moved with it to the G. A.« Daniel F, 

Gillin, who had also been the weekly V, B„?s publisher, believed 
it better for the young readers to have the G. A, weekly instead 
of monthly, to the advantage also of the magazine itself having 
more space for reading matter. In v. 21, no, 1 of G.A, (ja 7 1888) 
it said: 

"approved by the Archbishops of Philadelphia and Cincinnati,,,, 
six other bishops; an 8 page illustrated weekly for young 
Catholics, published every Saturday* conducted by Anna L, 

T, Gillin,,,,for $1,00, devoted to instructing and entertaining 
The influence it has exerted up to now has been productive 
of great good# Rejuvenated, improved,,..issued weekly,.,, 
the G» A. is second to no other," 

Dan F, Gillin tried to get good contributors, e.g^ Rev, Lambing 
and Maurice E, Egan; the latter wrote in his autobiography 
that he was “as a Philadelphian - about 16 years of age when 
Mr. Griffin published his first little composition in the G^A*; 
the AVE MARIA, Notre Dame, Ind. reviewed the G. A 0 : 

"it contains excellent reading matter••,Egan young as he 
is, has not only established his reputation as one of the 
best sonnet writers, but also as a very pleasant prose 
writer,"(1879) 

"Egan, one of the most brilliant Catholic writers went 

from the GUARDIAN ANGEL.. to the N. Y. FREEMAN 9 S JOURNAL 

as associate editor s "(l88l) , 

Purpose and contents we can see first from the PROSPECTUS 
(F 1867)5 Until now each enterprise like that has failedo 
Why? “ "Our purpose is to aid" priest and pare ts in Christian 
education "to instruct and amuse the child... .with lessons of 
wisdom and truth,., ,20,000 children are at Sunday Schools in 
Philadelphia, at least half of them are supposed to subscribe.... 
we have the support of the Rev. Clergy,,..it will be a success 
with the united action of the parents. “ The editor will be 
a clergyman with experience. 
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The latter intention we saw, could be accomplished only for 
a short time* We checked the cpoies at DCU and PPCHi and found 
that the contents were carefully adjusted to the short patience 
of children: short stories, different in kind, illustrated, 
changing with music, puzzles, riddles, poems, new book announcements 
premiums promised; only one column of short ads. Anna L. T» 

Gillin was still the editor in the last copy we were able to 
check ( 1902 ); no remark therein showed that this was the last 
number published* The magazine had from the beginning the 
approbation of the Bishop, later Archbishop, of Philadelphia, 
and in 1872 also of Bishop Elder of Natchez.

EL HABANERO (The Havanian) (1824-26) 

Philadelphia, Pa. (l824) 

New York City (1824-26) 

This Cuban-American."Catholic: 3 (by national tradition)", 
writen in Spanish, was an irregularly published magazine; 
established in 1824 was moved from Philadelphia, 70 S. 3rd 
St., to New York City, there first at 44 Maiden Lane; it lasted 
until 1826. Its founder, editor, and publisher was Rev. Felix 
Varela. 

Rev. Felix Varela 1 s life, compiled mostly out of Rodriguez 
(q.v. Spec. Bibliography, marked R here.): Born in Cuba 
( 1788 ), became there a priest, professor of that seminary, 
and began to write books when he was 23 .years old. His 
knowledge was encyclopedic, from theology to sciences; 
his special interests belonged to Cuba, to the formation 
of a new government. Being in Spain as a representitive 
of Cuba he was suprised by a political change that made 
him a political rebel: he escaped over Gibraltar to the 
United States ( 1823 ). 
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In Philadelphia he founded for his people EL HABANERO (1824-26) 
to instruct the Havanians politically and religiously. Meanwhile 
the Archbishop of Baltimore had assigned him to the diocese of New 
York, and Bishop Connoly made him assistant pastor of St. 

Peter’s (R 249), later pastor of Christ Church (R 253) which 
was distroyed by fire in 1834 (R 257) was rebuilt as St. 

James, He became pastor of the Transfiguration church, while 
his assistant, Rev. Joseph Schneller, became pastor of St. 

James in 1836 (R 25?')., He was very pious, charitable, a very 
zealous pastor, defending wherever he could the Catholic Faith, 
When EL HABANERO was circulated with success in Cuba, his 
enimies hired a._.man to assassinate him in New York, but he 
was warned (Mr. 1825 ),

All those periodicals of New York are treated in our work 
on that city. 

Fr. Varela, joined by Dr. Power and Rev. Levins, took part 
in heated discussions, i.e, with Dr. W. C v Brownlee (R 271“ 
73» 280-82) from the Dutch Reformed Church which are printed 
in the last two papers of the above list. Besides he fought 
against other Protestant accusations (1930? 1932) in essays 
and ’’tracts” which he distributed lavishly. In 1835 he 
established a "Half Orphan Asylum” in New York; his CATHOLIC 
OBSERVER was thought to earn means for it. To THE CATH. 
EXPOSITOR Fr. Varela was joined by Rev. Charles Constantine 
Pise, 

His services for the Church were recognized; he received the 
title of a prelate, of a Vicar General of New York and was 
delegated to different councils. When his health failed he 
was obliged to move to Florida, where he died in 1853 at 
St. Augustine. 
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The printer in Philadelphia was Stanley and Bringhurst for the 
first three numbers; number four in New York was printed by the 
Imprenta Francesa, Espanola, Italiana, in 1824; numbers five and 
six were done by Gray and Bunce in 1825; and number seven (volume 
2) by J. Gray and Co. in 1826. EL HABANERO in "Castellano" (R 229), 
had the sub-title "papel politico, cientifico y literario" (R 229). 
Its contents resulted from his research and teaching as a professor 
in Cuba and also from his special interest in preparing public 
opinion in Cuba as a foundation for a future better form of 
government. In Cuba Varela and his friends had started such a 
movement that the Government Printing Office in Havana felt it 
necessary to publish "Commentaries to EL HABANERO, periodical 
printed in Philadelphia by Don F£lix Valera," in 1825. That made 
him enimies,too. The King of Spain forbade EL HABANERO to be 
mailed to Cuba. Nevertheless it was circulated, not suspected 
in its small format by the mail officials. Later an Index was 
made to the seven numbers of the magazine by a Senor Dr. Don 
Agustin Jos£ Morales who was in 1878 believed to be the owner 
of the ownly complete set of the magazine. This index was reprinted 
in Rodriguez 5 book (R 230~32), about 47 articles on very different 
subjects but all centered around Cuba. One does not know why Fr. 
Varela dropped the magazine. It may be (Foik) that his pastoral 
duties did not leave him enough time. 

Of EL HABANERO we found only in Rodriguez a few details (229/30): 
a single issue had 25“30 pages in duodecimo booklet form.

THE HIBERNIAN (D 2 1893 “ N 1897) 

This Irish "Catholic : 2" weekly society paper existed from 
D 1893 - N 1897 ("weekly"), not monthly as Ayer gives it, we have 
seen copies; "1893", not 1894 as in CHECKLIST, PA», because v. 2, 
no. 7, is Ja 19, 1894. It was the local organ of a Philadelphia 
branch for Pennsylvania of the Ancient Order of Hibernians, 
(President: James O'Sullivan, secretary; Alexander McKernan) being 
nationwide. This society came from Ireland to New York in 1838 
and to Philadelphia already in 18^0 to fight against the "Know 
Nothing" groups. THE HIBERNIAN was first published by The Hibernian 
Publishing Co*, no editor given, pernaps the above named secretary. 
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From l895“97 the editors and publishers are listed as Joseph D. 
Murphy, Thomas E, Logan, and Charles J» Bigley, The contents 
include besides fraternal communications and news of this and 
other branches of the society also general and Catholic news, 
but especially political ones of Ireland, The CHECKLIST OF 
PENNSYLVANIA NEWSPAPERS believed in 1944 that there were no holdings, 
but, see below, PPCHi has copies which we saw. 

Details: 8 pages with 6 columns of 16x22 inches, to $1,00; a few 
illustrations, It also has sketches about the value of the Mass, 
Catholic ideas of toleration, about the new Cardinal in America, 
etc ,

THE HOME (My 1892 - F [or soon after] 1893) 

This was a "Catholic : lc" monthly magazine, started in My 1892, 
existing in F 1893 (in this issue nothing was said of expiring), 
ending with this number or soon after in 1893, that Hoffmann 
lists it to 1895 is a mistake. It was published first by Austin 
& Co,* 1034 Arch St,, the management changed with number three 
to Moore and Hanson, 123“25 S, 11th St«; the editor was named 
in the first number as Sallie A, Moore, later as Sara A, Moore, 

Sara A, Moore was also editor of the C, T, A, NEWS (l896“99)» 
wrote for FAIR ECHOES ( 1887 ), and the VERONICA LEAGUE (all 3 
q»v»). Lucey checked in the WH0 3 S WHO of 1911 and found "Sara 
Moore, prominent newspaper journalist and illustrator for the 
Detroit News" but THE HOME was not mentioned with her work. 

Perhaps she was a relative of the second editor Moore and did 
her a favor? We saw the "Salutatory" in the first issue, saying: 

"We are young and ambitious, want to use brains, energy, and 
money to produce an attractive magazine, growing in future; 
trained in the principles of our holy religion, we will give 
news, Catholic news, authentic, not copied, of church hap¬ 
penings and literary material of high order; the "Home Library" 
will be a complete Catholic story each month," 

The first number contained poems, stories, opinions about total 
abstinence, talks, and little stories, "To the Sodalists", news 
of the different parishes in Philadelphia, "The Fireside", "With 
the Little Ones", "The Critic" about other Catholic periodicals, 
small serious articles and ads on only three pages of the cover. 

It was often reviewed by Fr, Conaty in his CATH, SCHOOL AND 
HOME MAGAZINE (Je 1892 - Mr 1893), e t g, Je 1892, 98 : "it is a 
pleasant visitor. We cannot have too many of such educators,,,", 
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or in F 1893: "full of interesting matter ....many a message of 
truth.«•.also about the C. T. A. Union." Or THE MO. BULL.... 

St. Paul,: "with several interesting departments." 

Details: 16-20 three column pages, of 9x11 inches in a cover with 
one whole page picture and some illustrations at 50 cents; circu¬ 
lating 2,000 copies.

in DER WAHRHE ITS FREUND, Cincinnati (which Rev. Timpe had discovere< 
by its dditor Rev. Johann Martin Henni on N 19 1840, that in 
Philadelphia a German publication HOSIANNA had appeared, that the 
publishers wanted to be helpers in the vineyard of our Lord, that 
it was in the size of his own paper but only four pages, of a good 
exterior make-up and of a good style in the writing.

The I. C» B, U. JOURNAL was an Irish, "Catholic : 2" monthly 
(semi-monthly) society paper, GRIFFIN’S JOURNAL was a Catholic 
semi-monthly (monthly) magazine; the first began in Mr 1873 
and was followed by the second in Ja 1893, which ended in Jl 1901. 

The I, C. B. U. JOURNAL 

was the official organ of the Philadelphia branch of the Irish 
Catholic Benevolent Union of the U. S. 9 a nationwide organization 
of Catholic societies with annual conventions and proceedings, 
printed annually, Martin I, J. Griffin (for his biographical 
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sketch see GUARDIAN ANGEL) had organized the branch for Philadelphia, 
a "Catholic Mutual Benevolent Association". Griffin and White were 
the first publishers of the organ with offices at 1234 Lentz St., 
then in 1876 at 702 Sansom St.; Griffin was also the editor. In 
Ja 1877 he also became the owner and publisher with an office at 
711 Sansom St. which remained to J1 1900. In 1877 he also had 
advertised at that, address his business: printer and agent for 
passage tickets. He was also personally much interested in the 
total abstinence movement and wrote about it in his paper which 
brought him in conflict with the C. T» A. U» and its secretary, 

James W. O’Brien (acc. to Bland, 64, note 5)* In l873“?4 the 
C. T. A. LEDGER appeared as a rival to their journal (q.v.)« 

A reconciliation followed in J1 1874. 

The paper’s motto was: "Immaculate Virgin Pray For - 'Us". In its 
news and communications of the society the Union, devoted to the 
advancement of their ideas, was widened through great interest 
in colonization problems, especially Catholic and Irish ones. 

But the paper brought also many short Catholic news items, mostly 
of the U. S.« Since 1883 "New Publications" as a column was added. 
From N 1883 ** D 1892 the paper looked poorer with 4 instead of 
8 pages but it came out semi-monthly. 


GRIFFIN’S JOURNAL 

was an Irish, "Catholic : lc", semi-monthly to S 1894, then monthly 
has a different character, personally edited by Griffin, who was 
interested also in the work of other societies, especially the 
abstinence societies, but no longer the organ of any one. Since 
his great love was the finding of documents and historical facts, 
many of such articles were printed in this magazine. It became 
more and more like his historical magazine, published and edited 
by him as AMERICAN CATHOLIC HISTORICAL RESEARCHES since 1887, 
so that it cannot astonish anyone that he merged his JOURNAL 
into the older one after the last issue in J1 1900, with 0 of 
that year. 

Details of both publications: 1873: 4 pages of 11x14 inches: later 
in the year: 8 pages with 4 columns of 10x15, circulating 2,000 
copies. In Ja 1877 enlarged to 14x21, circulating 9,600 copies. 

As a semi-monthly in N 1883 : 4 pages of 13x20 and until 1896 or 
longer 10,560 copies. In 1892 the society paper ended with v, 20 . 

As a magazine keeping to 1894 all the details and the 10,000 
circulating copies, we are not sure if it raised the number of 
pages on becoming a monthly in 1894 ff. In J1 1900 it died.

To this parish also belonged THE ROMAN CATHOLIC 
HIGH SCHOOL JOURNAL (q.v.)* THE INDEX was almost like a magazine 
since, besides the parish communications, it was devoted "to 
chronicle the passing and coming events in the community....also 
choice selections from diverse sources, short homilies, lives of 
saints, a question box about ceremonies in the service." We were 
not able to discover the author; there were three priests; perhaps 
Rev. James H. Parker was the editor. He was the only priest in the 
parish from 1897 to 1904.

This, "Catholic : 3 (by national tradition)*J weekly newspaper 
and society paper was existing from 1898 (CHECKLIST, PA#), 
certainly to Je - D 1899 (seen in PPCHi) and to 1904 (CHECKLIST), 
or even 1908, marked then by Severance as ■current". It may be 
the continuation of FREEMAN AND IR# AM# REVIEW, (q.v.), of 
1888-91 with an interruption of 6 years, using only the second 
part of the title, which Ayer anyway had listed without the 
first part for the time of 189 O- 92 , but we found no other reasons 
for this suggestion# 

At the top of the first page only the first part of the title 
was printed, the second part was added on the masthead. There 
followed its aim: "devoted to the interests of the Irish race". 

Its publisher was P. J, McManus and Co., and its editor, P. J. 
McManus, the office at 806 Walnut St., changed in l899to 200

THE JOURNAL (F 14 1892 - S 24 + somewhat longer in 1892 ) 

This was a Negro, "Catholic : lc" weekly newspaper, starting 
on F 14 1892 , still existing on S 24 but soon after, in 1892, 
it died. Between "The" and "Journal" on the top of the title 
page was placed a big cross, right and left: "For God, for the 
Church and our Country"*, of "8,000,000 Negroes in the United 
States, only 200,000 are Catholic", - "The Catholic Church is 
the only Liberator of the Negro", 

The paper’s proprietors and publishers were Swannand Hart, 20 
K, 13th St,; the staff: Arthur W. Arnett, Stephen F, Davis, 

M, J„ Lehman, George Washington, ChasH, Butler: none of them 
given as the editor; the office was at 1521 17th St., later, 

J1 16, at 705 Sansom St, The contents consisted of Catholic, 
local, and general news, problems of the colored in America, 
e.g, about the Colored Catholic Congress, St, Joseph’s in 
Wilmington with pictures of colored altarboys, trips arranged 
for sightseeing at Niagata Falls and other places, labor and 
industrial opportunities for work, pictures of the Columbus 
parade with colored Catholics, also poems and fun, rather many 
ads, also one for pointing with their own address, 705 Sansom 
St, Their parish news from St, Peter Claver's church gave them 
the directory, prayer and fast days and society news, e ,g, 
Literary Union. 

The Negroes of Philadelphia first lived nearest to St, 
Joseph’s or St, Augustine’s and took part in services there. 
Their number grew after the revolution in Santo Domingo 
when many refugees also came to Philadelphia, Miss 
Katherine Drexel purchased a house for a chapel and school 
in 1886; only in Ja 1892 was a new St, Peter Claver’s 
church built . 

This also seems to have given the impulse to found the paper. 

The good idea had not much success. In the last number which 
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we saw: S 25 1892 it said: "...the JOURNAL is having a hard 
struggle to keep its head above water and live, but with all 
our drawbacks we live/' Probably not much longer.

This LA SALLE ADVANCE was a "Catholic :1c" monthly literary 
magazine, started on D 1 1878 , lasted to S 20 1879? the first 
number of v,2. Its publisher and editor was Stephen J. Burke. 
Rowell says in 1880 of the magazine: "issued from La Salle College 
1321 Filbert St." Does it mean it was a school paper? in 1867 
when the Christian Brothers founded the College, it was in 
Filbert St. The College today does not know anything about it; 
we think it not possible. Birke seems not to have been a student; 
if we guess rightly, he is the Burke of the printing and pub¬ 
lishing house Calvert and Burke who published THE CATHOLIC 
ADVANCE. Nevertheless the title "LA SALLE" ADVANCE and the 
treating of the activities of the College added to an advertisement 
only of this in the later CATHOLIC ADVANCE shows at least some 
relation. Perhaps the College proposed such a magazine? Its 
contents were described as "religious....devoted to Art, Science, 
Literature, and moral improvement„.." in THE PITTSBURGH CATHOLIC 
(D 14 1878 ) which also calls it "a monthly of La Salle College" 
and "a neat little publication at 50 cents." AVE MARIA, Notre 
Dame, Ind. wrote on S 6 1879: "We are glad to see that the 
La S. A. has not suspended, it merged with CALVERT'S MAGAZINE 
and changed its name to THE CATHOLIC ADVANCE; will appear weekly."

"Spirit of Our Press" a long article ~ a good survey of what 
other papers say, a "Book Table", "Diocesan News", and more 
about churches and schools. It seems to us an excellent Catholic 
paper. Also Scharf and Westcott knew that the "religious paper... 
r%i a few weeks." No reviews about it.

When the LEAGUE ANNUAL was 
founded we do not know. We saw the issue of 1892, edited by Rev 
F. X. Brady who was also the editor of the MESSENGER and published 
in Philadelphia, but this ifesue is also signed New York City 
because it is a "special" issue; ST. PATRICK'S CATHEDRAL: NEW YORK; 
its contents are calendar~like and have the reports of the League 
in St. Patrick's Center. THE ROSARY (l893/^, 886) mentioned the 
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one of 1899 which tells the readers of the good work the League 
is doing. THE AMERICAN ECCLESIASTICAL REVIEW of 1896 announced 
another item of,it seems, the same publication, also a ’’special" 
issue: ST. PATRICK'S CATHEDRAL, N. Y., THE LEAGUE OF THE SACRED

This "Catholic : lc" monthly magazine was established in Ja 1844 
and was published with six issues, including Je 1844 (at least 
these six numbers are preserved.) Meehan in the article "Periodicals" 
in CATHOLIC ENCYCLOPEDIA mentioned it as "did not last long". 

It had a long sub-title : "a Monthly Periodical', consisting 
of Reviews of Catholic'and Other Works, original Essays, Bio¬ 
graphical Sketches," Its publisher was William J» Cunningham, 
at no, 104 S* 3rd St,, the editor was Professor William Joseph 
Walter (for more data on Professor Walter q.v, THE CATHOLIC 
KEEPSAKE, Phil.,), and its proprietor and printor was T, A, 

Landon Co, The latter introduced the new magazine (q,v. on the 
back of the last page of the cover of v, 1. no. l): 

"In a time when every Christian denomination has its period¬ 
ical, the organ of its wants,,,,.surely it behooves the 
Catholics, so large and increasing a portion of the com- 
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munity, not to be behind in the race of intelligence, but 
to enjoy..,equal facilities....The cities of New York, 
Baltimore, and St, Louis have set us an example.,,. The 
prominent features of the REGISTER will be: Reviews of new 
works of interest; Sketches descriptive of epochs, events 
in Church history; Biographies of personages who have 
illustrated their Faith by their labours; Poetry...and 
lighter Literature, and a Summary of Ecclesiastical Intel¬ 
ligence,,..; the religious movement of Oxford will be watched 
with care. 

....Our undertaking has the approbation of the Bishops of 
Philadelphia and Pittsburgh and the co-operation of some 
Reverend and learned gentlemen,, .Our object is to let 
calumnies be repelled., .in a tone.,.of Christian Charity... 

The magazine, with the approbation of the Bishop of Philadelphia, 
was greeted by the U. S. CATHOLIC MAGAZINE, Baltimore, 1844, 

135 : "...a new champion of religion and letters.. .the first 
number neatly printed, very cheap." The PITTSBURGH CATHOLIC 
found it interesting and cheap (Ap 20 1844, 45). The N. Y. 
FREEMAN'S JOURNAL (Ja 13 1 FI?, and later in 1844) praised the 
second number: "judiciously varied, useful, and interesting; 
of the first number it had said: "more original matter (advised), 
very well printed, contents good, no advertisements."

(A) This Catholic monthly devotional magazine was established 
in Ap 1894, interupted from 1911“1924, revived in D 1924 and 
finally ceased in Je 1930. It was founded by Rev. Nicholas 
Murphy, 0. S a A., rector and prior of St. Augustine's Church, 
Philadelphia, Pa.; editorship and management of the magazine 
was given to Miss Eleanor C. Donnelly for a salary of $100,00 
per month; it was published in the interest of the Pious Union 
of Our Lady of Good Counsel, introduced and fostered by Rev, 
Murphy in his church; therefore its title OUR LADY OF GOOD 
COUNSEL; the union had 10,000 members. It began with 10,000 
copies in Ap 1894; the year ended with 4,000 subscriptions. 
$100,00 salary seemed too much for an editor and manager so 
Father Murphy took over himself while Miss Donnelly remained as 
a contributor. The first six volumes are half-yearly from 
Ap 1894 ~ 1895 / 96 , published in Philadelphia first and from 
S 1895 ff. at Villanova, Pa, where the Augustinian Fathers have 
a Monastery and College„ The monthly changes now to annual 
volumes; vol. 7, Ap 1897, vol „ 8 , 1898 , with the same title 
which is changed from l899“1902 to OUR LADY OF GOOD COUNSEL 
MAGAZINE; vol. 12 has only 8 numbers, so that vol, 13 could 
begin with Ja 1903 1 again with a changed title: THE GOOD COUNSEL 
MAGAZINE. The following year it already had the short title, 

GOOD COUNSEL to 1911• Managers and editors changed; Rev. James 
F, McGowan (ed» 1895), Rev. John P, Fahey (1903); Rev. Martin 
Geraghty (1904); Rev. Daniel P« Murphy (1905); Rev, Joseph 
Moran (1906); Rev, Laurence Deluty (1908); Rev. Edward Dohan 
(1910); Rev, James F. McGowan (1911), when the magazine was 
interrupted. 


About the appearance of the first series of the magazine we 
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could check all the holdings in the Augustinian Father's Library, 
Washington, D„ C.: it grew from l 8 pages to 48 then to 64, 

6 1/2 x 9 inches in size, $ 1.00 (1904-11) with a circulation: 
10,000 - 4,000 (1894); 2800 (1904). It had changed slowly from 
a purely devotional magazine to a Catholic home magazine. 
Gradually a "Children's Corner was added, book reviews, new 
publications were announced, music sheets inserted from time to 
time, enlarged by "news in short", and a "letter box". 

(B) The magazine was revived as GOOD COUNSEL, Christmas, 1924, 
finally to end in Jel930« Rev. Matthew J. Corcoran, 0. S. A. 
with a group of Augustinian Fathers published it until vol. 6 . 

It died with Father Corcoran (Je 20 1930) • The editorial offices 
had been in St. Rita Rectory in Philadelphia, Pa.; it was 
printed first in New York City, later in East Stroudsburg, Pa. 
by the Press Publ. Co. at Mount St. Rita, then by the Good 
Counsel Press, Phil., Pa.. The Preparatory Seminary of the 
0. S. A., Staten Island was suposed to receive the financial 
profits, but there were none. The magazine had the approbation 
of the Archbishop of Philadelphia.

and Nord-Amerika as independent weekly (My I 898 -S 18 1958 ) 

I. PHILADELPHIA VOLKSBLATT, a daily 
This was a German, "Catholic (itself "3" but its Sunday paper :"lc"t 
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both together published with the intent of being Catholic and 
therefore may be so designated); lc"; a "Tagblatt", meaning a 
daily newspaper, established Monday, Ja 8 1872 (though sources 
differ between 1870 and 1872) and expired on My 2 1898 . The 
following account was taken largely from Rev. Francis Xavier 
Roth, O.S.A., but also with other data intermingled. The paper 
was founded by Rev. William Loewekamp, C.SS.R., rector of St. 

Peter's and founder in 1855 of St. Vincent’s Orphan Asylum of 
Tacony, Phila. (q.v. NORD-AMERIKA, My 26, 1897 1 Theodor Ham- 
meke: ’’Geschichte der Gemeinde und des Waisenhauses in Tacony”) 
who needed funds for the home's support and followed the lead 
of other charitable houses by attempting to procure the means 
by a periodical (q.v. DER WAHRHEITSFREUND of Cincinnati, the 
BUFFALO VOLKSFREUND,etc.). Philadelphia did not have a German 
paper based on Catholic principles; the Catholics read the Balti¬ 
more KATHOLISCHE VOLKSZEITUNG; therefore, Fr. Loewekamp and some 
other priests founded the PHILADELPHIA VOLKSBLATT, even as a daily 
except Sunday. 

It was the sixth Catholic daily in the U.S., all being 

German: WAHRHEITSFREUND, Cincinnati (1846); TAGES-CHRONIK, 
St. Louis (?1849); SEEBOTE, Milwaukee (Ja 1852 ); BUFFALO 
VOLKSFREUND (1868); BROOKLYN PRESSE7 (1869); AMERIKA,St. 

Louis (1872). 

Proprietor and publisher was the orphanage, belonging to St. 
Vincent's Parish and its German school. A PROSPECTUS, with the 
motto, "Truth without Fear”, outlined its double aim of maintain¬ 
ing the home and to become "the finest paper in the city, espe¬ 
cially for the Catholic immigrants; politically it was independent. 
While it "did not profess to be the official religious publication 
of the city it strictly adhered to principles of Catholic teaching 
and morals. A Question and Answer Box was intended to help new¬ 
comers adjust to their new conditions. Its leaning were democratic. 
The four pages were filled with general news, editorials, a story, 
and local news, with some ads on each page. 

Scharf and Westcott called in "Independent Democratic" and said 
that it "won many friends especially among German Catholics; 

(it had) largely increased its circulation and influence" and 
that it had moved to better quarters from 122$ N. Fourth St. 
to 23 S. Seventh St. At this period Ayer had not noted it as 
Catholic. We examined copies at PPCHi; there was little "Catho¬ 
lic" matter in it and we could designate it as such only in the 
lowest degree ( 3 ) but understanding that a daily would not be 
able to live only from its Catholic readers and that it was founded 
by a priest to aid a Catholic orphanage and still more because after 
one year a definitely "lc-Catholic" Sunday/was added to it, we grape 
both together as "lc". /supplement/ 

The first editor in Ja 1872 was Charles Even; he was joined in 
Ap by Dr. Joseph Bernt who remained to 1896 . Dr. Bernt (not 
Berndt as CHECKLIST OF PA., has it; all other sources, especially 
the contemporary ones as Enzlberger,etc.,have Bernt) had studied 
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in Vienna, came in 1870 to Philadelphia, and was one of the founders 
of the Society of German Journalists; as a speaker to the Central 
Verein in Cincinnati( 1876 ) he noted that immigrants should enjoy 
in America the freedom denied their brethren in Germany, 

On S 13 1873 a Sunday edition was added to the daily, called 
NORD-AMERIKA. Bernt soon became editor-in-chief, 'favoring the "Re¬ 
form -Party" and Carl Schurz; Roth noted that he treated capitalism 
and labor excellently. In Je 1876 both editions were forbidden in 
Germany for two years because the paper was against Bismarck's anti- 
church policy. It adhered constantly to its main principles and 
never became secular. Financially it was unsuccessful. In 1876 
a "German Volksblatt Society" was formed. A depression and other 
difficulties between the directors of the board hammered its pro¬ 
gress. Its volume 20 (1890) which we examined at the office at 
23 S. 7th St., looked poor. Bernt became sole manager and lowered 
the debt of $7,000 but soon needed another loan in 1880. In 
I 893-6 a second editor was Edward W. Ditges. The board offered 
the paper for sale but had no takers (l895~6). When Bernt left 
in 1896 the board leased it for five years to Mr. Jacob Kirchem 
for $1,000 per year. .His son wrote interesting articles on Ger¬ 
man Catholic action in the East but he died in 1886 and his father 
lost interest. In 1888 Charles J. Young took his place; as pub¬ 
lisher was still given Bernt and Young to 1892, then only Charles 
Young. In the I 89 O depression Young was unable to pay the lease 
and therefore the board decided in 1898 to discontinue the VOLKS¬ 
BLATT but to lease the NORD-AMERIKA to Mr. John Wiesler,Jr. 

Details: the daily morning paper of 4 pages with 7 or 8 columns 

began with a 16x22 size, enlarged after three months to 20x24, in 
1888 to a giant size of 27x40, then 24x30, until going back in 
1892 to 20x24. The price began at $6.00, went to $7.50 in 1880 
and $8.00 in 1892. It circulated 4,000 in 1872; in 1876 , 4,500; 
in 1880, 6,000; in 1886, 5i000, and in 1897 4,000. The PHILADELPHIA 
VOLKSBLATT reached v.27 in 1898 . For a daily paper it is under¬ 
standable that it had to rely also on non“Catholic rea4ers and 
therefore did not stress Catholic opinions but, when needed, it 
did defend Catholic principles. The NORD-AMERIKA was known as 
"strictly"Catholic.

THE PHILADELPHIA VOLKSBLATT WAS THE FIRST GERMAN NEWSPAPER AND 
ALSO THE FIRST DAILY CATHOLIC PAPER IN PHILADELPHIA; IT WAS THE 
SIXTH GERMAN DAILY IN THE U.S.

At first this was a German-Catholic (lc) weekly Sunday edition 
to the daily VOLKSBLATT (S 13 l873"My 2 1898), then an indepen¬ 
dent Catholic weekly newspaper (My 1898 -S 18, 1958). At first 
it has the same founder, owner, publishers and editors as the 
daily, w;Lth the same intent of supporting the orphanage. In 
content it was somewhat different, more "belletristic" and, 
as a Sunday paper, more Catholic than the daily, "Dissemina¬ 
tion of the truth" and action as "a champion of justice and 
charity" were its aims. It carried much educational matter, 
with general foreign and local news, Catholic items from Rome 
and other countries. It became a Catholic family paper. When 
it became an independent paper in My 1898 , it continued to be 
published by the orphanage or its board of directors. The latter 
had leased it to John Wiesler,Jr,, for a monthly payment; he 
acted as its manager and editor-in-chief until 1947° The CHECK¬ 
LIST PA,, listed Dr, Joseph Bernt again as editor from 1903“8; 
we found the name of another editor, Joseph Gross, for the time 
around 1930-40; then, as we learnedfbolnthe Rev, Bartholomew^,. 1 
Fair, a committee of three continued the papers Msgr, E, Koenes, 
Alphonse L, Ellerkamp, and Dr, Austin App; Ellerkamp acted as 
editor. In 1939 the office was at 10006 North St.; it had changed 
to 4300 N„ 5th St.; as published was signed the Nord-Amerika Press 
or Msgr. Koenes as president of the board (1947+), The NORD- 
AMERIKA had maintained its purpose and brought out in its 85 vo¬ 
lumes "plentiful material concerningthe history of the German 
Catholics in Pennsylvania and in other states (Grothe); it car¬ 
ried long reports on plenary councils in the U.S, It often had 
Redemptorists as contributors and, around 1903* Brother Damian 
Litz (Society of Mary) writing under the pen-name of "Seppl" was 
a regular author. In 1914, when Mrs. Barbara Kreuzer, widow of 
the founder of the Baltimore KATHOLISCHE VOLKSZEITUNG stopped 
its publication, the NORD AMERIKA took over the subscription 
list. Scharf & Wescott described it as strictly Catholic with 
a wide circulation. Nevertheless, too few Germans in America 
were able to speak and read fluently their native tongue; there¬ 
fore the publication was suspended and the subscription list 
given to one of the few German-language survivors, the SANKT 
JOSEPH BLATT, Mt, Angel, Oregon; the first combined issued ap¬ 
peared on Sept. 26, 1958. 

The NORD-AMERIKA was, in 1873 * one of about 750 German 
papers, in 1900 , of 276, and in 1949 of 197; inl950 
there were only 64, and only 9 German Catholic weeklies. 
In 1951 its editor (Ellerkamp) said of the N.A. that 
it was still vigorous, 

Details: the 8 page weekly followed the size of the VOLKSBLATT 

at first and then became 15 x 22 , priced at $ 2,50 to 1940 and at 
$4,00 from 195111° It circulated 3 i 367 in 1876 ; in 1880 , 8,000; 
at its peak, 10,000; in l895» 5,000, then going down to 3 i 500 
in 1953. It ceased with v. 85 .

We carry it as RECORDS as printed on the title page to the 
present. 
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The RECORDS, "Catholic;2", as a society periodical as well as an 
historical one, began as a biennial, £hen quarterly (l893"1955)» 
then became in effect a semi-annual and is now ( 1963 ) reverting 
to the quarterly status; it has been published from My 5 1887" 

I963+. It was founded as the official organ of the American 
Catholic Historical Society in Philadelphia, with the society 
as publisher. Its first printer was D, J. Gallagher at 420 
Library St , 

The Society (ACHS) was founded after a "preparatory meet¬ 
ing ... of a very few gentlemen" in the office of Martin 

I. J. Griffin, 711 Sansom St,, where John H„ Campbell, 
who had suggested the founding of a society early in 
July, 1884, took part.(There are various opinions about 
dates and persons present; cf. the stories in RACHS, 
v.l ( 1887 , 10-22) by Francis T, Furey; v.24 (1913,1“12+ 
appendix,p 0 15* "Sundry Landmark Notabilis of our Society" 
by Jo McCallen, editor,) On J1 22, 1884 the ACHS was 
started; present were Rev, Thomas C, Middleton,0,S.A., 
who recalled Thompson Westcott (co-author with Scharf 

of THE HISTORY OF PHILADELPHIA),George D, Wolff (editor 
of THE CATHOLIC STANDARD and co-founder of the ACQ REVIEW, 
1876 ), John Ho Campbell and his brother Wm, J. Campbell 
owner of a bookstore who wrote his opinion in v.24,p,13) 
Griffin, and some others, Abp. P. J, Ryan gave his warm 
approval. Finally, on Ja 9, 1885 , Father Middleton was 
chosen president, and Mr. Griffin, vice-president. The 
second meeting was held in the hall of the Cathedral T. 

A. B, Society. To the first Board of Managers also belonged 
George Derin Wolff and Lawrence Kehoe, the New York pub¬ 
lisher and co-founder of the U. S. Catholic Historical 
Society of New York in Ja. l887» The first public meet¬ 
ing was held in the hall of the Hist. Soc. of Phila.(Ap 
1885 ) with the Archbishop present. Not before 1895 did 
the Society procure a home at 715 Spruce St., which is the 
address to the present. In 1886 the Society received the 
apostolic benediction of Pope Leo XIII. Membership grew 
not only in Pennsylvania; by 1913 already it had repre¬ 
sentation in eleven other states. In RACHS v.24 (1913) 

II, the list of presidents appeared. Since I960 the Rev. 
Bartholomew F. Fair, St. Charles Seminary, Overbrook,Pa,, 
has been president; under his administration a more re¬ 
gular publication of the RECORDS has been achieved. 

The starting date of the RECORDS is often given as 1884 (that 
of the Society) and also that which appears as the first date 
on the top of volume 1? l88b-l886 but it is clearly stated in 
RACHS 24 (1913)8-9, "when v.l was ready to be distributed it 
was My 5 1887, covering the material collected from 1884 ff." 
and so it was similarly done for v,2, material from l887~9 
published in N 1889 , and with v.3, material of 1889 and 1890 
printed in 1891; for this reason we call it biennial at first. 

For the following year an experiment was tried to publish the 
RECORDS as a quarterly without much historical materials as the 
ACHS QUARTERLY BULLETIN but this practice was not continued and 
the trial was disregarded as a volume of the RACHS. From Ja 
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1893 ff. the combined "Records" and "Historical Topics" were 
published quarterly as v.4„ It contained also the speeches 
given at the meetings, the results of historical research, 
and other matters. The Society acted as publisher through a 
committee consisting of Lawrence F, Flick, M. I. J. Griffin 
and Francois T. Furey, the latter being editor. 

Since the volumes of RACHS at the DCU Library were 
bound without covers of the quarterly issues, where 
perhaps names of editors,etc. may have been printed, 
we have had difficulty in finding changes in editorial 
staff. Ayer gives editors only from 1937“1953. We 
found no source for the years prior to 1896 nor a 
complete list for the years 1913 - 1937« 

The aim of the RECORDS coincides with that of the Society, to 
collect and preserve facts of Catholic history in the U.S.; the 
publication was intended to awaken interest in such research and 
to publish the results. A library and archives were built up 
to make the research possible „ 

Volume 1 has no introduction but carries an advertisementof 
Griffin's AMERICAN CATHOLIC HISTORICAL RESEARCHES, to a certain 
extent a rival to the RECORDS. In v.2, Father Furey extends 
thanks for support; an Introduction (p.7) tells more about the 
Society but not about the publication. V.3 has a Preface an¬ 
nouncing new features such as, besides Society news, library 
holdings, papers read, "Registers" from old churches, "Genealo¬ 
gies" and an "Obituary". Each volume is well indexed. Illus¬ 
trations are used only from l895“5j these consisted of portraits 
especially, letters, folded maps and drawings; a few volumes, 

1896 ff», have some full page pictures. In the volume for 1896 
we found the name of William J. McCallen as editor who continued 
at least to 1913* Also in the 1896 volume, p.8“9, is a note of 
the Society's new home at 713“15 Spruce St, The Society records 
do not fallow the same sequence in each issue but are sometimes 
given as supplements, e.g., there is one of 42 pages in 1896 . 

In v„22 (1911),286 is noted the death of Griffin (for biographical 
sketch cf. GUARDIAN ANGEL, Phila.) and an appraisal of his singu¬ 
lar talent for historical investigation. In v.23 (19120 133» 
it is noted that with S 1912 Griffin's ACH RESEARCHES will be 
combined with the RECORDS. In v,25 book reviews were intro¬ 
duced on an occasional basis but easily to be found in the de¬ 
tailed index. Later an index volume covering v.l _ 31 (1920) was 
published, followed by a second for the volumes 32-41 (1921~30) 

Of editors names we founded in Ayer that of Rev. W. A. Stahl, 
and in Wynhoven that of Rev, John F, Rowan in 1939; Ayer in 
1940 has Rev. Francis E. Tourscher. In 1948 we found in CPD 
that Rev. Hugh P. Nolan was editor; Fr. Fair wrote us that he 
was succeeded in 1950-1 by Rev, Thomas B. Falls although Ayer 
has Nolan to 1959 when Ayer ceased to list RACHS. Fr. Falls 
continued to 1961 when Mr. Robert E. Quigley succeeded. Mean¬ 
while the RECORDS had changed from quarterly (last issue of v. 

66 (1955) to semi-annual with v.67 (1956), 
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Msgr» Ellis, in his GUIDE TO AMERICAN CATHOLIC HISTORY, summarizes 
the RECORDS thus: 

The earlier issues of the quarterly contain many worth¬ 
while articles and are especially valuable for the pub¬ 
lication of source materials and a general index. Recent 
issues have been more popular in nature and restricted 
more closely to Philadelphia's Catholic history. 

Details: Each year (or volume) of the quarterly RECORDS'had up 

to 1949 almost 400 pages. Since 1950 the number was lowered to 
about 250 and since 1956 the serai“annual magazine has had about 
128. Its size was always 6x9 inches. Price went up from 82.00 
(prices are not indicated in the issues) to 83 .00 (Ayer,1947). 

Of circulation we know only 1900: 3*250; 1901 5 3*000; 1906:2,000; 
1911:1,600; 1921; 1500 ; 1928:950; 1942:800; 1945:664; 1948:700; 
1950-56:805.

ROMAN CATHOLIC HIGH SCHOOL JOURNAL (F l893"F1902?“1908) 
Cover-title My 1893 ffTT CATHOLIC HIGH SCHOOL JOURNAL 
PURPLE AND GOLD ( 1909 -?) 

This was a "Catholic :1c" monthly school paper, alive from 
F 1893 at least to v.l2,no„l, F. 1902; there was no notice 
that this was intended as the last number; we know only that 
in 1909 a new periodical, PURPLE AND GOLD, followed. Although 
the title was supposed to be ROMAN CHSJ, perhaps by accident 
the cover design from v.l,no.3 ff., omitted the first word 
and therefore Middleton has referred to it as the CHSJ. 

To build the Roman Catholic High School a wealthy 
Catholic, Thomas E. Cahill, left in his will an estate 
for that purpose. It was built on Broad and Vine St. 

In 1890 it opened for 110 pupils under Rev.Nevin F. 
Fisher, a professor of St. Charles Seminary as prin¬ 
cipal, In 1894 the first pupils were graduated (HIST. 
SKETCHES,179)o 
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The Prospectus of the school paper said: 

The Journal is to be a practical feature of a practical 
education course which intends to prepare boys for a very 
practical world. ... Just as other courses give the stu¬ 
dent the elements of other trades, this is the .journalis ¬ 
tic field. No financial aid will be given to the JOURNAL 
by the school authorities besides a printing press. The 
pupils must learn to secure its financial success in mak¬ 
ing it attractive, secure subscribers and advertisements. 
Its usefulness is not limited to the school but addresses 
the great Catholic school system with 30,000 boys in 
Philadelphia. (Signed: N.F.Fisher,Rector) 

Undergraduate pupils were the publishers, editors and writers; 
only in the case of need teachers were contributors; the office 
was in the school. The motto was: "Fides et Scinntia". Editor- 
in-chief was Joseph M. Smith who, in 1914, made to his former 
school a gift of v.l with a letter of which we have a copy making 
some additions to the paper's history,e .g., that the first printer 
was D. J. Gallagher whose price turned out too high for the stu¬ 
dents and therefore with no.2 and later they turned to Burk and 
McFetridge until they were able to print it themselves. Prof. 
Whiteside of the Manual Training Dept, made the cover design 
(v.l,nos.3 ff.). Besides editorial, various departments presented 
their activities, e.g„, the Cahill Literary Association with 
debates on current problems, Mathematics with geometrical draw¬ 
ings, personal notes for students and another for the professors. 

A chart of courses offered was given. There was a bit of humor 
and some ads. The Exchange Dept, did not limited its scope to 
Catholic publications. ST^ JOHN'S RECORDS in 1893 noted that 
it contemplates "evolving into a great magazine";"new is a mathe¬ 
matical section." 

Details: It was issued 10 times per year. Each issue had 22 
pages of 7x12 inches, priced at 75 cents; it was illustrated 
throughout the text with a full page picture. No circulation 
figures are available. Probably more than 12 volumes were com¬ 
pleted .

This ’’Catholic :1b” annual calendar was begun in Philadelphia 
in 1889 , changed with the next title to New York City in 1895 1 
remained there to 1900 or longer, was interrupted until 1907 , 
and began again with the first title in 1908 , continuing to 
1948„ Whether the CALENDAR OF THE SOCIETY OF JESUS belongs exact¬ 
ly to this group we are now sure, We have listed it under New York 
City, The Messenger had moved from Georgetown to different places 
from 1886 it was in Philadelphia; therefore the ALMANAC was also 
published there and edited by the Jesuit Fathers, The ALMANACS 
were sometimes printed by different firms, as the doubtful 
CALENDAR OF THE SOCIETY OF JESUS, by Benziger Bros, The SACRED 
HEART ALMANAC was sponsored by the Apostleship of Prayer (League 
of the Sacred Heart), That the titles and sub-titles are dif¬ 
ferent and yet similar makes it so difficult to see how they be¬ 
long together as copies. The first three titles, reported to be 
at DLC, had been discarded. On the cover of the SENDBOTE (Cin¬ 
cinnati, Mr 1895) the second title of 1892 was reviewed with the 
address of Il 6 l Girard St,,Phila„, and AM,ECCLES,REV, (1894,80) 
has for the 1894 issue: Central Direction of Philadelphia, and 
the 1895 issue: New York; the 1897 issue had no place, 

THE CATHOLIC SCHOOL AND HOME MAGAZINE (Worcester,Mass,,Ja 1894) 
had a review of the 1894 calendar by Father Conaty: ’’The Almanac 
of the Apostleship of Prayer appears and is another of the many 
powerful means of attracting hearts to the Sacred Heart of Jesus.” 
The MESSENGER itself advertised the calendars in 1898 to 1900 
with the address of 27“29 W, l6th St., Apostleship of Prayer, 

New York. The CARMELITE REVIEW (l897“1900) added that the re¬ 
cords of the League of the Sacred Heart are contained therein and 
articles about the society's work, other articles, poems, music, 
illustrations and lists of patron saints with explanations, THE 
PILGRIM OF OUR LADY (New York, D 1899) wrote: "More popular than 
ever; among the means of spreading devotion to the Sacred Heart, 
the almanac holds an important Jjlace; (it is) exceptionally good.” 

We were unable to decide if THE LEAGUE ANNUAL (cf, Phila. and New 
York) is more or less closely connected with this calendar; 
perhaps it was an occasional edition. 

We have no details as to their appearance.

ST. AMBROSE LITERARY INSTITUTE ADVOCATE (Ap-Je l8?3“?) 

This was a "Catholic:2" monthly literary society paper, the 
organ of the St. Ambrose Literary Institute (there was no 
parish of St. Ambrose). Only laymen were officers: Thomas F. 
McMahon, editor, and his assistant John P. Lynch. The Institute 
was given as publisher. It was organized on F 20 1871 with an 
address at the N.E.corner of 11th and Anita Sts. Its object was 
defined in no.l as "The moral,social and intellectual elevation 
of its members, ... use of Catholic literature ... and better 
knowledge of the Catholic faith." The Institute had a hall, a 
reading room and library; use was free to active members who 
paid 10 cents per week and contributing members $1.00, all re' 
ceiving the paper. The Introduction developed another intent, 
"to create a channel through which the members may try their 
talents in the form of tales, sketches, poems,etc.; for this 
the paper is established." 

Details: there were 4 four-column pa^ges of 11x14, priced at 
50 cents.

ST. PATRICK’S MONTHLY MAGAZINE (1879-?) 

This was an Irish "Catholic:2" monthly eclectic magazine of 
which we know nothing other than its listing by Middleton.We 
do not believe it had anything to do with St. Patrick's Parish 
of which the non-Irish Rev. James E. Mulholland was pastor in 

1879.

(? TEMPERANCE STANDARD r q.v.?-l893) 

This was a "Catholic :2" monthly temperance society paper, es¬ 
tablished in N 1887, alive in 1888-? as CATHOLIC TEMPERANCE 
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STANDARD, 

Ayer (1890-2) and Eureka (1893) listed a TEMPERANCE 
STANDARD, as a Catholic monthly, 8 pages, 11x15, 2,000 
circulation . We do not believe that this paper survived 
that long. 

From Sister Joan Bland's dissertation we know that it was the 
organ of a local St. Paul's Total Abstinence Benevolent and 
Literary Association. From HISTORICAL SKETCHES, we learned that 
St. Paul's Church, built in 1843, had since 1879 as rector the 
Rev. M. A. Walsh who especially reorganized the parish societies. 
That may explain the interest in a parish society paper. He 
died in 1888 and, it seems, the paper also. Why it began one 
month after the C. T. A. NEWS (q.v.) is not easy to determine.

THE ST. VINCENT'S UNION (F l888-Ja 1893"?) 

This was a "Catholic:2" monthly (?annual) society paper, begun 
in F 1888 as an organ of a brtrch of the nationwide St. Vincent's 
Union for Philadelphia (or even Pennsylvania?) which still 
existed in Ja 1893 But not known how much longer. According to 
subtitle it w?l§. "devoted to the interests of St. Vincent's Home 
and Maternity Hospital, 8th and Wood St." to raise money and 
memberships. Its publisher was the Society; no editor was given. 
Its aim was a serious one; the publication included stories, 
poems all religious in tone, biographies of saints, priests and 
others. It had Abp.Byan's approval from its beginning. 

Details: 8 pages with 3 columns, 11x15; priced at 25 cents 
which included membership. Later issues were not numbered; 
since holdings of PPCHi were always the January issues of l890“3 
we presume it hadbecome an annual.

THE SPIRIT OF THE FAIR

This "Catholic:lc n monthly juvenile magazine began in S 1885; it 
existed in D 1886 and probably somewhat longer. With its title 
at the head of the title page it had a cross framed by the words: 
"Lumen de Caelo" with a subtitle: "A paper devoted to Catholic 
schools and academies." Publisher was Nolan,Edwards and Moore, 
with Thomas J. Moore also editor; business managers were Daniel 
E. Nolan and William Z. Edwards. From S 1886 ff., only W.Z. 
Edwards and Co. was given as published; the address remained the 
same at 112 N. 12th St. 

The Introduction stresses the necessity of good reading; libraries 
should be established for young ones. Boys and girls are asked 
to send in reports on their school activities for printing. The 
contents consisted of a serial story, an original story, poems, 
some natural history, an account of a model school, news of other 
schools, material on Catholic literature, an Exchange Box for 
children, and an announcement of a children’s bazaar. 

Details: 8 pages of 3 columns, 11x14, priced at 50 cents; il¬ 

lustrated, in a self cover on which contents was given.

This was a "Catholic :2" monthly temperance society paper, begun 
in 1888 (Ayer), continuing to ?l893 when Eureka still listed it. 
James A. McDonald was editor, McDonald and Riley, publisher; the 
office was at 727 Sansom St. (all acc. to Ayer, 1890-2). Since 
publisher, editor and address were different we do not believe it 
was a continuation of the ST.

This was a Lithuanian, "Catholic:2" monthly (weekly) 
of the Lithuanian Alliance of America* 
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This Irish ’’Catholic :3" weekly newspaper existed from l869“71. 

It was listed under the short title by Rowell and under "Phila- 
delphia” as first word by the CHECKLIST, PA. The latter did not 
give its first publisher and editor; Daniel O'Sullivan but only 
the following editor and proprietor either following or in addi¬ 
tion to the first publisher, C, Leslie Reilly. While the address 
of the first was 740 Sansom St., the Reilly address was 430 Wal¬ 
nut Sto In 1871 the paper was advertised in Rowell as "a first- 
class weekly journal, devoted to news and the cause of Ireland 
...(in politics) independent."

THE UNIVERSE . THE CATHOLIC HERALD AND VISITOR (Ja 2 1864-S 28 1867) 
Soon: THE UNIVERSE. CATHOLIC HERALD. 

This was a unique combination of a secular paper, THE UNIVERSE, 
which had existed from 1856-63 (of which we have no further in¬ 
formation; it is not in AN), and of THE CATHOLIC HERALD AND VISI¬ 
TOR (q.v.) which had just expired with v.33, no.50, D 26 1863; 
each remained respectively "secular" and "Catholic" but yet one 
paper with two headlines, continuing the HERALD with v.33, no.51, 

Ja 2 1864. The twin paper was Irish: secular on 4 pages; Irish: 
"Catholic sic') on the other four and, in combination, a weekly 
newspaper. Its publisher is not known if it was not the same as 
the editor, James M. Spellisky who had been a former editor of 
the BOSTON PILOT for our years, then one year with the CATHOLIC 
HERALD ( 1863 ), founding this combination and, being its proprie¬ 
tor, making it Irish. This seems to be the same J. M. Spellissky 
who founded afterward a periodical publication with a strange 
title and unusual purpose in New York City (q.v,): ST. PETER, 

A CATHOLIC PAPER OF THE FIRST CLASS, introduced by him as "an 
enterprise of faith ... for the service of the Infalliable See" 

(Ja 28-0 21 l871)o His office was at 310 Chestnut St. On Ja 
2 1864 he wrote that there are "25,000 Catholics in the diocese, 
this their sole organ. Under the new management it will continue 
to be worthy. Both Catholics and others of the city must there¬ 
fore acknowledge the prudence of our (task)." 

THE UNIVERSE carried stories, general Irish news, songs, obituaries, 
national and local general news; THE HERALD carried the recom¬ 
mendation of Bishop James F, Wood; under the heading of "Official" 
he wrote: "Having adopted the CATHOLIC HERALD AND VISITOR as the 
medium of our official communications with the Clergy and the Faith¬ 
ful ... we recommend it." Even with the recommendation the paper 
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was only marginally Catholic and not truly official. In its 
Catholic portion it carried a church calendar, a sermon, Catho¬ 
lic local, American and Irish news. Its subtitle, "A Catholic 
Irish-American literary and independent family paper" showed 
its tendency. When THE CATHOLIC STANDARD was founded on Ja 6 1866 
there was no further reason for THE UNIVERSE and THE CATHOLIC 
HERALD and it ceased publication.

THE VESPER BELLS (Ja 1884-D 24 1888) 

merged into THE GUARDIAN ANGEL, Phila.(q.v„) 

This was a "Catholic :1c" weakly juvenile magazine, published 
from Ja 1884-D 24 1888 by the same publisher who brought out 
the monthly "home" magazine GUARDIAN ANGEL since 1867 , Daniel 
F. Gillin, with the more specific purpose for use in Sunday 
schools. It was edited by Anna L. T. Gillin. Before it had 
appeared it was already advertised in Alden's 1883 directory 
as "a Catholic Sunday School and Home Paper, illustrated; 
published at 717 Sansom St.; the cheapest published." Again 
in 1886: "In its fourth year; beautifully illustrated; 6 months 
at 50 cents; the best weekly for children." AVE MARIA (My 
1884) referred to it as "an attractive little Sunday-School 
and Home Paper". Copies seen at PPCHi were made for parochial 
schools as well as academies: a pictorial story paper intended 
for instruction, amusement and edification, with a good his¬ 
torical explanation of the liturgy. In the last no. the pub¬ 
lisher told his readers: "Looking back at 20 years of exper¬ 
ience with the GUARDIAN ANGEL, which was necessary for Catholic 
education and Catholic literature, and VESPER BELLS having been 
a great success, but since the time interval of the monthly seems 
too long with insufficient reading matter, we merge VESPER BELLS 
with the GUARDIAN ANGEL, making it a weekly paper, the cheapest, 
the largest and the best."

THE YOUNG FOLKS' CATHOLIC WEEKLY (l889“19l6) 

This "Catholic tic" juvenile weekly magazine was established 
in 1889 and expired in 1916 when Ayer listed it for the last 
time. It was published by H. L 0 Kilner & Co., 824 Arch St., 
later at 101-3 S. 11th St., and edited by Edward W. Murphy with 
an office at 120 N 7th St. The contents of v.2,no.4 consisted 
of an historical and another story, one as a serial, anecdotes, 
explanations of the liturgy, material on saints, good examples, 
puzzles, local church and school life. Nowhere did we find this 
magazines listed in the Exchanges of other publications.

As usual, we used the national Catholic directories and the 
newspaper and serial directories as well as the Pittsburgh city 
directories which we checked in the Carnegie Free Library which 
did not have a single title of our list of Pittsburgh's 19th 
century Catholic serials. The Rev. Francis A. Glenn, Chancery 
archivist, told us they had nothing besides the current papers. 
The chancery records of older times were used in Vogel's book who 
also based his newspaper studies on Lambing's research. He, 
and we also, used the HISTORICAL RESEARCHES IN' WESTERN PENNSYL¬ 
VANIA as well as his successor's CATHOLIC HISTORICAL RESEARCHES 
&f Philadelphia. The same were used by Rev. Raymond Conway who 
also included the WOODSTOCK LETTERS.

HII STORICAL INTRODUCTION 


Pittsburgh, situated in western Pennsylvania on the Alleghany 
and Monongahela rivers continuted by the upper Ohio, was closely 
connected with the middle West. Several tribes of Indians had 
lived there. The territory was crossed by early traders and mes¬ 
sengers to the Indians; few early settlers lived there in the 
first half of the l8th century. The first Mass was said there, 
perhaps, by Father Bonnecamp,S.J,, who accompanied French ex¬ 
plorers in Ag 1749. Then when the English fort established there 
was taken by the French in 1754, the first chapel was built at 
their Fort Duquesne and a chaplain made it a sort of Catholic 
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center-. Before long they surrendered and the English built 
Fort Pitt in 1758.- The town of Pittsburgh was laid out in 
1764. Immigrants who had settled in Kentucky were visited from 
time to time by priesth who passed on through Pittsburgh, c. 

1778 ff. In 1781 there*w^re 100 log houses; by 1784 it was al” 
ready an important trading center with four lawyers and two 
physicians but yet no church. In 1786 the first newspaper, the 
PITTSBURGH GAZETTE, was published„ Ten years later the 1395 
inhabitants who included Catholics were visited almost annually 
for 17 years/Rev, Peter Helbron but not a few were indifferent 
in their faith, The first resident priest, Rev. W. F, X„ 
O'Brien, arrived only in 1807 and began to build St c Patrick's 
Church which was dedicated in l 8 ll; he retired in 1820, In the 
next 20 years Germans and Irish came in such numbers that the 
church became too small and the new pastor. Rev, Charles B, 
McGuire 9 built St* Paul f s. In l 8 l 6 Pittsburgh had become a 
city with 6,000 inhabitants * Even then there were times when 
it was without a priest. In 1826, Rev. Demetrius Gallitzin from 
the mission at Loretto, Pa,, was made vicar general of western 
Pennsylvania, In 1839 German Redemptorists arrived and built St, 
Philomena*s Church. The first rector was Rev. F. X. Seelos, 
C.SS.R., who was also superior of the future seminary which 
received John N. Neumann (now Blessed), The Irish famine of 
the l840's brought more Irish Catholics, The vicar general 
proposed a new diocese for Western Pa,; in 1843 arrived Rev, 
Michael O'Connor who became Pittsburgh’s first bishop, with 
territory taken from the Philadelphia archdiocese * He had 
25*000 Catholics, 14 priests and 33 churches and chapels. He 
founded the first Catholic newspaper, the PITTSBURGH QATHOLIC, 
as the diocesan organ. In 1853 the diocese of Erie was split 
off. When Bishop O'Connor left in i860 his successor, Bp, 
Michael Domenec, took over the 50,000 Catholics, 86 priests and 
36 clerics, a seminary, 77 churches, and members ®f eight re" 
ligious ordersHe was a learned man who had studied in Madrid 
and Paris. During the Civil War his sympathies were with the 
North. After the War Pittsburgh became a major industrial cen¬ 
ter 1 slowed down however by a depression in 1874. In l8?6 the 
diocese was again divided with Bp, Domenec going to the new 
see of Allegheny and John Tuigg becoming the third bishop of 
Pittsburgh., That was the stormiest period in the diocese. 

Rev., Andrew A, Lambing was at that time president of the first 
school of higher learning, the Catholic Institute.which almost 
failed but the Holy Ghost fathers kept it alive as Holy Ghost 
College ( 1878 ) and, in 1911? it became Duquesne University, 
Capuchins had arrived in 1873, the first being Rev. Hyacintus 
Epp and Rev. Pancratius Dockler. The second German church, St. 
Augustine's, was built by them in 1862, Their monastery be¬ 
came a center of popular devotion; it was also the headquarters 
of the Archconfraternity of Christian Mothers. The rector, Rev. 
Charles SpeckertsO.F.M.Cap., supported the society's organ, 

DIE CHRISTLICHE MUTTER (Ja l897"Ag 1928), and THE CHRISTIAN 
MOTHER (Ap 1903~Mr 1907), both published and edited by Joseph 
Schaefer in New York City. Bp. Tuigg*s coadjutor, Richard 
Phelan, succeeded him when he died in l889o Then Rev. J, F 0 
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Regis Canevin became coadjutor and bishop after Bp. Phelan's 
death in 1904. 

In 1901, when the cornerstone of the new St. Augustine's Church 
was'laid, the Catholic publications that seemed important for 
the Germans at the time were placed therein: the parish paper, 
STZ AUGUSTINUS, the PITTSBURGH CATHOLIC, and the (secular) 
PITTSBURGH POST, a FESTIVE NUMBER of the St. Raphael's Society, 
the DIRECTORY of the Knights of St. George, and the JUBILEE 
NUMBER of the Catholic Mutual Benefit Association. 

Much read in the U.S., being the official organ of a pontifical 
association, was the ANNALS OF THE HOLY CHILDHOOD (also in a 
German edition, ANNALEN DES KINDHEIT JESU) of the Assn, of the 
Holy Childhood. It had been founded in 1843 in France, came 
to the states first at Boston in 1855. then published in New 
York and Philadelphia, but currently in Pittsburgh as a juve - 
nile monthly magazine with a circulation of about 320,000. 


ANNALEN PER KINDHEIT JESU (Ja l893“1929) 

and a co-edition: ANNALS OF THE HOLY CHILDHOOD (I 896 -I 963 +) 
Both are American publications of the European Pontifical 
Association of the Holy Childhood. 

This was a German-American "Catholic:1b" bi-monthly magazine, 
written in German and issued as an edition of the same publica¬ 
tion in Germany, the ANNALEN DES KINDHEIT JESU VEREINS. It was 
published in the states from Ja l893"1929, accompanied by an 
English-American edition since 1896 which still exists in 1963 . 
DER SENDB0TE (Cincinnati) noted the little magazine in Ap 1893* 
"KNNALEN DES KINDHEIT JESU VEREINS by Pater A. J. Zielenbach, 
Pittsburgh,Pa., published each second month, 12 cents per year," 
pointed by the PITTSBURGER BEOBACHTER. This Fr. Zielenbach had 
successfully introduced a ceremony, with a procession, on the 
Feast of the Holy Innocents for the children of his parish. He 
Became director of the Society in the states* succeeded by Frs. 
Otten and Wilms. The purpose of the publication was that of the 
Association: "to organize all Catholic children under the age of 
13 for prayer and sacrifice in honor of the Childhood of Christ 
and to provide Baptism and Christian formation for children in 
mission regions."

This is an English-American "Catholic :1b" juvenile bi-monthly 
(later 8 times a year) magazine; it is an edition of the official 
publication of the Pontifical Assn, of the Holy Childhood (estab¬ 
lished in Europe in i860). At first there was a German-American 
edition, ANNALEN DER KINDHEIT JESU ( supra ), followed by an Eng¬ 
lish edition in 1896 which is still published in 1963 . At first 
the American editions were circulated bi-monthly with 10,000 
copies, printed around 1921 by the Colonial Press of Pittsburgh, 
later by the Alco-Gravure Press of Hoboken,N 0 J., then printed 
and distributed by the Pittsburgh Observer Press. In 1939 Rev. 
Joseph Rossenbach was editor (Wynhoven), later, certainly in 
1951* Rev. Richard Ackerman and, aroupd 1959+ Rev. Augustus 0. 
Reitan. The ANNALS were and are still the official organ of 
the Pontifical Work of the Holy Childhood. As such it is dedi¬ 
cated to the Societyfs promotion of cultivation of mission zeal 
in Catholic children and furthering their participation by prayer 
and sacrifice in the Church's universal apostolate, particularly 
as it concerns the spiritual and temporal welfare of children in 
mission lands! 

Details; from a bi-monthly it became a periodical issued eight 
or nine times a year (71932-1963+); price was 25 cents in 1923, 

50 cents in 1932, and $1.00 from 1948+. It began with a circula¬ 
tion of 10,000, then 64,000 in 1928, 63,700 in 1932, 265,000 in 
1948, 300,000 in 1950, 247,589 in 1956, 335,000 in 1959, and 
320,000 in 1961+.

THE BULLETIN—MONTHLY ADVICES (S l889~Ap 1895“?) 

This "Catholic:2" monthly society paper began in S 1889 ,still 
existed in Ap 1897 as v.8,no.8 s but we don't know how much longer 
since our only source was the file at PPCHi. As publisher was 
given the Catholic Total Abstinence Union of the diocese of Pitts¬ 
burgh which means a branch of the national Union. No editor's name 
appeared. The makeup and contents were those of a typical society 
bulletin.

THE HIBERNIAN (prior toe J1 1874-) 

THE CATHOLIC JOURNAL (S 4 l8?5-D 9 l8?6) 

THE HIBERNIAN (l877~8) 

This Irish, "Catholic :1c" (in l877“8:2) weekly newspaper (in l877"8: 
society paper) was established prior to J1 1874 (in J1 it was al¬ 
ready reviewed), changed its title from THE HIBERNIAN to THE CATHO¬ 
LIC JOURNAL (J 4 1875) tb make it clear that it was not an organ 
of the Ancient Order of Hibernians (AOH), ceased under the second 
title on D 9 1874, was revived under THE HIBERNIAN, according to 
the PITTSBURGH CITY DIRECTORY (which carried it in l875“5 but not 
in 1875“6; again in l877"8 as THE HIBERNIAN again). By 1873 al¬ 
ready many priests and people were not satisfied with the PITTSBURGH 
CATHOLIC "on account of its lack of progressive spirit". Mr. John 
W. Pittock of THE SUNDAY AND EVENING LEADER and sfame others were 
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ready to found a new paper. Bishop Domenec, in 1870^ was in 
favor of a paper like the German PITTSBURGER REPUBLIKANER ; 
any surplus was intended as a donation for the orphan asylum. 

A committee was set up under Very Rev. Stephen Wall and Rev. 
Lambing (who tells the story) with the result that Rev. James 
Treacy started the paper; at the time he was pastor of St. 
Bridget’s Church and one of the twelve priests of Bishop Do- 
menec's council. He started the Irish paper on his own re- 
sponsibility because of his strong personal sympathy for his 
fellow~Irishmen but he had the consent also of Bishop Domenec, 

In the beginning he also signed as publisher. His office was 
at 5th Ave. and Cheroy Alley. The editor was James P. 0*Ne±ll, 
the first business manager, P. J, Higgins. In an 1875 adver¬ 
tisement in Rowell it called itself^ ’’The great Irish and Catho¬ 
lic weekly, the only independent exponent of Irish and Catholic 
interests West of New York (which) furnishes news from every 
county in Ireland. (It is) thoroughly Catholic to the letter.” 

The CATHOLIC BOOK NEWS reviewed it in J1 1874 as a new Irish- 
A®erican paper and AVE MARIA in 1875 referred to it in its ar¬ 
ticle on ’’The Catholic Press. 

For the intended change of title to THE CATHOLIC JOURNAL, Fr. 
Treacy had associated a number of priests as owners and editors 
to continue the paper; James P. O’Neill remained. In 1876 there 
was a new business manager, J. C, Conroy; as publishers was 
given The Cath. Journal Pub. Co. The Journal was”devoted to 
religion, patriotism, literature, art, science and general in¬ 
telligence.” Fr. Treacy contributed articles and poetry, as 
he also did to other Catholic periodicals. The bishop approved: 
"We have read withpLeasure THE CATH.JOURNAL which is edited by 
several competent priests of the Pittsburgh Diocese. (I am) 
pleased with the matter (and) its Catholic tone. Moreover, 
being convinced that (it will) benefit the Catholic community 
we recommend it.” Father Lambing, one of those priests, wrote 
in his FOUNDING STONES OF A GREAT DIOCESE that they knew they 
had "to prevent the paper from falling into the hands of the 
Hibernians who were anxious to purchase it and to make it their 
organ," He also wrote there at length (pp.262“74) of the cir¬ 
cumstances which led to its ceasing publication, how the new 
Bp. Tuigg came from Altoona in 1876 and made Fr, Treacy give 
ujj his chaplainship of the Emeralds which he had to announce 
in the JOURNAL, and how the bishop in the first month of his 
administration forbade it to print comminications and adver¬ 
tisements of those societies in the JOURNAL which led to such 
difficulties that the paper expired with the D 1876 issue. 

That, we suppose, made it possible then for the Hibernians to 
procure it as their organ, then restoring its first title. 

THE HIBERNIAN became, if our interpretation is correct, a society 
paper of the Ancient Order of Hibernians which would rate it as 
"Catholic:2". We have no further details. Two sourcis.jlisted it: 
Pettengill ( 1876 ), and the PITTSBURGH CITY DIRECTORY (1877-8). 

The Cath. Journal Pub. Co. remained as publisher; the office 
was at the new address of 94 Fifth Ave. No editor was given. It 
endured probably only one year. 

8 pages, 32x44, 
at *3.00? for THE CATHOLIC JOURNAL in 1876 : l 6 pages, 34x52 (an 
immense effort for the same price), $ 3 .

1. HIST. RES. IN W. P., was a "Catholic:2" (as sub-title 
of Principally Catholic indicates), quarterly historical maga¬ 
zine, established in Jl 1884, with four numbers of volume one. 
It was founded, published and edited by Rev. Andrew Arnold 
Lambing and printed by Myers, Shinkle and Co., at Wood St. 
and Virgin Alley. Its motto, "Sit mihi fas audita loqui 1 * 
explains his wish to be permitted to say what he has heard 
and indicates his intent to preserve earlier history, Fr. Lam¬ 
bing expressed in a Salutatory following that in his experience 
people, especially Catholics, are too little interested in 
collecting and preserving records of the past. The magazine 
would provide the opportunity of searching out and criticizing 
the work of the pioneers in religion, some of whom were still 
living. He emphasized that local annals had to be written be¬ 
fore a general history could be prepared of the early history 
of Western Pennsylvania from the time when there were no 
churches until his own day with 28 churches for 66’jiOOO Catho¬ 
lics. Fr. Lambing was one of the first to respond to Pope 
Leo XIII’s encyclical of 1883 which expressed the wish that 
more attention be paid to historical sources. As early as My 
1879 he tried to find friends interested in history and finally 
in F 1884 he founded with some friend the Ohio Valley Catholic 
Historical Society, the first of its kind; this was followed 
on Jl 22 1884 by the American Catholic Historical Society in 
Philadelphia and in Ja 1885 by the U. S, Catholic Historical 
Society in New York, All had the aim of investigating, col¬ 
lecting and preserving early Catholic history in the U. S. 
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Fr. Lambing tried to create interest through showing the results 
of research and urged that clergy and laity work together. His 
Society did not live long but was revived in the 20th century. 

Vol.lt no.l (J1 1884), carried a paper read before the Society, 
"C/loron's Expedition in 1749" whose Journal is printed in serial 
form. "Early Pittsburgh" is treated together with the Histori¬ 
cal Library of the Diocese of Pittsburgh; smaller notes are used 
to complete the 40 pages, the same for following numbers, with 
continuous pagination for the volume. No, 2 (0 1884) has an 
article on "The French in Western Pennsylvania" with a sketch- 
map of Fort Duquesne, then parish registers,etc• No. 3 (Ja 
1885)96mentioned the first newspaper west of the Alleghenies, 
the PITTSBURGH GAZETTE. No.4 (Ap 1885 ) carried an article on 
"La Salle in the Alleghenies" together with reprints of origi¬ 
nal documents. 

2. In v.2,no.l (Jl 1885 ) Fr. Lambing thought it better to ex¬ 
tend the range of inquiry to the U.S. but limit material to things 
Catholic, incorporating secular data only when needed; therefore, 
he changed title to CATHOLIC HISTORICAL RESEARCHES. He also 
wished to chronicle research in progress and make contact with 
other historical societies. As a new section he introduced 
"Queries" and "Replies". Nos. 2 (0 1885 ) and 3 (Ja 1886) with 
a "Necrology of the Diocese of Pittsburgh" had short biographical 
sketches of 73 priests. No. 4 (Ap 1886) had a new feature of 
"Book Notices"; each no. had 40 pages. He followed the same 
pattern in v.3 on p.37 of which he carried a sketch of his own 
Catholic family which had been three generations in Pennsylvania, 
coming in 1738 from the vicinity of Straisburg'.f In no.2 was an 
article on early Detroit and the Rev. Gabriel Richard. 

♦Andrew Arnold Lambing was born in 1842 in Pennsylvania. 

His great-grandfather emigrated from Alsace to Philadelphia. 
His real name was Langbein, spoken in dialect and misspelled 
became Lambing. The parents with nine children were poor. Two 
sons became priests, including Andrew, As a boy he worked 
in a brick yard and attended school irregularly but was a 
passionate reader. He saw a priest only once/8^y^Sj c 8ut 
soon had the desire to become one. When he was 21 he was 
able to enter St. Michael's Preparatory and Theological 
Seminary in Glenwood, near Pittsburgh« in 1863, spending 
his vacations at hard labor to earn the needed funds. Dr. 
Keogh, one of the professors, gave him some financial aid 
in order th finish his training. He was ordained in 1869. 

Then he was sent as priest and teacher to different places 
in Pennsylvania. About l8?2 he began tb write for the press, 
especially for AVE MARIA for more than twenty years as well 
as other publications. In Pittsburgh from l873”4 he struggled 
with a bad financial condition of an orphan asylum and a 
parish. In 1875 he became principal writer for THE CATHOLIC 
JOURNAL. Through this work he began his career in historical 
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writing. Unfortunately the paper was suspended in 1876 . 

He became the president of the Catholic Institute, an at¬ 
tempt to begin a college, It almost died but was finally 
taken over by the Holy Cross Fathers as Holy Cross College, 
now Duquesne University. 

Then he began his magazine in Pittsburgh in 1884, He had 
already been a member of the secular historical society of 
Western Pennsylvania before he founded the Catholic society 
which lasted only one year. Almost alone he did the work 
for the new magazine. He became recognized as the his¬ 
torian of the Pittsburgh diocese and received the blessing 
of Pope Leo XIII in 1885 and later was honored by Pope 
Pius X. In 1885 he became pastor of Wilkinsburg'. but still 
contributed to the magazine, now in Philadelphia, and to the 
RECORDS of the American Catholic Historical Society which 
succeeded it. In 1915 he was honored by the Church as a 
domestic prelate and received another honor from the Car¬ 
negie Institute of Pittsburgh. 

3. When Griffin went to Philadelphia he transferred the maga¬ 
zine to that city, giving it another title, THE AMERICAN CATHO¬ 
LIC HISTORICAL RESEARCHES, taking the broader approach as Fr. 
Lambing had already intended. Griffin finished Lambing’s volume 
3 with nos.3 & 4 in Ja and Ap 1887, then continuing with v.4, 
etc.(q.v. Philadelphia).

DUQUESNE MONTHLY (1911-1942) 

This "Catholic: lc" quarterly (1898 ff.monthly) school paper was 
established as HOLY GHOST COLLEGE BULLETIN in D 1894, changed 
with v.8, 0 1901, to PITTSBURGH COLLEGE BULLETIN, and, with v. 
18, My 1911, to DUQUESNE MONTHLY fr m 1911 to 1941; the College, 
established in 1878 , was raised to a University in 1911. Only 
in 1947 was another university paper founded. The students and 
their teachers were the contributors, editors and publishers, 
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with the purpose, according to the introduction in v.l, "to 
record College news in the various departments, (and) to sti¬ 
mulate activity within". Included in the first volumes are the 
results of examinations, printed selections of best original 
work of the students as well as other educational matter and 
news of the alumni# Once, with the Spring 1911 no. of v.l8 
an "Historical Number", differed in appearance. Contents were 
of "high literary standard", "full of vitality", neat in ap¬ 
pearance and instructive according to exchange notes in other 
college papers of the U.S.

IRISH PENNSYLVANIAN (l890"Ap 10 1909) 

This Irish, "Catholic:2" weekly literary newspaper was es¬ 
tablished in 1890 and lasted, at least, to 1909 o Ayer listed 
it in 1891; other directories followed; Rowell ceased to list 
it in 1899; the PITTSBURGH CITY DIRECTORY carried it from 1891 
with constantly changing addresses (1891:127 4th Ave.; 1892: 

95 5th Ave.V.; 1893:Diamond and Roes St.; 1897: 410 Grant St.; 
1905:444 6th Ave.; 1908:1102 Grandview Ave.) to 1908“9» At 
DCU we have v.19, no.19, Ap 10, 1909• This copy and one of 
Mr 14 1908 we checked and found nothing Catholic within; we 
kept the title on our list only because Middleton had cited it 
and perhaps around 1893 it contained more Catholic items. 

From 1892-1909 John Flannery had signed as publisher and as 
editor Daniel McCann, Published under the auspices of the 
Irish Literary Society of Western Pennsylvania, it was "de¬ 
voted to education and Irish-American interests"; it was in 
fact a literary paper, mostly of the entertaining type, Irish 
in tone, with many jokes;, puzzles, short stories, women's 
reading, drama news, music,etc. with little general news and 
nothing of religion. In 1905 it called itself "the only 
Irish paper in this state and between New York and Chicago. 
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Details: At first published on Sunday until about l895» then 
on Friday and from 19<®6 ff» on Saturday. It always had 8 pages, 
15 x22; the price was first $ 2 . 50 ; in 1892:2.00; 1906:1.00; 
1908-9,2.00. In 1892 circulation was 4,000; 1896:4,800;

KATH.FAMILIENBLATT UND PER ST.~ GEORG'S RITTER (l89Q~2) 

KATHOLISCHES FAMILIENBLATT became the Sunday ed. of PITTS- 
BURGER BEOBACHTER (l893"8) 

This German,"Catholic:1c", weekly, family newspaper began in 
1886 (Alden and Batten gave l885» Ayer, 1886, which was sup¬ 
ported by the initial entry of the paper in the PITT.CITY DIR. 
of 1887.)lt merged with the SANKT GEORG *S RITTER BLATT (estab¬ 
lished in 1889 ) of Pittsburgh (q.v c ), adding the latter's title 
to its own as K.F. UND ST. GEORG'S RITTER from 1890-2. Then the 
latter was dropped and the Knights of St. George remained with¬ 
out an organ until they began an English one in 1908. The K.F. 
ceased in 1892 to be an independent paper but continued as 
the Sunday edition of the existing daily paper the PITTSBURGER 
BEOBACHTER (q.v.) which added UND KATHOLISCHES FAMILIENBLATT 
to its title until 1898 when the German Sunday edition was re¬ 
placed by the English OBSERVER (1899“). 

The first editor and publisher was Heinrich C. Ihrig to 1888. 
Klein, Froehlich and Ihrig were the publishers to 1889; only 
Froehlich and Klein to 1890 while Max Adler was the editor. 

From 1891-2 Adler was also publisher. Offices of the paper, 
according to PITT.CITY DIR. were: l887i 42 Wylie Ave.; 1888, 

444 Grant St.; 1889 , 138 5th Ave.; 1890, 140 5th Ave. to 1892 . 

That Rowell listed the K.F. und D.S.G.R. in 1893 for Erie 
seems a mistake but it may be that Adler tried to maintain 
the paper with its double purpose alive in another place; cer¬ 
tainly in 1892 a change was in the offing because Ayer added 
to the paper's listing 1892: "See BEOBACHTER". On the other 
hand PITT.CITY DIR. carried only in 1895 a new address: 84 Dia¬ 
mond St., for the Sunday paper while the BEOBACHTER'S was 88 
Diamond St.; only in 1896 did both have the same address of 
412 Diamond St. There the K.F. died in 1898 .

MONTHLY VISITOR (between l893+1901-Ag 1903“?) 

THE MONTHLY RECORD (? D 1904- about 1930) 

This "Catholic sic*' monthly parish paper was established after 
1893 and before 1901 (from copies existing of 1901 we cannot 
determine beginning date because no volume numbers are indicated; 
two have not even the month given); it changed its title between 
Ag 1903 and D 1904 from MONTHLY VISITORto THE MONTHLY RECORD. 

It continued to about 1930 as we were told by Msgr. Henry A. 
Carlin, pastor of the Holy Rosary Church in 1959. This church 
was established in 1893 and had the founder of the parish paper, 
Rev. Daniel J. Malady, as pastor from then to 1937 when he died. 
In 1901 it was published by the Monthly Visitor Publishing Co., 
printed at McKees Rocks,Ra.. In 1903 the signatures were those 
of F. M. Coy and John McCann, two laymen and, it seems, the 
editors; in 1905 by the Monthly Record Pub. Co., and Rev. Michael 
P. Boyle, asst, pastor. In My 1903 "the very simple first is¬ 
sues without covers were improved" it was said. It moved to 
larger quarters at 619 Homewood Ave.,East End with a new plant 
equipped for job printing,.' It had the subtitle, "devoted to 
the interests of the church; it is supported by our advertising 
patronage." Contents included church news, some local, U.S., 
and foreign news, small sketches, stories, sermons, a women's 
and children’s corner. 

Details: The monthly had 16 pages, 8x11, simply illustrated; no 
circulation figures known.

The PITTSBURGER BEOBACHTER was a German "Catholic:lc" daily (1880- 
1907)» then weekly newspaper, following in time directly the Ger~ 
man PITTSBURGER REPUBLIKANER in 1880 and lasted until Mr 9 1923* 


Fr» Lenhart, O.F.M.Cap., of Pittsburgh, noted that for us in 
the Mr 9 1923 issue; the manager had announced it as the last 
number because of its weak financial condition and there was 
no hope of betterment. The subscribers were transferred to 
the weekly SONNTAGSBOTE. 


PITTSBURGH CITY DIRECTORY listed the paper under P.B. but most of 
our other sources just as BEOBACHTER or as a daily under BEO- 
BACHTER-TAGBLATT. Like its predecessor it was daily except Sun¬ 
day, 1880 ff. In 1888 an extra weekly was added as' the BEO¬ 
BACHTER WOCHENBLATT; after merger with the KATHOLISCHES FAMILIEN¬ 
BLATT (q.v.) the latter title was added to the weekly and the pa¬ 
per carried the double title P.B. UND K.F. until 1898 . Then the 
German weekly was replaced by an English one with the title trans¬ 
lated into PITTSBURGH OBSERVER - 1904„ In 1905 the latter became 
independent (q.v.). Ayer listed the German paper further as daily 
and weekly but from 1908 ff. only as a weekly as does PITT.CITY 
DIRECTORY while Timpe believed the chznge took place in 1913* 


The PITTSBURGER REPUBLIKANER was launched by the Redemptorists. 
The BEOBACHTER from thebeginning was supported by the Capuchins 
who were in charge of St. Augustine's Church. From the church's 
Diamond Jubilee Number,p.45* we know that Rev. Hyacinth Epp, 
pastor, urged his parishioners to buy stock in the projected 
paper under the auspices of the German Catholic Press Assn and, 
when it had started, every family to subscribe. 

The office of the REPUBLIKANER at 92 Diamond St., was kept and 
changed only in 1886 to No.88 of the same street. The first 
editors were laymen: Bruno Ritter and Heilmann. At least by l88l 
Charles J. Jaegle joined the staff of the daily. He was born in 
Freiburg im Breisgau, German, in 18^4 and had come to America 
in 1868; he died N 6 1926 in Pittsburgh. At first he was mana¬ 
ger, then as editor when Heilmann left in 1883 . Ritter left, 
it seems, in 1892. Jaegle was sole editor when the P, B. merged 
with the German family paper (1886”), combined since 1890 with 
a German society paper, the KATHOLISCHES FAMILIENBLATT UND DER 
SANKT GEORGS RITTER; the latter was dropped and the former ad¬ 
ded to the P.B. From m896 to its end the office moved to 412 
Diamond St. Incidentally, for a short time prior to 1897 Joseph 
Matt, later editor and publisher of DER WANDERER of St. Paul, 
worked in the P.B.'s office. 
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The German Catholic Press Co. was the publisher (-1923) and 
also published (1899 ff,) the English edition which Jaegle 
made independent in 1905? being both manager and editor, 

At the same time or following Jaegle was Matthias Winbauer or 
Wiesbauer, beginning in 1899 or 1903; in addition to himself 
as editor he had at least since 1905 J. E. Joos, The printing 
was done (1905 ff») with the OBSERVER at the Pittsburgh Ob¬ 
server Press. 

We have not found nor seen any copy of the P.B. but we conclude 
from remarks in other sources that the paper had the same aims 
as its predecessor, standing on a Catholic basis but also treat¬ 
ing other subjects such as politics, being "democratic 1 ', defend¬ 
ing Catholicism but also attempting to win non-Catholic Germans 
as readers. We do not know if it had the bishop's approval but 
all contemporary Catholic sources treat it as a Catholic paper. 

In the same printing plant other Catholic magazines were issued, 
as the SERAPHISCHE KINDERFREUND and the lANNALS OF THE HOLY CHILD¬ 
HOOD* . 

‘According to the CITY DIRECTORY the BEOBACHTER moved to 88 
Diamond St., in 1866 where there was already the office of 
a Welsh paper, Y WASG, If it was a common faith that united 
them there we do not know but think probably not and there¬ 
fore mention the Welsh paper only in this footnote. It 
was established in 1873, left 88 Diamond St. in 1889 for 
139 4th Ave,, where it was listed for the last time. 

Father Lambing, Pittsburgh's Catholic historian of the period, 
did not mention the BEOBACHTER nor did secular newspaper direc¬ 
tories except Ayer and AN, which had included its predecessor. 

It seems to have^aifficulty in existing among the 10 dailies 
and 50 weeklies in Pittsburgh in 1887, or in 1905, besides the 
Catholic weeklies, THE CATHOLIC, THE IRISH PENNSYLVANIAN, and 
the OBSERVER, We found only one magazine reviewing the P.B.: 

THE CARMELITE REVIEW in 1895 which noted that it "has enlarged 
its printing facilities" and, in 1900, "a readable paper; its 
wide-awake editor does anything possible to unite ' the Catholic 
societies." Like its predecessor the P,B, also supported St. 

Joseph's Orphanage - 

Details: In 1888 the daily had 4 pages, 26x29, at $5*00; cir¬ 
culating 3,000; the Thursday weeklywas 24x28, at $1*00, circu¬ 
lating 3,000 , In 1892-8 four pages, 20x26, at $5t00, then $3.00; 
circulation of 5,500 and 6,000. In 1906, 4-8 pages, 19x24, at S3.00, 
then $ 1 . 50 , with 14,807 circulation, then 11,773* In 1908 , the 
weekly, published on Thursday, had 8 pages, 17x24, $1.50, circu¬ 
lating 7,969c In 1913, 16 pages, 13 x 22 , price unknown, circula¬ 
tion, 11,343. The paper ceased after reaching 43 volumes.

PITTSBURGER REPUBLIKANER or REPUBLIKANER (1854-1880) 

it was followed by the PITTSBURGER BEOBACHTER (1880- )(q.v.) 

This German Catholic tri**weekly, in l8?0 daily plus weekly, 
newspaper, began in 1854 (not 1852 as Middleton has it) and 
continued to 1880 (not 1878 as AN has it), directly followed in 
1880 by the PITTSBURGER BEOBACHTER,. The paper's title was mis - 
spelled in various ways, even in the CITY DIRECTORY; our check¬ 
ing of an original gave the form we followed above.. From Timpe 
we know it began as a tri-weekly and we are rather sure that 1870 
was the date when it changed to a daily plus a weekly, as in the 
CITY DIRECTORY, We have several sources on its foundation, 
especially Byrne; around 1850 during the anti-Catholic move¬ 
ment, the Know Nothings and some Protestant preachers attacked 
Catholicism which caused Rev, Lorenz (Lawrence)Holzer, a Redemp- 
torist (Bavarian by birth, who died in New York in 1876 ), to 
move in 1853 to establish a German Catholic paper called the 
PITTSBURGER REPUBLIKANER. He was attached to the German St, 
Philomena's Church whose pastor, Fr. Seelos, C.SS.R., became 
a co-founder of the paper, Fr. Holzer* wrote the editorials 
but laymen were the editors: first B. W. Koelkenbeck, then, from 
1864-7, R, Koenig, and later, in 1876 , Gustav U, Heilmann, 

*Fr. Holzer was, in 186®, already listed in the Catholic 
directory for Philadelphia, finally (1868-77) in New York 
City, In 1869 he was a co-founder of the BROOKLYNER PRESSE, 
the first Catholic German daily in the East and South East, 
preceding the PITTSBURGER REPUBLIKANER as a daily. 

As publisher was listed the German Catholic Society, According 
to the CITY DIRECTORY it had different offices; in 1857 , Gin¬ 
gerly' s Bldg,,; in i860, 5th Ave. and Smithfield St.; in l8?0, 

74 3d Ave.; in 1877♦ 92 Diamond St,; it seems it was always 
joining other papers in sharing space, first that of the Christian 
Advocate and the secud&r FREIHEITSFREUND, thenthe PRESBYTERIAN 
BANNER, and became independent only as a daily in I 87 O. It 
did not have an easy life: in 1854 there existed in Pittsburgh 
eight dailies, 15 weeklies and four monthlies; of German papers 
the FREIHEITSFREUND had begun in 1834 and the daily and weekly 
VOLKSBLATT in 1839- However, it was successful, silencing the 
other two according to the 1874 LITERARISCHE HANDWEISER. Beck 
states -that it was Fr, Holzer's intent also to treat politics 
on a Catholic basis to get a wider and more mixed public and 
destory in the minds of non-Catholics prejudice and to spread 
the truths of Catholicism. Throughout its existence profits went 
to St,. Joseph's Orphan Asylum on Troy Hill, It seems strange that 
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Lambing, in his works, speaks of the Redemptorists but does 
not mention the REPUBLIKANER, perhaps because he did not know 
German. 

The daily was read mostly in the city and the weekly outside. 
Before 1876 the daily had 2,000 subscribers and the weekly, 
3,600. In the issue we note, v.23,no.205, Ag 29, 1876 , the paper 
had 4 pages, 16x23". 

The paper was "Catholic by purpose (lc)" but, it seems, was 
less and less Catholic after 1870 or perhaps even earlier around 
i 860 when Fr. Holzer had left Pittsburgh; this may also be a 
reason for Fr. Lambing’s omission. Thurston listed newspapers 
in his book in 1876 in which the REPUBLIKANER is not marked 
"Catholic"; to the librarian who checked the sole preserved 
copy of Ag 29 1876 , with the subtitle of "A democratic organ 
for truth, justice and the common good" it did not appear 
Catholic at all. So one can understand the necessity of a new 
German Catholic paper and the support given its founding by 
Rev. Hyacinth Epp, pastor of St. Augustine's Church, who urged 
his flock to subscribe to the new BEOBACHTER.

CATHOLIC WEEKLY NEWSPAPER IN 1854 BUT BECAME ALSO, AROUND 1870, 
THE FIRST DAILY CATHOLIC PAPER IN PITTSBURGH.

THE PITTSBURGH CATHOLIC (or THE CATHOLIC ) (Mr 16 1844++) 

This "Catholic :1a" (half-official and official), weekly news¬ 
paper was established on Mr 16 1844 and is still alive in 1963. 

We were able to check many of the original copies up to 1910 
and also some of the latest where we found that the title of 
THE PITTSBURGH CATHOLIC was chiefly used (since 1889 exclusively) 
but that sometimes the short title the CATHOLIC (e.g., in 1852) 
was also adopted. It is understandable that in Pittsburgh the 
short title would be preferred and the longer one outside. Its 
official founder was Bishop Michael 0'-Connor who also "recom¬ 
mended" the paper as did the following bishops only he did 
not do it with an official "approval". Nevertheless we assume 
that from the beginning it was recognized as the official paper. 

Although Bp. O'Connor is usually given as the founder, yet it 
appears it was a layman, P. F. Boylan, who had the original 
idea and proposed it to the bishop who enthusiastically sup¬ 
ported it. The bishop was the founder and supervised the edi¬ 
torial work in the beginning, assigning also various priests to 
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write editorials after he himself had contributed the first 
and added others later. Although he was called the first edi¬ 
tor the title was also given to Rev, Hugh Patrick Gallagher** 

Father Gallagher certainly was a contributor in the early 
years. Wittke (IR,210) believed him the founder and this 
is true to a degree. According to Middleton (1908) he was 
one of the group taking part in starting the paper. He 
was associated with the paper which was published at Holli- 
daysburg,Pa.,THE SHIELD (1848-50) and with the start of the 
CRUSADER of Summit, Pa., but had left it in 1852 to go to 
San Francisco where he began in 1853 THE CATHOLIC STANDARD. 
He died in 1859 . 

while P. F, Boylan was printer, publisher and manager until 
1847. The U.S.CATHOLIC MISCELLANY of Charleston,S 8 C., wrote 
(Ja 10 1846, 215) that "The Pittsburgh Catholic was suspended 
for some numbers in consequence of a fire in the office." In 
the printing office also worked Henry McNaughton and Jacob (or 
James) Porter, a convert and a bright young man. In 1847 these 
two thought the firm from Boylan and became the publishers until 
1849 when the partnership caased; Porter remained publisher and 
joint proprietor, always enjoying the full confidence of Bp. 
O’Connor. In I 85 O he became sole owner, continuing as manager 
and partly also as editor. He was a good Catholic 5 he belonged 
to the Brotherhood of St. Joseph. He was so identified with the 
paper that speaking of the one meant also the other (Dunn,1895)♦ 
In 1850-1 Robert A, Bakewell,Jr♦, was the first lay-editor (ac¬ 
cording to records cited by Collins, the editor in 1951)* His 
name is on the masthead of v. 8 ,no .8 (My 3 1851 ). From 1844-52 
an occasional contributor was Rev. Thomas McCullagh*. 

He was the first priest ordained in Pittsburgh and the 
founder of THE CRUSADER which had started in Summit,Pa. 

It was often quoted in the P.C. during its simultaneous 
existence from Ja 1 to N 24 1853 but was given up to meet 
the bishop’s wish of avoiding competition; its subscription 
list was taken over by the P.C. Fr. McCullagh died in 1859. 

Another regular contributor from 1844-6, and later around 1867 , 
was Rev. Tobias Mullen , being in or near Pittsburgh. He was 
pastor of Johnstown,Pa., a co. “founder of THE CRUSADER, who 
became Bishop of Erie, in 1868, where he founded THE LAKE 
SHORE VISITOR (q.v.). A priest-editor was assigned from 
l86l-S 7 1864, Rev. James Keogh. Of him the historian, Fr. 
Lambing (FOUNDING STONES,302) wrote that he was a very, gifted 
man, rector of and professor at the seminary at Glenwood, 
a thorough scholar and great linguist. He resigned the editor¬ 
ship of the P.C. because people complained of his views on the 
Civil War, As a professor at St. Charles Seminary in Philadel¬ 
phia he became a founder (Ja 1866) and first editor-in-chief of 
THE CATHOLIC STANDARD, a position he soon had to resign (1867) 
because of ill health. He died, a relatively young man, in I 87 O. 
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Since it was not possible to replace him with a man of similar 
ability a group of five priests took over, "making no history" 
in that time of depression and anti-Catholicism. We were un¬ 
able to find any names of those priests or of lay editors until 
1889. Jacob Porter, still owner, sold out May 1, 1889 to the 
newly founded Catholic Publishing Co,, a Pennsylvania corpora¬ 
tion, but kept until 1$)03 the printing plant and remained in 
connection with the paper. From 1890-1929 Francis P. Smith was 
editor while the Catholic Publishing Co,, was under the presi¬ 
dency of Jeremiah Dunleary,Jr, In 1893 Rev, Morgan M, Sheedy 
was a contributor or even the second editor; his special interest 
was in summer schools like that at Lake Champlain,N,Y. : The 
historian, Father Lambing, also added articles as well as Msgr, 
William A, Cunningham, In 1893 Rev, J, F, Canevin was an editor. 

By the excellence of their editorials he and Smith pushed the 
paper to the front rank. In 1895 Mr, Porter retired but con¬ 
tinued to be interested in the paper until the year before his 
death in 1908. In 1929 Smith was replaced by James M, Curtin 
and he, in 1933» by John B, Collins whose 1951 letter suppled 
us with many historical details. As associate editor he had 
from 1944-55 Elizabeth Daflinger; he himself was followed in 
1956 by Rev, Daniel E, Brennan as secretary and executive edi¬ 
tor while John J, Ward had become the editor; Ward was replaced 
in 1959 by John G. Deedy, Jr.; he and Brennan were still active 
in 1962. 

The paper's offices began in 1844 at Wood and Virgin Alley 
(where in 1884 also the HISTORICAL RESEARCHES OF WESTERN PENN¬ 
SYLVANIA were published or printed); 1866: 5th Ave. and Grant 
St.; 1870:116 5th Ave,; l88l: 154 5th Ave,; 1893* 102 4th Ave.; 
1896:320 4th Ave,; 1897J 347 5th Ave,; 1905: 404 Magee Bldg,, 

336 4th Ave.; 1959+, 110 3d Ave. 

The paper began at a time when Pittsburgh had 11 newspapers, 
ten religious and one literary paper, partly anti-Catholic, 
when the task of a Catholic paper was necessarily the vindica¬ 
tion of Catholic truth as a weapon against calumnies. We have 
already noted that a layman procured the bishop's help to be¬ 
gin a paper. Eighty-seven persons enrolled as "founder-subscribers" 
with 85.00 for a three-year subscription. To name the paper 
CATHOLIC indicated their courage and intent to develop the paper 
along militant lines as desired by Bishop O'Connor who himself 
took over the editorship and wrote on Mr 16 1844 the lead edi¬ 
torial. That first issue also reprinted THE PROSPECTUS, is¬ 
sued earlier as a separate, carrying the aims of the P.C.: 

(It will be) devoted particularly to an exposition (and) 
defence of Catholic principles but will contain also a 
varied selection of articles on miscellaneous subjects 
and foreign news. All dome^atic party politics will be 
avoided. The editorial department (will be) conducted 
exclusively by a clergyman and a person appointed by Rt. 

Rev, Dr. O'Connor. (At $2.00 it is) the cheapest Catholic 
paper in the U.S. 
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Below the masthead on the first number is a long introduction 
about "Catholic Newspapers" without signature. The motto is: 
"Going teach ye all nations ..." A notice of the issue was 
carried in 1844 in the U.S.CATHOLIC MAGAZINE,v.3.271 (Balti¬ 
more). The issue's contents consisted of a letter from the 
5th Provincial Council of Baltimore, church news and statis¬ 
tics, a story of St. Patrick, public school problems, Irish 
affairs, ecclesiastical intelligence, miscellaneous notices, 
a few ads, and new Catholic periodicals and books. In the 
second issue a speech by the bishop took six pages, with news 
about the temperance movement, Congressional and Pennsylvania 
legislative news, the Philadelphia riots,etc. Brownson's 
baptism was noted on N 9 1844, 2?7. In 1851 much space was 
given to Irish affairs; ads had picked up to fill two pages. 

In I 852 a reprint of Bp. O'Connor's recommendation was reprinted: 

We earnestly solicit the patronage of the Catholics in this 
diocese for the Pittsburgh Catholic. „.. Mr. Porter has 
hitherto continued its publication with less support than 
given to any other Cathlic paper in the country ... without 
asking aid. (He needs) support. 

The price was reduced to $1.50. Contents became less American 
and more Irish-English. There was more reprinting of episcopal 
letters, e.g., of Bishop John Hughes of New York. THE CRUSADER, 
Summit,Pa., added its appeal, stating in its issue of Mr 27 
1852 that it "has improved in appearance; (as) the organ of 
the diocese which has 50“60,000 Catholics (it) should be widely 
circulated." Notes taken from other contemporary Catholic pa¬ 
pers were reprinted. When the CRUSADER terminated because the 
bishop feared its rivalry for the P.C. the CATHOLIC procured 
in 1852 its subscription list. Still the CATHOLIC had to 
struggle between Pittsburgh's eight dailies, fifteen weeklies 
and four monthlies in 1854 and had further difficulties through 
the loss of German subscribers when the Catholic daily PITTS- 
BURGER REPUBLIKANER appeared in 1854 and continued to 1880. 

The P.C. was further reduced in content and lowered the price 
to $ 1,00 just to survive. Perhaps i.ts lowered reputation was 
the cause of its omission from the PITT.CITY DIR. newspaper 
list for the next two years. About l 86 l, when Dr. Keogh was 
editor, the paper improved but other difficulties mentioned 
above developed and for all the years until 1889 we did not 
find good reviews in other organs. Priests and readers had 
been dissatisfied because of its lack of a progressive spirit. 
Therefore, in 1873 1 a new Irish paper was proposed to Bishop 
Domenec who favored the idea. Founded in 1.8?4, THE HIBERNIAN 
(q.v.) began; it changed title to THE CATHOLIC JOURNAL. It 
did not have the approval cf the new Bishop Tuigg and suspended. 
Again the listing of the P.C, was interrupted in the CITY DIR. 
from I 875 - 8 O. An 1878 ad in Pettengill cited a "large circula¬ 
tion" and one in 1879 in CATHOLIC FAMILY ANNUAL still called 
it a paper of Catholic principles. A major threat arose in 1880 
when the PITTSBURGER REPUBLIKANER was replaced by the PITTSBURGER 
BEOBACHTER (1.880-1923), also a daily. In 1882 the front page 
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was improved through an engraving. An Ayer ad said it "con* 
tains all the latest Catholic news of the day". In 1886 a new 
German Catholic family paper was published, the KATHOLISCHES 
FAMILIENBLATT, absorbed in 1898 by the PITTSBURGER BEOBACHTER. 

In My 1889 Mr. Porter finally sold the paper to the Catholic 
Publishing Co., after a career of 45 years as a pioneer in 
Catholic newspapers. In 1890 a new rival, the IRISH PENNSYLVANIAN, 
probably took some subscribers. In My 6 1893 the AVE MARIA of 
Notre Dame took note of the paper’s enlargment and said that "one 
can note its prosperity; (it) is ably edited (and) has always 
held a respectable place among the Catholic journals." Again 
on Ap 7 1894 it paid tribute to "its honorable and fruitful 
service". In that year the paper also published a Golden Jubi¬ 
lee issue on Mr 16. Its real and greatest rival was founded 
in 1899 with the English offspring of the German PITTSBURGER 
BEOBACHTER, independent since 1905 as the OBSERVER (the English 
translation of Beobachter); the rivalry increased when the title 
became the CATHOLIC OBSERVER in 1923. Both endured. In 1915 
the P. C. was one of the few old papers which had endured, like 
the CATHOLIC TELEGRAPH of Cincinnati (1831+), the Boston PILOT 
(1829+),the New York FREEMAN'S JOURNAL (1840) and the IRISH 
AMERICAN also of New York (1849). On Ag 7, 1919 the P.C. pub¬ 
lished its 75th anniversary issue, carrying the history of the 
diocese and the paper and an interesting paper on "Christian 
Socialism" in Polish and Italian. In 1921 an "annual" special 
illustrated number, called ANNUAL REVIEW NUMBER, was published; 
in addition there were special Christmas editions. Finally, 
on Mr 16 1944 the the Hundredth Anniversary Number appeared. 

Details: Published at first on Saturday, then for a time on 

Friday; around 1904 on Wednesday, and from about 1924-1960 on 
Thursday. It had 8 pages of 4 columns until 1896 . In size it 
grew from 12x17 to 27x39 and even to 31x43 (in 1880). The 
price fluctuated from $2.00 (1844) to $1.50 ( 1852 ), $1.00 
(1854), $2.20 (1880). From about 1897 ff. it had 16 pages of 
12 x 18 for $ 1 . 50 , then to $2.00 (1924), $ 2.50 (1934), $2.00 
(1944“52) and $4,00 (1959)* Its circulation showed a steady 
increase: 1844, 600 ; l856;l894; 1868 ; 2 , 700 ; 1880 , 4,000; 

1890 , 8 , 000 ; 1897 , 13 ,^ 00 ; 1904 , 12 , 500 ; 1934, 38 , 500 ; 1958 , 

59,539; I960, 59,898; 1962, 88,398. To 1961 the volume total 
had reached 118.

THE PITTSBURGH OBSERVER (1905-22) as an independent paper

CATHOLIC OBSERVER (1923-1959) after the end of the German 
paper 

THE PITTSBURGH OBSERVER, "Catholic:1c" and after 1905: "la", 
a weekly newspaper, was established in My 1899 as an English 
Sunday edition of the daily German PITTSBURGER BEOBACHTER, 
which had existed since 1880, originally sharing the same of¬ 
fice at 412 Diamond St., with a new office of its own at 3117 
Pennsylvania Ave., in 1905. It changed its title when the BEO¬ 
BACHTER had died (Mr 9 1923) to CATHOLIC OBSERVER and itself 
died in 1959. We saw the paper already listed in the PITT.CITY 
DIR. of 1898 which seems to indicate an intent to publish it 
existed earlier but it was delayed to My 1899; we have two sources 
to prove the latter date: THE CHURCH NEWS, Washington,D,C., 
which announced the P.0, as a new journal of which two copies 
arrived on Je 24 1899; it judged it as a "bright, newsy" pa- 
paper. Also Preuss of the St. Louis REVIEW announced the new 
paper as being established by the company which published the 
daily PITTSBURGER BEOBACHTER and he wondered if the English one 
would also become a daily, under the initiative of Mr. Jaegle 
the manager and an enterprising businessman. When Preuss got 
the first five numbers on J1 6 1899 he saw it was only a weekly 
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under the editorial direction of L. W. Reilly who made the 
publication a real, bright, solid and Catholic one. Preuss 
still pondered why Jaegle attempted the English weekly be¬ 
sides the PITTSBURGH CATHOLIC which was known as an excel¬ 
lent paper except, he says, for "insipid editorials". His 
prophecy that "the fittest will survive" took until 1959 for 
fruition when the PITTSBURGH CATHOLIC became the winner. 

On My 167 1901, p.125, Preuss* REVIEW reported that O'Malley, 
having written an article "Catholic Journalism" in DONAHOE's 
April number (Boston,1901), mentioned also the question of a 
Catholic daily "being established in the near future to the 
editorship of which O'Malley probably will be chosen (PITTS¬ 
BURGH OBSERVER)." On Je 13 1901,p.l86, Preuss wrote: "We 
learn (that) O'Malley has left Louisville for Pittsburgh to 
assumed the editorship of the OBSERVER ..., the first Catholic 
daily newspaper in the English language." That would not have 
been true anyway as the NEW YORK FREEMAN'S JOURNAL had already 
made an attempt for a year in 1855”^♦ One sees that Jaegle 
had had that idea of having an English daily in addition to his 
German one, that he had not dared it in 1899 but was prepared 
to undertake it now with Charles J. O'Malley who was so in¬ 
terested in it that he had given up his own MIDLAND REVIEW (q.v. 
Lebanon & Louisville,Ky.,where there is also a sketch of O'Mal¬ 
ley) in 1901 (Je). He must have been disappointed in Pittsburgh 
We do not know if the experiment of an English daily was really 
undertaken but it is certain that after some weeks in June-Aug. 
he left for Cincinnati. 

In 1905 Charles J. Jaegle left the staff of the BEOBACHTER and 
was in charge of his own publication, the English OBSERVER; 

Ayer listed him with the latter until 1915; then no editor was 
listed until 1923 but we know that at least in Je 1919 Samuel 
Byrne was editor of the paper and, because Jaegle's health was 
not good (he died on Nov. 6, 1926), his eldest son, Charles J. 
Jaegle,Jr., had taken over, probably around 1914-5, certainly 
by Je 1918 when we saw his name on a copy as president and 
treasurer of the Catholic American Publishing Co., which was 
also indicated as the publisher. The office was at 336 Third 
St, in 1918. The paper was printed by the Pittsburgh Observer 
Press which also printed the SERAPHISCHER KINDERFREUND to 1906, 
the PITTSBURGER BEOBACHTER to Mr 9 1923, and the ANNALS OF THE 
HOLY CHILDHOOD to 1929, itself succeeding the German Catholic 
Press Co. In, 1916 the paper printed a supplement called DIO¬ 
CESAN ORBIT, a calendar with the history of Pittsburgh from 
17^9-1915 with an outline of the Catholic history of the area. 
For the period of Je 19l8“My 1921 we saw the three volumes 20- 
22 at Duquesne University Library which had the approvals of 
the bishops of Pittsburgh as well as of Erie; the former wrote 
that it "is worthy of approval for its service in the cause 
of Catholic truth and morality and we recommend it." In content 
it had 16 pages of Catholic matter in all fields except occasion 
al secular news. Sections were devoted to Catholic charities, 
diocesan sodalities, social reforms, current topics of Catholic 
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interest, the Negro question, a short story,sections for 
boys, girls and women, and questions and answers. There was 
no more Irish than other news; no mention was made of new 
publications• 

In 1923 the paper, as the successor of the BEOBACHTER, called 
itself now the CATHOLIC OBSERVER, still under Charles Jaegle 
Jr.'s management. Around 1925 the editor, Samuel Byrne, was 
replaced by James M. Costin and, in 1931i by Charles W. Cross 
Jr., until 1937. We do not know when but certainly in 1932 
(CPD Meier) the paper served also the dioceses of Altoona,Pa., 
and Wheeling W.Va.,until, in 193^1 both began diocesan papers 
of their own. The next editor in 1938 was Joseph J. Gorrell, 
K.H.S,,followed in 1944 by Niel W. Atwater and, in 1950, by 
Margaret Carlin while J. M. Hammond was the publisher which 
probably meant the end of the old Catholic American Publishing 
Co.; in 1953 the editor was Maryellen Cipolla and, since 1954, 
the publisher was J. Milton Hammond who was also editor with 
an office at 410 North Ave. Although Ayer listed the paper in 
I960 it had already ceased publication in 1959 . 

Details: Published on Thursday. At first it had 8 pages,18x24, 

then 16 of 13 xl 8 , priced at $1.50 to 1919; 1920:52.00; 1934, 
$2.50; 1953 1 $2.00; 1959* $2,75. Circulation grew from an 
average of 7»500 after 1901 to a peak in 1925 of 39»034 from 
which it went down to 30il^ in 1931* to 24,912, or as another 
source has it, 12,097, in 1953; Ayer, 1959 1 gave no figure. 

We suppose that v.6l was the last.

ST. JOSEPH'S JOURNAL (?l899-1913“?) 

Of this title we know only that it was a quarterly and,we 
suppose, a school paper. It was listed in Hoffmann from 
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1901-15. Since Hoffmann was often last in listing we believe 
it existed earlier and since Hoffmann expired in 1913 it is 
possible it may have existed longer. In the 1899 Catholic di¬ 
rectory we found a St. Joseph's Protectory for Homeless Boys 
at Vine St., with 50 boys in residence; we were told in Pitts¬ 
burgh that this Home had a printing press. It may be that the 
quarterly was a trade project under the directions of the 
Brothers of Our Lady of Lourdes. No further details known. 

The title would be"Catholic by purpose" (lc).

ST. PAUL'S CATHEDRAL RECORD (.1892=95 1900-J1 1918-?) 

This "Catholic :1c" quarterly parish paper existed with v.l- 
8,no.3 in the first series, probably from 1892 - 9 , and in a new 
series from 1900 of which we know only v«19,no.4,Ap-Jl 1918. 

We know the old series through the terminal number,v.8,no.3, 
without publication date, with the title of ST. PAUL's RECORDS 
(plural referring to the eight volumes), also called cm p.84, 
MEMORIAL NUMBER OF THE CATHOLIC RECORD, which contained the 
history of the old cathedral, the historical part written by 
Rev, A, A. Lambing and other parts by Mr. John T. Comes and 
other members of the Catholic Conference. On p.l6 the year 
1901 is printed as the year of change of the CATI&RAL's 
proprietors and therefore we believe the eight volumes existed 
from 1892-1899. The Valedictory, p. 85 , seem to verify this 
conclusion: 

With this number the present series of the CATHEDRAL RE¬ 
CORD comes to a close after eight years of existence. We 
hope that the RECORD will appear again when the new Cathe¬ 
dral has been opened after an interval of two years, at 
least. The work of the editor (without name) ends with 
this number. The parish learned to Look for its quarterly 
visit, its words of instruction, its comments and its 
statement of parish news. 

We found at PPCHi one number of the planned new series as 
ST. PAUL'S CATHEDRAL RECORD, v, 19,no.4 (Ap-Jl 1918) which 
offers a problem as indicating it would have been established 
in 1900 when the first series was not yet compile ted. Was the 
book mentioned above printed in 190L with a Valedictory written 
earlier, with a difference of one or two years? 

Details: of the old series not known; of the new, v.19 had 8 
pages of 3 columns, 9 x 13 , a typical parish paper.

SANKT AUGUSTINUS (S 10 l899”196l+?) 

This German, now English, "Catholic :1c" monthly parish paper 
began on S 10 1899 and without interruption was published 
at least until 1961; it is not listed in the 1962-3 CPD. 

St. Augustinus Parish, 220 —37th St., was the publisher and 
the Capuchin Fathers in charge of the church directed it. 

Rev. Carl Speckert was its founder and the parish assistants 
the editorial staff. First editor was Rev. Bernardin Kuhlmann; 
in 1961 it was Father Jerome. The opening number carried a 
picture of the new church in construction, plus the announce¬ 
ment of a new Kindergarten for 60 children. The monthly car¬ 
ried parish news and some extra sheets of special activities, 
with a few ads. The Ja 1900 issue had the history of the Arch¬ 
confraternity of Christian Mothers. Articles are rare; one 
in F 1918 was by Rev. J. M. Lenhart about a pre-Reformation 
Bible of 1477 printed in Nuernberg, kept in the Carnegie Lib¬ 
rary of Pittsburgh; more historical sketches were used when 
Rev. Cyprian Gehrling was editor from 1921 ff.; each issue 
concentrated on parish details. Since 1919 there was more 
frequent use of English and by 1923 it was almost entirely 
in English but still the title was not changed. 

Details: In 1899 the size was 7 x 10 , with 8 pages, without 
price. With v.2, the size became 5x8, retained to 1961. 

Pages varied from 8 to 16, the current size. It carried some 
illustrations. By 1959 it had reached v. 6 l.

SANKT GEORG'S RITTER BLATT (1889) merged into KATHOLISCHES 
FAMILIENBLATT as KATHOLISCHES FAMILIENBLATT UND PER ST. GEORG'S 
RITTER C1890-2) 

This German, "Catholic: 2 " quarterly society organ began in 1889 
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and sometime within the year merged with the KATHOLISCHES 
FAMILIENBLATT (existing since 1886), forming the second part of 
its title as above. The Order of the Knights of St. George 
through its German branch was the publisher. The Order was 
established in Pittsburgh for the Germans by Rev. Hyacinth 
Epp, O.M.Cap., pastor of St. Augustin's Church, as The Ger¬ 
man Roman Catholic Knights of St. George in Ja l88l. The 
members were chiefly the Germans who had left Germany because 
of the Kulturkampf in I 87 I 5 they were staunch Catholics, full 
of the spirit of organization. The society was centered at 
St. Martin's Parish, West End, Temperenceville. It was a 
beneficial society with sickness and death funds. 

The editor is unknown. The paper contained chiefly society 
reports with only a little general news. When, in 1893, the 
FAMILIENBLATT was attached to the PITTSBURGER BEOBACHTER the 
SANKT GEORG'S RITTER lost a place for its society news until 
the Knights of St. George began an English paper of that name 
in 1908. 

Details: We know of the quarterly only that it was of a "modest" 
Mnd and"distributed" to members. 

As a society paper we class it as "Catholic by attitude:2".

WIELKOPOLANIN (The Great Pole) (1898 or 9-1935?) 

This was a Polish weekly newspaper, founded in 1898 , according 
to some sources, or in 1899 * according to most of the references; 
it disappeared probably in 1935; Ayer does not list it in 1936; 
Zie. has 1933 but in the index for three of the editors he gives 
1934, the date his book was published; the NCA still listed in 
1943 which seems wrong. 

The WIELKOPOLANIN was established by priests of St. Stanislaus 
Parish of Pittsburgh. Rowell (1901) mentioned the Polish Priests 
Publishing Company" and specifically named B. A. Ka^mierski. The 
editors (Zie.l48) were given as Leon (must be wrong as elsewhere 
it is Dr. Igancy) Machnikowski, F. R. Sikorski, Rev, C, Tomas- 
cewski, L, Haduch, K. Obreny (Ayer,1924); Dr. Igancy Machni¬ 
kowski is listed as editor from 1899 to its end. From l887“97 
he was with the WIARA I OJCZYZNA, Chicago, and also with the 
DZIENNIK POLSKI, there in l895“6. Sikorski (Zie .271) did not 
work with other papers but only with this one. Rev. Cezary 
(Zie.148 wrongly gives T.) Tomaszewski was also a permanent mem¬ 
ber of the staff. Ludwik Haduch left in 1933 (Zie.246); he worked 
for other non-Catholic papers. 

According to data from Rowell and Ayer, the WIELKOPOLANIN was 
published on Thursday with 8 pages, 17 or 18x24, priced at $1,50 
which was raised to $2.00 in 1930. Circulation began with 1,000 
(1901), then went up to 5,000 (I923)’i and to 10,000 (1924), down 
to 9»850 (1930) and finally to 8,000 (1934~5)» 

As the organ of St. Joseph's Union in Pittsburgh it was "Catholic 
by purpose:2". It was listed in Cath®lic directories.

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SMALLE RCIT I ES OF PENNSYLVANIA 


Historical background of Pennsylvania except for Philadelphia and 
Pittsburgh (q.v. supra. ) 

The first white man was probably Champlain's companion, a Canadian, 
who explored the Susquehanna Valley in l6l5“6. Since 1632 Pennsyl¬ 
vania was under English rule. From I 65 O explorers came from the 
South, North, and West, as the Dutch from New York. In 1682 Quakers 
of English stock founded the colony of Philadelphia under the leader 
ship of William Penn who had received royal permission to govern it. 
Religious liberty was one of his basic principles while the English 
in other colonies opposed all religions except the official Angli¬ 
canism. Therefore, German sects such as the Mennonites and Moravians 
were attracted to Pennsylvania, e.g., establishing Germantown in 
1683 o In 1727 ff. a mass immigration of Palatinates, mostly Erotes- 
tant took place 1 in 1749 15»000 other Germans arrived in Pa. Then 
Scotch-Irish, mostly Presbyterians, arrived from 1728 - 76 . By 1790 
there had settled in Pa., 200,000 English, 120,000 Germans and 
80,000 Scotch-Irish; of these there were not many Catholics except 
about 8,000 Irish, Immigration stopped in the western parts during 
the struggle between the French and English (1748 ff.) with the lat¬ 
ter victorious in 1758. The U. S. government took over in 1783 . Ec¬ 
clesiastically the area was under the Quebec jurisdiction until the 
Baltimore diocese was established in 1789. 

As early as 1720 Jesuits had come from Maryland to minister to the 
Catholic settlers in Conewago where they probably said the first 
Mass and established missions for the Indians and other settlers. 
Philadelphia’s first parish began in 1729. In 1740 two German Je¬ 
suits were sent to Pennsylvania; the first chapels were built, be¬ 
side Conewago, in Goshenhoppen (1741), Lancaster (1742), Sportsman's 
Hall (later St 0 Vincent’s Monastery), Carlisle (1784), Westchester 
(1793) and McGuire's Settlement (1799) which became Loretto. A 
special kind of settlement was at Azilum, consisting of 50 houses 
and a chapel developed by Catholic French noblemen who fled France 
during the Revolution, bringing with them a priest. A census of 
1757 showed that 1,365 Catholics lived in Pennsylvania of whom 949 
were Germans and 4l6 Irish; the number grew to about 10,000 by 1790. 

In 1808 Philadelphia became a diocese (q.v. statement under Phila¬ 
delphia supra). Outside the city Villanova was founded in 1.84l~2 
as an Amgustinian monastery with a college (1843). Westchester, 
Pottsville, Reading, Shenandoah and Mabanoy City were other cities 
in which publication developed. 

In 1843 Pittsburgh became a diocese (q.v. statement under Pittsburgh 
supra )., Shortly be fore , Father Gallitzin had founded Loretto from 
which several publications were issued. Summit and Hollidaysburg 
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had a publication in 1848, In Herman the Capuchins, coming from Ba¬ 
varia at the time of the Kulturkampf ( 1873 ), built a house of stu¬ 
dies and began their German SERAPHISCHER KINDERFREUND (q.v«). Home¬ 
stead was place of publication for the Slovak VIESTNIK and also of 
the AMERIKANSKY RUSSKY VIESTNIK for a time. 

Near the old Sportman's Hall in 1846 began the Benedictine St. Vin¬ 
cent’s Monastery with a seminary and college (1851). Its founder, 
Boniface Wimmer, O.S.B., who had come with other monks from Bavaria 
to the Statesbecame the first abbot (1855)* From St. Vincent's other 
foundations, such as St. John's in Minnesota, St. Benedict's in Kan¬ 
sas, and an agricultural school in Georgia, branched. Also near the 
old Sportman's Hall the Sisters of Mercy began a girls' academy, St. 
Xavier. 

In 1853 Michael O'Connor became first bishop of Erie; he found in the 
new diocese 28 churches, 14 priests but only two churches in the city 
itself: St. Patrick's (English) and St. Mary's (German). After Bp. 
O'Connor's return to Pittsburgh, Bishop J. M. Young was replaced 
in 1866 by the third bishop, Tobias Mullen, who founded his diocesan 
paper, THE LAKE SHORE VISITOR. In 1875 Redemptorists opened in North¬ 
east a seminary and college. In Erie there began in 1896 a CATHOLIC 
MAGAZINE (q.v.). 

In 1868 Harrisburg became a diocese with Jeremiah F. Shanahan as 
the first bishop, Thomas McGovern as second, and John W. Shanahan 
as the third. Shamokin, a town within the diocese, had several Po¬ 
lish and Slovak papers. 

Also in 1868 Scranton became a diocese with the first Catholic set¬ 
tlements around the Susquehanna. Scranton had its first church in 
1848. The first bishop, William O'Hara, and the second, Thomas Mc¬ 
Govern had 25 priests and the same number of churches. In 1887 the 
CATHOLIC RECORD, a weekly began, still surviving as THE CATHOLIC 
LIGHT. There were various other publications for the Irish and 
Germans. Many other nationalities, such as the Poles, Lithuanians, 
Slavs, Greeks and Italians, were heavily represented. By 1906 
there were 230 churches for 265,000 Catholics with 265 priests. 

Next to the English-speaking with 133 > 000 , the Poles led with 45,000, 
next Italians with 21,000, followed by 15,000 Greek-Ruthenian and 
15,000 Lithuanian. 

With respect to nationality and language, the Polish came after the 
Irish and German. They wanted their own churches and clergy; their 
first parish was in Shenandoah in 1874. Their churches served other 
nations until they could have their own. Mahanoy City, Shamokin and 
Nanticoke became Polish centers in which five weekly papers were 
published between 1890 and 1897. 

The Lithuanians, coming from a Russian province where their language 
was forbidden, needed publications from the U.S., to send back home. 

So many had left their country after 1890 that it was estimated that 
by 1914 20 % of their nation had settled in the U.S. It is signifi¬ 
cant that they managed to issue seven publications in Pa., in four 
places between 1886 and 1898 . 
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The Slovaks in a similar way had been deprived of privileges under 
Hungarian rule. By 1912 560,000 had come to the States of whom 
270,000 remained in Pennsylvania, There they produced four weeklies, 
one the organ of their Catholic Union, There also existed a non* 
Catholic paper, the SLOVAK V AMERIKA, established at Plymouth but 
changing places in Pa., New York and New Jersey, It had Catholic 
"periods" after 1900 while it was the organ of the "Katolicky So- 
kol" (prior to 1911) and while John C, Sciranks was its editor; 
now it is edited together with the JEDNOTA in Middle town 0 

The Ukrainians, Russians (Carpatho-Russians and Slovaks) and Greek 
Catholics (Ruthenians) each produced one paper. The AMERIKANSKY 
RUSSKY VIETNIK was bi~lingual? Russian and Slovak for the Greek 
Catholic groups for many years, now called GREEK CATHOLIC UNION 
MESSENGER, in Homestead, 

The Italians had no Catholic paper, 

Surprisingly the Germans had no weekly which could be called Catho¬ 
lic , only a devotional magazine at Herman and a parish paper in 
Wilkes-Barre, There were various secular papers soon after 1800, 
e»go, one in Easton in l806 9 

The Portuguese, in small numbers in Pa., had a paper in Erie, 0 
JORNAL DE NOTICIAS, which may also have served other states» 


ALTOONA 

This was in the diocese of Pittsburgh until it became a diocese of 
its own inl901, Founded with the building of the railroad in I 85 O, 
it had its first church in 1852 ; by 1896 it had four parishes, one 
of which was German, Two-fifths of the population was Catholic. 

ST, JOHN^S CHURCH QUARTERLY (Ap l895“Ap 1901-?) 

This "Catholic :1c" quarterly parish paper began with the Ap-Je 
number in 1895 and still existed in Ap 1901 but we do not know 
how much longer. It was published and edited by Rev, Morgan M. 
Sheedy, pastor of St. John's Church,who continued as rector when 
the Church became the pro-cathedral in 1901. He had made the quar¬ 
terly similar to a magazine. Parish communications and news, ads of 
colleges and of books, Catholic and secular, were condensed in 18 
pages. The table of contents on the cover showed that 20 pages 
were given to Catholic and general essays and notices, particularly 
of an educational nature such as reading circles, summer schools, 
etc , 

Details: The quarterly had J>8 pages, 6x9? a full page picture was 
given free to members. By Ap 1901 it had reached v.7»no.l. Our 
source was the holdings in PPCHi.

BEATTY (today called Latrobe) 

In the diocese of Pittsburgh in earlier times it was the location 
of St. Vincent's parish church and also of St. Vincent 11 s Monastery 
and St. Xavier's Convent; it is now called Latrobe. 

ST. VINCENT COLLEGE JOURNAL (My 15 189We 1956) 

THE REVIEW (1957+) 

This was and is a "Catholic :1c" monthly (s-mo) school paper, written 
in English but the first issues were partly in German. It was an” 
nounced by a PROSPECTUS on My 7 and appeared on My 15 1891; it is 
still published. Its promoter was Rev. Vincent Huber, O.S.B., then 
rector of the seminary of the Benedictine Archabbey of St. Vincent's. 
At first it was published by the St, Vincent Literary and Dramatic 
Society of the Seminary, later by the students in general, includ” 
ing the College. The students were also the editors under faculty 
guidance. Besides Fr. Huber on the first board was the Rev, Mark 
Kirchner; a co”editor was George W. Mundelein, later Archbishop and 
Cardinal; a correspondent was Hugh C, Boyle, later Bishop of Pitts~ 
burgh. The JOURNAL was printed at the Archabbey Press. 

Fr. Huber's Prospectus indicated that he had humanistic and religious 
interests, e.g., an article on Leo XIII and the African slaves, Tenny¬ 
son and poetry, a note on the feast of St. Thomas, together with the 
usual news and society information. It remained devoted to literary, 
historical and religious interests until 1932 when it became a semi¬ 
monthly news and sports organ with society and alumni communications. 
Ayer listed it only from 1924 ff.; therefore we have no earlier de” 
tails. Between 1892 an d 1900 other magazines ^viewed it favorably. 
Most interesting was the Centennial issue of S 1946 with 32 pages 
which carried the history of the Archabbey and all other Benedictine 
monasteries in the U.S., with special mention of the founder of St. 
Vincent's, Abbot Boniface Wimmer. There was nothing of the history 
of the JOURNAL. In 1957 the title was changed to THE REVIEW when it 
also began a new volume numeration. 

Details: We know only that its price of $1.00 (1891) was $2.00, 1934 
ff. In 1946 its size was 9x12, with 12 pages of four columns. Circu¬ 
lation in 1923: 1,392? 1934: 1,320; 1952:2,200. By 1959/60 it had 
reached v. 69 .

THE CHALLENGE (1942-Je 1944) 

SAINT XAVIER'S JOURNAL (S 1944-1952?) 

This was a "Catholic :1c" monthly (quarterly) school paper, published 
under two titles to 1933 and again with a new title from 1944-Je 
1944, taking the second title for a few more years; it was still 
alive in 1952 but then disappeared. It was established for the 
students of St. Xavier’s Young Ladies* Academy in charge of the 
Sisters of Mercy whose convent was founded at Beatty in 1847 with 
the Academy following soon after. The impetus to begin a school 
paper, as the sister librarian wrote us in 1952 , came from the gift 
of a printing press from the brother of Sr. M. Arose in 1891 who 
also taught her its operation. Sister Antonio was the first edi¬ 
tor in l891 as the directress of the Senior Circle who helped in 
the editorial work. The paper was "devoted to the interests of 
St. Xavier's Academy and to the unioq of parents and students with 
their alma mater." On the exchange list were the AGNESIAN MONTHLY 
of Baltimore and the ABBEY STUDENT OF ATCHISON, KAN., which re¬ 
viewed it as "Elegant in its external garniture, bright and enter¬ 
taining within ... (produced with) exquisite taste." AVE MARIA (Notre 
Dame,Ind.) wrote that "its appearance harmonized well with the warm 
religious tone of its contents; (there are) four one page pictures 
and the whole volume is fragrant with the fresh sweet spirit of the 
convent school."

In the diocese of Pittsburgh, it was not listed as a separate place 
in the CATH. DIR., around 1898 but only marked as being "near" 
Loretto. 


THE ALOYSIAN. SEE, Loretto 
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This city became the seat of a diocese in 1853 for Northwestern Pa.; 
its first bishop was Josue M. Young (1854-66) who had been associated 
with THE CATHOLIC TELEGRAPH of Cincinnati as manager and printer. At 
the time of Erie's first Catholic publication Tobias Mullen was the 
bishop (1872) and John E. Fitzmaurice bishop from 1898-1920. In 1872 
besides St. Patrick's Cathedral there were two other churches, two 
more in 1882 and another two in 1892, one of them Polish for 80 fami¬ 
lies. In 1899 there were 11 churches in Erie diocese.

This was a "Catholic:2" monthly (weekly) society paper, established 
(acc. to Middleton) in Erie in 1886 but without trace; in the same 
year it continued in Detroit as C. M. B. A. MONTHLY, like the REPOR¬ 
TER, as the organ of the Catholic Mutual Benefit Association, pub¬ 
lished by the C. M. B. A. Pub. Co. to the paper's end in 1904. The 
editor for the Erie period is not known; it was H. W. Deare in Detroit 
in 1890, whose office was at 50 Larned St.,W.; around 1893 it was 
published weekly and subsequently changed its title to C. M. B. A. 
WEEKLY. Hoffmann listed it only in l894~5; neither Lucey nor Martin 
found further details but we believe that the publication listed for 
Pittsburgh is a direct continuation of the earlier titles. It was 
listed in the PITTSBURGH CITY DIRECTORY to 1904, interrupted in 
1898-9 but other sources did list it for those years. Its first of¬ 
fice was at 52 Fourth ave« from which it moved to no. 132 in 1896 . 

The editor was M. J. Mahon, the society the publisher whose objective 
was "to improve moral, mental and social conditions of its members 
... to aid in case of sickness and death." The society has begun in 
Buffalo and Niagara Falls, N.Y., under Bishop Ryan in 1876 ; in 1888 
it had 15 branches in Allegheny County, Pa., with 3,000 members in 
1889 and with 10,000 in 1899. With that membership it would seem that 
the designated circulation of "}ess than 1,000" in 1899 must be wrong. 

Details: We know only that in Detroit around I 89 O the monthly had 8 
pages, 11 x 16 , priced at 50 cents, with a circulation of 4,000; 
further in Pittsburgh, it had 10 pages, 10xl4, at the same price, 
claiming only a circulation of 1,000 in 1899.

We suppose it 
continued the Philadelphia magazine, CATHOLIC SOCIETIES (189*0 which 
had changed its title to CATHOLIC MAGAZINE in 1895 and may have been 
transferred in the following year to Erie, T. T. O'Malley was the 
magazine’s editor and publisher in 1901; there is no editor known 
for the Philadelphia magazine.

THE FRATERNAL LEADER (J1 l899“1963+) 

This is a "Catholic 52" monthly (bi-m) society paper, founded in J1 
1899 "at the biennial session held in Asbury Park, N.J," (still pub¬ 
lished in 1963 ) by the Ladies Catholic Benevolent Association (LCBA), 
which was established in 1890 in Titusville,Pa., as part of the Na- 
ional Fraternity. The paper is the official organ of the Assn., whose 
basic aim is to provide insurance for its members but also "to make 
religion the basis of American life and through education the members 
useful alert Catholics and citizens." At first the paper was pub¬ 
lished by Buffalo's Catholic Publication Co., then by The Dispatch 
Printing Co. of Erie. Since 1953 Miss Catherine Stanton has been 
the manager and Mrs. Lorraine Dart the editor with an office at 305 
W. 6th St. 

After 1953 the monthly became a bi-monthly, of 8 pages, 12xl4, ini¬ 
tially priced at 10 , then 20 cents; circulation in 1959:52,495 which 
differs considerably from Ayer (i 960 ), 84,314; in 1961 CPD gave 
47,724 and in 1963“4, 49,724.

0 JORNAL DE NOTICIAS (l877~l884) 

This was a Portuguese "Catholic:lc" weekly newspaper, established in 
1877 and expiring in 1884. It was founded and published by John M. 
Vicente’s Sons with Antonio M. Vicente the editor. The latter married 
in 1883 and went to California in 1884 where, in San Francisco, he 
founded other Portuguese papers: 0 PROGRESSO CALIFORNIENSE and A 
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UNIAO PORTUGUESA. The note on Vicente's marriage appeared in AVE 
MARIA (N 3 1883 ) which referred to 0 JORNAL as an "excellent Portu¬ 
guese newspaper". The paper was intended for a national audience 
because few Portuguese lived in Pennsylvania; there were many more in 
New England and in California. It was one of the early Portuguese 
papers. An early review in Ave Maria of D 6 1879 stated: 

We were not aware that we possessed a Catholic periodical JORNAL 
DE NOTICIAS at Erie. It is a good one. It has an excellent summary 
of news, secular and religious, from all parts of the world, con¬ 
densed in a masterly way by the editor Mr. Antonio M. Vicente. 
(There are) short literary articles from able pens, both in Ameri¬ 
ca and Portugal, interesting sketches, poetry, etc. A sound moral 
and truly Catholic tone pervades all the articd.es. Address: 

1022 W. 6th St.,Erie. $2.50. 

In 1882 Alden carried an advertisement (p. 636 ) which referred to 
itself as circulating everywhere in the U.S. 

Details: Nothing known beyond the $2.50 price in 1879 and a circula¬ 
tion figure of 500 which became 875 in 1883.

THE LAKE SHORE VISITOR ( 1872 -F 1898 ) 

This "Catholic:lc, 1879 ff. la" weekly newspaper began in 1872 and 
continued to F 1898 . It was founded and remained under the patronage 
of Erie's third bishop, Tobias A. Mullen, who was born in Ireland 
in l8l8 and came to Pittsburgh in 1834. He was ordained in 1844 , 
became head of the newly founded Academy in 1846, and was transferred 
as pastor to Johnstown to which was also attached Summit, Pa., where 
he had to take care of the railroad workers, many of whom were Irish 
Catholics. Fr. Mullen was also a writer who contributed to the PITTS¬ 
BURGH CATHOLIC (q.v.), and a series of articles, "Reminiscences of 
Rev. Thomas M'Cullagh" to the METROPOLITAN MAGAZINE (Baltimore: 
1853-8). Fr. M'Cullagh had been the originator of THE CRUSADER at 
Summit, to the organization of which Fr. Mullen had helped as edi¬ 
tor ( 1852 - 3 ). Fr. Mullen wrote a book, THE CANON OF THE OLD TESTA¬ 
MENT (Pustet, 1892). When he was consecrated as the third bishop 
of Erie in 1868 he was well prepared to become the founder of a 
Catholic newspaper for his diocese, THE LAKE SHORE VISITOR- in 1872. 

A model priest and bishop he died in April 1900, 
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In 1873 B. F. MacCarty signed as editor and publisher. In 1879 the 
editor was Rev. Thomas A. Casey, who was Bishop Mullen’s secretary and 
pastor of St. Patrick’s Cathedral which was verified by AVE MARIA in 
Ja 1879* At least by 1880 Thomas F. O’Brien was publisher followed, 
in 1890, by the firm of the Herald Printing and Publishing Co. Fi¬ 
nally in 1897 the bishop himself took over as editor and publisher 
to the paper’s end, not long before his death in Ap 1900. Lambing 
(F.S.,229) said: "(The paper's) columns depended to a great extent 
on his pen and material," We do not know if it was an "official dio¬ 
cesan paper" from the beginning. In the Ja 1 1891 issue, Bishop 
Mullen wrote: "The Visitor has always had my sanction and never has 
it been more worthy of that than at present. Indeed, I wish that it 
were received in each family." His official communications followed 
directly. Certainly it became the "official organ" when his secre¬ 
tary, Fr. Casey, became editor (1879 ff.). THE LAKE SHORE VISITOR 
was revived later as the LAKE SHORE REGISTER in 1939 and Oct. 1, 

I960 reverted to LAKE SHORE VISITOR (CPD 1963-4,66). In 1963~4 
its circulation was 25,240 (CPD). 

Details: The paper was published on Saturdays in 1874, Wednesdays 

in 1879} Thursdays from 1880 ff. It. began was 8 pages, 22x44, at 
$ 3.00 in 1874; its format is supposed to have changed inl 880 ac¬ 
cording to AVE MARIA (S 4 1880) when it circulated 2,800. But in 
l 88 l only 4 pages are listed, 24x44 at $ 2 . 20 ; again 8 pages in 1882 , 
30x44, at $1.25 with only 800 circulation, regaining 2,200 in 1886 , 
but dropping to 1,200 in 1889 » There was a new size,15x22 in 1890 at 
$ 1 . 50 , becoming 17 x 22 in 1895 with 3,000 circulation but dropping 
to 1,000 in l 897 «

In Pennsylvania also existed the 
AMERIKANSKY RUSSKY VIESTNIK using since 1895 also the Slovak language 
besides Russian. The KATOLIK was moved to Wilkes-Barre and died there 
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in 1900. Dauchy still listed it in 1901 while Rowell and Ayer had 
stopped with 1899 • Yashur in his study knew only of the first place. 
Founder was Rev. John E. Stas, rector of St. John's Slovak Church; 
publisher was the Slovak Catholic Pub. Co. from 1895 to its end. 

We don't know who published it in Wilkes-Barre where in 1898 the 
Slovak BRATSTVO (q.v.) began. 

Details: It was a Thursday paper except after its 1896 move and 

again toward its end around 1900 when it was published semi-monthly. 
It always had 8 pages, 11x16; as a weekly it was priced at $1.20; 
as a semi-monthly, $1.00. Of circulation we know only that in 
l896“7 it was less than 1,000.

It was a Slovak (Middleton by error has it Polish; Rowell and 
Dauchy, Swedish) "Catholic :1c" weekly newspaper, established in Mr 
1889; after a year it was moved to Wilkes-Barre, continuing on the 
whole for three years to 1892. From Mr. Selecky we know that the 
publisher was Rev. Ignac Jaskovic, the first priest to work among 
the Slovaks in Pennsylvania. He was the one who moved it in I 89 O. 
The different editors were Edward Schwartz, Joseph Kiesel, J. R. 
Schwerta, and Joseph A. Filek, the only one for whom Rowell gives 
a date, 1890 . 

Details: The Thursday paper had 8 pages, 13 x 20 ; price was $2.50 in 

Hazleton as well as Wilkes-Barre; in l889~90 circulation was 700.

MARY'S CHURCH, HERMAN, 
PA., we know that Capuchings came from Bavaria at the time of the 
Kulturkampf to the U.S. and founded at Herman a monastery, a house 
of studies and a college (1874).

The SERAPHISCHER KINDERFREUND was a German "Catholic:lb" monthly 
(bi - m) magazine, devotional in type, established on Ja 1 1899 and 
continuing to J1 1947, reaching v.49,no.4„ Its supplement, DAS 
MARIENKIND, was added from the first issue and was thought to be 
for children with little items and some humor in its 4-l6 pages. 

By 1901 language had already changed to half English and became com¬ 
pletely English in 1902 when the title was translated into CHILD OF 
MARY (“D 1904). From this supplement came an English sister publication 
to the German title under the new name of SERAPHIC CHILD OF MARY and 
changed its title several times as noted in the heading above. In 
1906 the printing and publishing business was transferred from St. 

Mary's Capuchin Monastery at Herman to St, Augustine's Capuchin 
Monastery in Pittsburgh, 220 37th St., where both magazines were 
also edited. The German title has the following European history: 

In Ehrenbreitstein, Germany, a Capuchin father, Cyprian Froehlich, 
began the Seraphische Liebeswerk (Seraphic Work of Charity) which 
in 1889 became an international pontifical association with the 
purpose of instructing poor or orphan boys in the faith as well 
as providing civic training. Soon the work spread to other Capu¬ 
chin provinces in Germany ( 1890 ), Switzerland (1897), the U.S. 
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(l899)i Tyrol (l899)i Austria (1904), Italy (1909 )1 Alsace-Lor¬ 
raine (1919); these provinces published an organ called SERA- 
PHICUS PARVULORUM AMICUS; in German: SERAPHISCHER KINDERFREUND. 
There was also a Slovene and an Italian edition* 

In the American province a magazine was founded by Rev* Pankratius 
Docklet who used the German language for the many Germans living in 
Pennsylvania and elsewhere* Rev* Godhard Friedmann, co-founder, 
became editor* The SERAPHISCHER KINDERFREUND was printed and pub¬ 
lished at St. Mary's, the printer being Bro* Arsenius Benstein. 

Its subtitle was Monthly Magazine for the Seraphic Work of Charity 
for Poor Children and Students* It was a modest publication of 12 
pages, carrying,besides some society news, world religious news, 
brief stories, poems and other entertaining matter, and a question 
box* It was blessed by Pope Leo XIII and recommended by cardinals 
and bishops* It, and its later sister publication, had the approba¬ 
tion of the bishop of Pittsburgh. With the added supplement a yearly 
volume amounted to 192-294 pages- Over five years the magazine col¬ 
lected $ 2 , 697*83 for distribution to desolate children in various 
countries. 

When, in Ja 1905 the English SERAPHIC CHILD OF MARY began, it con¬ 
tinued with v.4, the numbering of the CHILD OF MARY (1902-), para¬ 
llel to v*7 of the SERAPHISCHER KINDERFREUND* The S. CH. of M* 
adopted then the function and subtitle of the German magazine; both 
were published with 16 pages each monthly until 1911o They were edi¬ 
ted by Rev. Severin Scharl, a well-known poet and writer who made 
them good literary magazines* 

After both were transferred to Pittsburgh in S 1906 they were printed 
along with Charles J* Jaegle's CATHOLIC OBSERVER for 30 years. In 
1906 a change occurred: the publications were separated from the pon¬ 
tifical international organ and placed under the Provincial Chapter 
as an agency affiliated to the Third Order of St. Francis. The Ger¬ 
man title became a zealous Third Order publication and won 3 -.000 
readers in addition to the 3^000 members. In 1907 Fr. Severin was 
given a helper for the two periodicals in Rev. Joseph Leonisse Tra- 
gesser. In 1908 other fraternities joined the Work of Charity and 
the readership grew so as to make it a "national Catholic magazine." 

In 1919 a Polish edition was also published but we don't know for 
what length of time* In 1910 the SERAPHIC HOME was established, at 
first in Pittsburgh, then irfnearby New Derry* Fr * Severin had to 
resign because of illness in 1911. Rev. Godhard Friedmann again took 
over the German title (Ja 19H~Je 1914) and Rev* Felix Kirsch became 
editor of the English edition (Ja 19H~Je 1917) of which he charged 
the name to SERAPHIC HOME JOURNAL in F 1912 (to D 1930). The German 
edition had few subscribers left; both were made bi-monthly (- 1919 )* 
Both editors neglected completely the pontifical organization and 
the English edition even changed character by becoming a magazine for 
general readers. Both concentrated interest on the local home. After 
an absence Fr. Tragesser, who had been born in 1870, came to the U.S. 
in 1888 and ordained in 1895 1 returned to help in 1912. After Fr. 
Felix had resigned in 1912 Rev. Cassian Hartl became his successor 
(Ja 1913-Je 1916) . 
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In 1914 Fr. Godhard left the SERAPHISCHER KINDERFREUND so finally 
Fr. Joseph Tragesser became its editor and remained for 32 years 
to Ap 1947 when he had to leave because of illness. He had a very 
personal style with a popular appeal for readers of mediocre education. 
Alban Stolz was his ideal. From 1914 he carried a PlauderstUbchen 
(fireside chat) in which he discussed things in a humorous way; news 
he carried under the headline of Was die SpUrnase vernommen (scents 
of a sndoping nose). He did not touch politics; for example, Hitler 
was never mentioned. As a German publication it had to suffer but 
survived and became in 1920 once again a monthly. The Seraphic Work 
of Charity ceased in 1923 which further diminished the readership. 

From 1946 ff. it was published only 10 times a year. Nevertheless, 
in 1948 it was revealed that the magazine had contributed $35*000 
to students in American and Europe. In 1947 the S. K. ended with a 
mailing list of only 199 names of faithful friends of Fr. Joseph. 

Meanwhile, the SERAPHIC HOME JOURNAL changed its editors; Rev. Sig¬ 
mund Cratz (Ag 1917”1922), Rev. Ansgar Zawart (S 1922~Ag 1927) and 
Rev. Patrick McCann (S 1927“D 1930), who remained to Ag 1932 when 
the magazine had taken the title of ST. FRANCIS HOME JOURNAL in 
Ja 1931 (“D 1941). He was followed by Rev. Victor Green (S 1932- 
Ag 1934). Already the year before, in Ja 1942, the title had changed 
to CATHOLIC HOME JOURNAL. Other editors had been Clarence Tschippert 
(S 1934-0 1941), Urban Adekman (N 1941-0 1957) and Bonaventure Stefun, 
its editor since N 1957. Also the English magazine had become a 
monthly since 1920 and was published 10 times a year since 1946. It 
ceased publication in D 1959. 

Details: The SERAPHISCHER KINDERFREUND was a monthly (1899-1911)* 
bi-monthly to 1919* monthly to 1946 at first with 12 numbers and 
then with 10 from 1947 to its end. It began with 12 pages plus 4-16 
of a supplement so that a yearly volume had between 192 and 294 pages. 
From I 905 -IO it had 16 pages without supplement. Its size was 6x9. 

We have the price only from 1932 ff.: $1.00. Circulation: 1903* 1,800; 
1911* 3*000. Then it declined ending with 199. The last issue was 
v.49,no.4. 


The SERAPHIC CHILD OF MARY began in 1905 as a monthly with 16 pages, 
slightly larger than 6 x 9 ; it grew to 20 pages from 1911 ff.; it was 
a bi-monthly from 1920-30 when it again became a monthly to 1946 when 
it changed to 10 issues per year. The price was $1.00, 1932 ff. As 
to circulation we know only that it had 1,500 in 1911. Its volumes 
are counted from 1902 onward when, as CHILD OF MARY, it was still 
the English supplement of the German edition. In 1955 v.55 was issued.

HOLLIDAYSBURG 

It is located in the diocese of Pittsburgh, Its name came from Adam 
Holliday, one of the first settlers there in 1768 . It was significant 
at the time a canal was built but then lost standing. In 1853 it had 
a St. Mary's Church with Rev, J. Walsh as pastor (q.v. CRUSADER,Summit, 
Pa.). In 1896 a German church, St. Michael's, was established. 

THE SHIELD (1848-after My 6 I 85 D 

(q.v. THE CRUSADER, Summit, Pa.) 

This was a "C&tholic:1c" weekly newspaper, begun in 1848. That date 
was discovered for us by Fr. Ward in Davis, I,239:"From 1848 Hayden 
Smith of Hollidaysburg produced a publication entitled 'The Shield' 
in the interests of the Roman Catholic Church." For Smith's conver¬ 
sion cf. Lambing, C.CH.,270. THE SHIELD still existed on My 6 1851 
because Fr. Ward found that the MOUNTAIN SENTINEL of Ebensburg,Pa., 
quoted THE SHILED "of Thursday last". But later in 1851 Smith's 
enterprise failed and with press and type it became the property of 
Charlie Hughes, one of the creditors. According to RACHS (1899,363) 
Smith was "a zealous and intelligent convert, by profession an archi¬ 
tect or engineer." Middleton mentioned Rev. H. P. Gallagher of 
Loretto as "associated" with THE SHILED which was only indirectly 
true insofar as the pastor, Fr. Walsh at Hollidaysburg, to whom THE 
SHIELD with its press and type, was offered on moderate terms, had a 
meeting with the neighboring priests (Frs. Gallagher, T. Mullen of 
Johnstown and T. McCullagh of Summit) with the result that the latter 
took over the newly founded CRUSADER, 

Details: We know only that it was published on Thursdays. 

THE SHIELD WAS THE FIRST WEEKLY NEWSPAPER PUBLISHED IN THE SMALLER 
CITIES OF PENNSYLVANIA.

THE ALOYSIAN (D l897~D 1904) 

This was a "Cathlic:1c" quarterly school paper, established in Loret¬ 
to (D 1897) from which the Mt. St. Aloysius Academy for Young Ladies 
(est. 1853) was moved, together with the convent of the Sisters of 
Mercy, Mt. St. Aloysius, in Ja 1898 to nearby Cresson. The students 
were the editors and publishers under the direction of the sisters. 

The magazine was printed by Cresson Record Print. We found THE ALOYSIAN' 
title first in exchange lists of the Agnesian, Baltimore, and of the 
HOLY GHOST BULLETIN, Pittsburgh; the latter noted ( 1898 ): THE ALOYSIAN 
(is) a new journal, published by the young lades of Mt. Aloysius Aca¬ 
demy ,Cresson ; (it has) remarkable vitality; (the short spicy articles 
in the 1897 Christmas number (have) such literary taste and aptness 
as will carry THE A. quickly to the fore." Later, it referred to it 
as "one most ably edited". 

Sr. Carlos Maria of the Academy wrote us that the content was chief¬ 
ly literary all the time; in Dec. and March more school news were ad¬ 
ded while in Je and S the alumnae news took that space. We saw the 
Je 1898 commencement number and also a later issue at PPCHi. 
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Details: Published in D, Mr, Je and S, with 24 to 72 pages, plus 
ads. There were some full page pictures. Size:7x9; price not given. 
It completed seven volumes.

THE BEAUTIES OF MARY, QUEEN OF LITERATURE (S 5 1896 -Ag 15 1901 ) 


This was a "Catholic:lc" semi-monthly, then irregular, magazine, 
published from S 5 1896 -Ag 15 1901 by John T. Reily, a layman who 
owned a printing shop and who was also its editor and printer* John 
T. Reily, born in 1856 , grew up in the atmosphere of rigid Conewago 
Catholicism which made him both pious and serious. He worked in 
the printing office of the HANOVER HERALD. After he became physically 
weakened after an accident, he began collecting historical data of 
the region so that in 1880 he could publish a book about Adams County. 

He went to Martinsburg, W. Va., and founded there a local paper, the 
MARTINSBURG HERALD,which reached a circulation of 1,000 despite his 
Catholic and Republican commitment. He became postmaster. In addi¬ 
tion to the paper he published more books of an historical character, 
especially the COLLECTIONS AND RECOLLECTIONS IN THE LIFE AND TIMES 
OF CARDINAL GIBBONS (10 v. in 7; 1890-1904). Meanwhile he had mar¬ 
ried with seven children resulting. In 1893 he had sold his paper 
and moved to McSherrystown where his wife died and he suffered ill 
health. Griffin recognized the value of his work but not many knew 
him really besides an old classmate with whom he had been for a short 
time as a student for the priesthood at St. Mary*s. He died in 1924 
in his daughter f s house in Philadelphia. 

THE BEAUTIES OF MARY achieved 85 issues in four volumes. The magazine 
contained only poems, essays, and other material pertaining to Our Lady. 
AVE MARIA referred to it on S 19 1896 as containing both American 
and foreign articles in translation. THE ROSARY (F l897i222) said 
it was "an enterprise deserving encouragement." RACHS, Martin Griffin 
writing, said that "the entire 85 issues of the short-lived publication 
were marked by pious simplicity and religious sentiment, which were 
the reflection of a vital force in Reily r s life."

*We found an item called VIESTNIK (MESSENGER), established in 1892 
in one of the places above-mentioned but without separate date ex¬ 
cept that it was in Homestead in 1936. Sr. Andreas of the Sisters 
of Mother of God wrote, in answer to our request to the Ukrainian 
Catholic Diocese of Stamford,Conn., though not correcting the short 
title of VIESTNIK or adding a newer one, explained the changes of 
place with the change of residence of the publishers or editors 
who had difficulties in printing because they could not use the 
conventional Latin alphabet type and also had no news-gathering 
syndicate for their special news. She also knew that in 1893» 
though there were not many Ukrainians at that time in the U.S., 
there was founded a second paper, the SWOBODA, mainly for New Jersey 
and also Pennsylvania, founded by a priest of the Roman-Catholic By¬ 
zantine rite which after two years became the organ of the "National" 
Ukrainian Assn., and completely secular from 1900 ff. Comparing these 
data with that on the AM. RUSS .VIESTNIK we are almost- certain that 
the latter and the VIESTNIK are one and the same paper. 

The AMERIKANSKY RUSSKY VIESTNIK, "Greek Catholic:2", was a weekly 
society paper and newspaper which began in 1892, changed its title 
twice and place three times, coming finally between 1905 and 1906 
to Homestead but published in Munhall at least until 1961. The 
different newspaper directories gave as language, as in the first 
title, "Russian", as in Mahanoy City but for Scranton (1895 ff) 
"Slavonian" was added; in New York it was called "Ruthenian"; in 
1909 it was listed as "Russian and Slovak"; from 1915”1950~1 the 
paper was divided into a Russian and a Slovak edition; in 1942 only 
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one edition was published in Carpatho-Russian, Slovak and English* 
Until 1953 it became more and more English when the title also was 
changed. The reason for mention of this paper by W. Halich in his 
UKRAINIANS IN THE U.S. is that Ruthenian and Carpatho-Russian are 
Ukrainian dialects. "Slovak” refers here to the Greek-Catholic 
Slovaks. While in Scranton the office was 111-113 Hickory St.; 
the address in Munhall was 502 E. 8th Ave. The weekly organ was 
devoted to the interests of a beneficial society, the Greek Catholic 
Union of the U.S., which always signed as publisher. As editors we 
found P. Jurdevitch Tsatkowtef (or spelled Paul J. Zsatkovich) for 
the years l895~1912 or longer, then (?1924-1932?) Stephen Vorsaly, and 
?1945“196l+ Michael Roman. In 1937 Wasyl Haslich believed that this 
fraternal paper "is the oldest, largest and most influential (for 
those people) in the U.S. 

Details: In l893 - 4, 8 pages, 13x20, priced at $2.50. In 1895 it had 
grown to 16 pages, 26x13, at only $2.00; in 1897, 8 pages, 20 inches, 
at $2.50. In 1909 it remained at 8 pages, 17x24, at $2,00 which re¬ 
mained the same in 1950 but then (?1953ff) it was freely distributed 
to members. Some circulation data: 1909, 27,500; 1912, 22,500: 1914, 
27 , 500 ; 1948, 40,000; 1960-1, 60,000. The paper had reached a total 
of 69 volumes by 1961.

The AMERIKANSKY RUSSKY VIESTNIK WAS THE ONLY PUBLICATION IN RUSSIAN, 
GREEK CATHOLIC, in 1892 and IS THE OLDEST of that kind of society and 
newspaper for the GREEK CATHOLIC UNION, as it is called in 1961.

In the diocese of Harrisburg, it had in 1895 five churches of which 
one was Lithuanian, one Slavonia, one Polish, and one Greek Catholic 
which was attended from Shamokin, In 1897 Rev, John Zil^inski (q.v. 
Tevyne who spelled the name Zillinskas) was rector of Holy Trinity 
Lithuanian Church, In 1913 another Polish and an Italian church were 
added.

title, TEVYNE, for the same Society was revived in 1908 at Boston, 
transferred to New York and was still there in 1952, It was edited 
by Rev, J. Zilinskas at Mt, Carmel, who was listed in the CATH.DIR. 
as Rev. John Zilinski,pastor of the Lithuanian Holy Trinity Church. 
After Je 1899 he was followed by Rev. Anthony B. Kaupas, also pastor 
of Holy Trinity in Wilkes-Barre; from 1900 to 1902 he was assisted 
by T. Astramskas. TEVYNE was published by Joseph Paukstis at Ply¬ 
mouth, the VIENYBE LIETUVNIKU Pub. Co., up to D 1896 ; then from Ja 
1897 to My 1898 by the GARSAS Pub. Co., of Shenandoah; from Je 1898 
to N 1900 by the .Plymouth Luz Co., and 1901-2 in Shenandoah by V. 
Stagaras. 

Details: The monthly changed to a weekly in Ja 1900. The society 
paper was of small size, at first from Ja“D 1896 with 16 pages,6x8, 
and then of 32 pages, 7x10. Free to members and 50 cents to others. 
Average circulation was 2-3,000.

From 
the 1899 CATHOLIC DIRECTORY we know only that Rev, Stephen Pavolcik 
was rector of St. Joseph’s, the Slovak church, but we do not know 
if he had a connection with the paper.

ZETL BIALI I OPIEKUN (Milwaukee), SWIAT POLSKO-AMERYKANSKI (Albany), 

We presume to list this GAZETA as "Catholic by national tradition" 
as we did the SWIAT POLSKO-AMERYKANSKI of Albany only because its 
editor worked on other Catholic papers. 

Details: For the years 1892-2, only Rowell supplied data: that GN 
was published Fridays, while Kruszka said that it had the "character 
of a monthly". That may be true according to contents because that 
would fit Rowell’s number of eight pages since local papers generally 
had four pages.

(274) listed Surdel's name not for this paper but for 
the POLANIN (Milwaukee) in 1892 and for the PRACA (Milwaukee) in 
1893; neither of these papers was Catholic.

THE STUDENT was a "Catholic :1c" monthly school paper, begun in Mr 
1897♦ but we have no knowledge of termination. We know that "later" 
THE ALPHONSIAN replaced it as a semi-annual paper (Byrne). THE STU¬ 
DENT was published and edited by the stiidents and their teachers at 
St. Mary’s Preparatory College of the Redemptorists whose director 
in 1897 was Rev. Caspar G. Ritter. About one-third of the paper 
was in German. The object was "to furnish an incentive in progress 
in literary composition." As we saw in the first number, the con¬ 
tent mixed serious articles with college news. THE ALPHONSIAN, too, 
is suppc&d to have "reflected the high standards of scholasticity 
at the college." (Byrne)

This was a Lithuanian "Roman-Catholic :1c" weekly newspaper, founded 
when the VIENYBE LIETUVNIKU in the same place began to change its 
Catholic character to a liberal one, on Ap 4 1894 but wasyable to 
continue longer than Ap 24, 1895® The founder was the Rev. Alexander 
Burba. From Kemesis (53) we learned that Fr. Burba founded in 1886 
the Lithuanian Roman Catholic Alliance of America at Plymouth; 
later the new GARSAS of Brooklyn became the official organ (1917+)® 
The publisher was the same as for the VIENYBE LIETUVNIKU, Joseph 
Paukstis. 

Details: 16 pages, 9x6, which was a magazine size but yet it was a 
newspaper; $1.00, A total of 5 6 issues were published with 896 pages.

WIENIBE LIETUWNIKU (Lithuanian Unity) (F 10 1886-9) 

VIENYBE LIETUVNIKU (1890-6, then becoming liberal and non~Catholic) 

This Lithuanian "Roman-Catholic :1c" weekly newspaper began on F 10 
1886; its title was altered to VIENYBE in 1890 . It remained Catholic 
to 1896 when it turned "liberal" and therefore we do not treat it 
further. Its founders and publishers were Joseph Paukstis and A. 
Pajaujis; the latter soon resigned. J. Paukstis, as sole owner, con¬ 
tinued as publisher to 1897® The editors were D. T„ Bo^kauskas 
(l886-no.18, 1888), A. Turskis (no.19, l 888 ~no.11, 1890 ), Joseph 
Andziulaitis (-no.19, 1892), Rev. A, Milukas (q.v. GARSAS,Shenandoah, 
Pa.,1892-5, and DIRVA, there in 1898-1905). P® Kucas (l893“5)i J® 
Petraitis and J. Alisius (1895), and J. Kaunas (l895 - 7) under whom the 
paper became liberal and changed to Brooklyn,N.Y., where it was still 
current in 1952. It appears the crisis must have occurred earlier as 
in the same place of Plymouth a Lithuanian priest, Rev. A. Burba, be¬ 
gan in Ap 1894 a new paper, VALTIS, and also in Oct 1894 another priest, 
Rev. A. Milukas, who had been editor in l892“3» began a new paper,GAR¬ 
SAS,in Shenandoah which would have been unnecessary if the WIENIBE 
LIETUWNIKU had continued to be a Catholic paper. 

Details: in 1886, 4 pages, 21x28, at $2.00; in 1890 it changed to 
16 pages, 10x13. For its first number there were 1,000 copies printed; 
by April it claimed 4,000, and 7.000 for August but we have no later 
data.

EMERALD VINDICATOR (1873-1900) 

This Irish, "Catholic:2" monthly society paper was established in 
Pottsville in 1873 1 transferred to Pittsburgh in My 1882, was printed 
from Ag 1888 onward in Norfolk,Va., until the office was also moved 
there in 1892; the paper continued to 1900. It was the organ of 
The Emerald Beneficial Association of the U.S., Inc., which was the 
paper's publisher; signatory was John Boland. Ayer carried an ad in 
his MANUAL of 1876 and 1879" which stated it was "devoted to society 
and Catholic news, one of the best advertisement mediums..." AVE 
MARIA called it "a neat little sheet of 8 pages." Lambing stated 
that under the administration of Bishop Domenec (I 86 O- 76 ) Catholic 
societies were favored; he liked the A.O.H., and the Emeralds, both 
strong in and around Pittsburgh. Bishop Tuigg ( 1876 ”) believed them 
"inimical to religion" and forbade all mention of then, even in the 
form of advertisements in Fr. Treacy's CATHOLIC JOURNAL ( 1876 ) and 
asked Fr. Treacy to resign from his chaplainship with the Emeralds 
(announced in the Apr 1876 in the JOURNAL.) But the Emeralds needed 
an organ for their news, especially in Pittsburgh, and therefore moved 
their paper, making the monthly into a semi-monthly. 

In Pittsburgh, since 1884, we found J. A. Goulden listed as editor and 
publisher, or The Emerald Beneficial Assn, until 1887. Alden, Rowell 
and Ayer listed the paper, the latter up to 1888. Baumgartner and 
Meehan (CATH.ENCY.) believed it suspended in J1 1889 when Rowell also 
stopped its listing. From Milldeton (1908) we know that at that time 
the paper was only printed in Norfolk. PITT.CITY DIRECTORY listed it 
from 1884 to 1892 for that city; the five changes of address for nine 
years would possibly reflect financial difficulties as also does the 
price reduction from $5.00 to $1.00 in l 887“8 which brought only a 
doubling of circulation. From the CITY DIRECTORY we can accept 1892 
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as the last year in Pittsburgh. 

Details: In Pottsville, the monthly had 8 pages, 28x42, at $2.50, 
circulating, acc. to Ayer, 3,800 in 1880 but only 1,4?5 in l 88 l. 

In Pittsburgh the semi-monthly had only 4 pages, priced at $5.00 
and at $1.00, perhaps with or without membership. Circulation went 
up from 1,500 in 1882 to 2,500 in 1883 , to 2,75k from l885~7, 
and 5>200 in 1888 .

In the archdiocese of Philadelphia it had in 1897 four churches, 
of which one was Hungarian* one Polish and probably one each for 
the Germans and the Irish. St. Peter's is one of the oldest. From 
the SOUVENIR GOLDEN JUBILEE CELEBRATION ... OF MSGR. GEOBGE BORNEMANN, 
ST. PAUL’S, READING (1915) we found (p.20,34) that St. Michael’s 
Academy in the charge ofthe Sisters of the Immmaculate Heart of Mary 
at Hyde Park was founded in 1894 as a boarding school for girls and 
"some years later was abandoned". 

THE PIONEER (7-1896-?) 

This was a "Catholic:lc" school paper, noted on the exchange list 
of the AGNESIAN MONTHLY of Baltimore. According to the 1897 CATHOLIC 
DIRECTORY there was only one school possible as publisher: St. 
Michael's Academy. No further details.

SCRANTON 

This became a diocese in 1868. At first the population was chiefly 
Irish and Germans, who were followed by Poles, Slovaks, Lithuanians, 
Italians and others. In 1888 Scranton had 10 churches and 12 by 1893, 
of which two were German but there was no German paper. The first 
bishop was William O'Hara to 1899, then Michael J.Hoban (1899 - 1 926).

The three titles we take as belonging to the same weekly newspaper. 
The newspaper directories we use as sources differ so much in dates 
of establishment, e.g., for THE CATHOLIC LIGHT: 1887 , 1890, 18§2 
(CPD 1961), 1900 and 1901, that we are using only those contemporary 
listings for first record of a new title. For the change in 1901 
we counted back from our original copy of v.15,no.48 (Ja 27 1916), 
new series, to v.l, estimating it as Mr 1901. Even today's editor 
is not sure of those dates. 

I. THE CATHOLIC RECORD, a "Catholic:lc" weekly newspaper began on 

F 26 1887 (PPCHi holdings) and continuted to I 89 O. It was edited by 

J. C. Vaughan and published by Vaughan, Murray & Co., 308 Lackawanna 
Ave. In the first number contents covered Irish news, Roman news, 
and diocesan items. There was an historical sketch of the early 
Catholic settlers in Scranton, and accounts of societies, particu¬ 
larly of the temperance category. In later issues addresses of 
cardinals and bishops are reprinted. Abp. Ryan recommended it but 
did not write an article for the first number as had been requested. 
The Rev. Henry Browne noted that the paper took an active part in 
labor discussions of 1886 ff. 

Details: In 1887 it had 4 pages of 6 columns, 16x22, soon enlarged 
to 18x24 with 7 columns; priced at $1.50; published on Saturday. 

In 1890 the size was reduced to 15x22, priced at $1.00 since 1888 , 
when it circulated 2,600. In its first series it reached v.4. 

THE CATHOLIC RECORD WAS THE FIRST CATHOLIC WEEKLY NEWSPAPER IN THE 
DIOCESE OF SCRANTON.

II. The DIOCESAN RECORD seems, despite its title, not to have been 
an official diocesan paper, only "Catholic :1c"; the weekly continued 
v.4 of THE CATHOLIC RECORD and existed to F 1901. Editor, publisher 
and business manager was Neil (also Neal) McTague of Green Ridge. 

For a time it was published at Oakford St., the old home of THE 
SCRANTON TIMES, "later" in the old Scranton Republican Building. 
During the 1890*s it was also edited by Dan Hart who later became 
mayor of Wilkes-Barre from where he went daily to Scranton. In v. 

4,no .38 (N 15 1890) we saw noted as editor T. H. C. Maloney of 
Spruce St., who was not, however, named the following week. The 
paper presented itself as "a weekly journal devoted to Catholic 
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literature, Irish news, s®ciety gossip and doings". Rev, McManus 
of Green Ridge, a section of Scranton, was actively interested in 
the paper. 

Details: The paper now had 8 pages of 15x22, at $ 1.00 except in 
1897 when it was $1.50, Circulation grew to 5*500 in 1892, 6,700 
in 1895* 8,400 in 1897* then down, perhaps because of the higher 
price, to 7*000 in 1899 and again reached 8,000 in 1900. It finished 
v.l4.

III. THE CATHOLIC LIGHT is a "Catholic:lc, and 1922 ff.:la" official 
diocesan paper. The new series, beginning with v.l, Mr 1901, is still 
continued in 1963 +. An attorney of South Scranton, William F. Shee¬ 
han, was editor and publisher in 1901 and was still listed as such 
in Ayer (1904-5). In 1906 Ayer noted that the new publisher is the 
"Syracuse Printing and Publishing Co., which is also the publisher 
of THE CATHOLIC SUN of Syracuse, now also circulated as THE CATHOLIC 
LIGHT, Scranton,Pa." The Syracuse firm owned the paper from 1905” 

F 1922. Mr. Sheehan remained editor in Scranton until 1908 and had 
there a branch office as we saw in the paper of D 31 1908 and Ja 7 
1909o We do not know the extent to which THE CATHOLIC LIGHT may 
have been an "edition" of THE CATHOLIC SUN. The original of 1916 
at DCU has mostly general Catholic news including quite a few Irish 
items, but little of a local nature. It is a family paper with a 
section for women and children. There are a few Scranton advertise¬ 
ments and none for Syracuse. The masthead gave James K. McGuire as 
president and H. B. Cassidy as secretary, both of Syracuse, and the 
diocesan editor for Scranton, in 1916, as P. W. Gallagher, with its 
"branch office" at 324 Wyoming Ave. In 1909 P. W. Gallagher of South 
Scranton had become editor which he remained to his death in 1919* 

In his tenure three "Diocesan Historical Numbers" in magazine form 
were issued: 1. D 1916 with the usual pictures of churches and his¬ 
tories of parishes; the Syracuse staff signed as publisher. 2. In 
1919 this special number noted the death of Mr. Gallagher and in¬ 
cluded an article on total abstinence by him. 3« In 1921, a Dual 
Jubilee Number appeared commemorating the bishop's silver jubilee 
and the golden jubilee of the diocese. Now the paper ended its 
period of lay ownership and became the official diocesan paper. 

In F 1922 a stock company,of which Bishop Hoban was president, pur¬ 
chased the paper from the Syracuse concern. It was announced that the 
paper would appear under new management in Mr 1922 with Rev. D. J. 
Connor as first editor-in-chief, and P. A. Barrett, owner of the 
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Barrett Publishing Co <> , of Olyphant as editor* The latter held this 
post to his death in S 1927. M. J. Costello succeeded him* Two years 
later (1929) Bishop O'Reilly appointed a new editorial staff* Msgr. 
Paul A 0 Kelly, vicar-general of the diocese, as editor-in-chief, 

Msgra Martin J* O'Connor, secretary to the bishop, and Rev. James 
O'Hara, as associate editors* Costello was managing editor until 
his resignation in S 1932« The staff included many lay members. 

In 1933 Pev. John J. Gough became editor and he reorganized the 
business staff. In 1939 a special number of 50 pages appeared in 
commemoration of the silver jubilee of Bishop William J 0 Hafey. The 
paper’s office was moved to the Diocesan Building. In 1941 Rev. Law¬ 
rence P. Weniger succeeded Fr• Gough and in 1943 nine diocesan priests 
were named as a board to assist the editor. In 1946 the offices were 
moved to 312 Wyoming Ave. Rev. Thomas J. Cawley became editor-in- 
chief in 1948; in 1957 he was assisted by Rev. Kenneth J. Dolan, 

Rev. T. C. Horan, Rev. E. F. Gallagher and other special editors. 
Toward the end of 1961 Msgr. Cawley was replaced by Rev. F. Allan 
Conlan, aided by Arthur Perry, John McCormick and Joseph A. Lynn. 

The only address then was P. 0. Box 709; publisher is still The 
Catholic Light Pub. Co.

THE DIOCESAN INDEX (1887-1888) 

THE INDEX (1889"99 or 1900?) 

This "Catholic:2" weekly (monthly) temperance society paper was listed 
by all sources as established in Scranton, except by Middleton who 
gave Pottsville, which we consider an error. The "Diocesan" of the 
title could refer to Scranton as a branch of the Union of America or 
it could include Pittsburgh as a place of publication of the CTAU 
with Scranton included as another diocese; we are not certain. It 
was established in 1.887* Rowell gave 1886 as an additional date but 
Rev. Conaty (THE CATHOLIC SCHOOL AND HOME MAGAZINE, Worcester.Mass., 

Mr 1893 1 26,n.39) had searched and gave 1887 as "the correct year". 
After two years the word "Diocesan" was omitted, perhaps to widen its 
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area of coverage. It expired in 1899 or 1900 . If not from the be¬ 
ginning then certainly from 1889 it was no newspaper but a society 
paper, completely devoted to the cause of temperance, being the of¬ 
ficial bulletin of the Pittsburgh Catholic Total Abstinence Union, 

134 Washington Ave., Burr Bldg., as we noted on the masthead of D 
15 1894. Its subtitle then was: ’’Catholicity, temperance, industry, 
peace, honor, happiness". The editor was always a layman, James 
F. Judge, who was also named with the society as publisher. Fr. 
Conaty wrote: "The Index is fearless in its advocacy of temperance. 
... It ran articles on other topics, too, devoted to the interests 
of the Church." The latter is not true of the issues we saw. It 
had good contributors, e.g., Rev. M. A. Lambing, who signed the 
Literary Union Notes. Fr. Conaty knew of a seventh anniversary 
number in 1893, containing articles by leader of the C.T.A. move¬ 
ment. In the enormous Mr 1890 issue there was a section devoted to 
the proceedings of the Union, its history and portraits of members. 

It referred to the Union*s "large and increasing circulation among 
the highly intelligent, prosperous and respectable class of readers." 
An examination of holdings at PPCHi indicated it was primarily a 
fraternal paper. 

Details: In the first year it had 4 pages, 2x30, priced at 50 cents. 
We believe that with the change of title it became a monthly, also 
at 50 cents; in 1892 ff. it is again listed as a weekly. In 1895 it 
was published on Tuesday, in 1897 on Saturday. It changed size to 
18x24 (up to l893). Price was 81.00 from 1889 to its end. As to cir¬ 
culation, in 1892 it was 6 , 200 ; in 1895 , 12 , 600 , and in 1898 , 12 , 600 .

SHAMOKIN 

In the diocese of Harrisburg, it was a town in 1835, with a church 
in 1836 , a resident priest in 1866. Later it had a Polish parish; 
in 1894 there was a Greek Catholic Church, in 1895 a Slovonic one with 
Rev. B. M. Skulik as first pastor; in 1901 there was also a Lithuanian 
church. 
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POLSKA I LITWA (Poland and Lithuania) (1894-5; became liberal-1897) 

This Polish and Lithuanian "Catholic:lc" weekly newspaper continued 
the PRZYJACIEL which had begun early in 1894 and expired in that 
year. This new title, appealing also to the Lithuanian readers, 
lasted from 1894 to early in 1895 when its founder and editor. Rev. 

B. M. Skulik (cf. below with PRYZJACIEL), left Pennsylvania. According 
to Zie. the editor was C. Komorowski; Rowell (1895) has him as editor 
and the Polska i Litwas Pub. Co., as publisher; Ayer ( 1896 - 8 ) has 
Thomas and Kolakowski as editor and publisher. It seems, as with 
PRZYJACIEL, Fr. Skulik ventured the enterprise and then gave it over 
to others who then failed. He left the state in 1895• Fr. K^mesis 
states that the Lithuanians and Poles united in Shamokin to have their 
church and societies united but later separated. 

Details: The weekly was published on Thursday, with 6 pages, 16x22, 
priced at $1.00. For its later period Ayer calls it "Independent", 
with 4 pages, 20 x 26 , at the same price and circulating 1,500 copies.

PRZYJACIEL (The Friend) (early 1894-1894) 

This Polish "Catholic :1c" weekly newspaper was not established in 
1895, as Zie.116 notes, but early in 1894 and died sometime that same 
year. Founder and editor was Rev. B„ M. Skulik. Fr. Bernard Marja 
Skulik, a Pole, was not given in the clergy list of the CATHOLIC DI¬ 
RECTORY before 1894 nor after 1907. Heming (290) knew some of his 
papers in 1894. With these sources and a few others we attempt a 
chronological list of his publications. He must have been first in 
New York where he founded an Italian paper, CIVILTA CATTOLICA,in 
1893 which had a short life. C. DIR. 1894 (really referring to 1893) 
has him at Passaic,N„J., where in 1893 he began or worked with the 
Polish PRAWDA of Newark,N.J. (not in our New Jersey list because we 
could not find any other source). C.DIR.1895 (referring to 1894) 
has Fr. Skulik as the first pastor of the new Slavonic church. Heming 
knew of three papers: 1. The Polish PRZYJACIEL; 2. The Polish and 
Lithuanian POLSKA I LITWA; 5. The English SATURDAY WEEKLY. The 
first and second followed one another in 1894-5, C.DIR. 1896 (i.e., 
for 1895) lists Brighton,Iowa to which Fr. Skulik apparently went 
after leaving Pa.; C,DIR.l897“9, (i.e., for 1896 - 8 ) lists him for 
Milwaukee,Wis.; we know that he became editor of the Polish KATOLIK 
in Milwaukee (cf. Wisconsin section),C.DIR.1900-6 has him at LaSalle, 
Ill., where, he founded two More Polish papers* the PROMIEN and the 
RODZINA (chronologically beyond our program). In the 1907 DIRECTORY 
his name no longer appears. He contributed also to other publications, 
even in German. 

Ayer (1895) gives W.F. Drobinski as publisher and editor. Perhaps this 
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layman took over from Fr. Skulik but it died soon. The reason for 
this suggestion is that Ayer lists it as "Independent", not as a 
Catholic and religious publication.

SATURDAY WEEKLY (1894-5)

Skulik left Pa., in 1895 and presumably the paper terminated then.

SHENANDOAH 

In the archdiocese of Philadelphia, it had four churches of which one 
appeared to be German, another Polish, one Greek Catholic, and one, 

St.George's, Lithuanian whose pastor in 1895 was Rev. P» Abrometis 
(q.v. GARSASO, in 1896, Rev. V. Matulaitis (q.v.GARSAS). Rev. A. 

Milukas (GARSAS and DIRVA) was at the Polish church of St. Casimir. 

There was the same number of churches in 1899* 

AMERIKA (late 1886-1889) 

This Ruthenian "Greek-Catholic :1c" semi-monthly newspaper began late 
in 1886 and continued to 1889. Rev. Ivan Volanski of St. Michael's 
Greek-Catholic Church was the editor and publisher. 

The Ruthenian, Rumanian, Syrian and Slovak settlers at Shenandoah, 
mostly poor, illiterate coal miners, sent a petition to Galicia for 
a priest. The archdiocese of Lemberg sent them Fr. Volanksi who arrived 
in 1885 as the first Greek Catholic priest to work among his people in 
the U.S. He had difficulties with the Roman Catholics because he was 
married but he organized his parish, founded a school and societies. 
Finding that the people had no reading matter he sent to Galicia for 
Russian type which arrived in 1886 . He began his small paper with 
his wife doing the typesetting and with a student, Volodgmvj^S^emi- 
nowicz, aiding in printing. Later Fr. Volanski became/xn labor troubles 
among the miners which ended the paper. From Miss Wochok we learned 
that its contents consisted of articles on religious themes and on the 
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activites of Greek Catholics living at various places in Pa. 

From Miss Wochdcwe also learned that the Ukrainian AMERIKA, 
established in 1911* is indirectly connected with this early 
AMERIKA. Since it does not belong in our 19th century survey, 
we give only a short note on it. Founded in Hartford, Conn., by Rev 
Roman Zalitacz, then located in New Britain, Conn., he was helped 
by his brother. Rev. Myron Zalitacz of Scranton, in publishing an 
edition of about 800 copies until in 1912 the first bishop of the 
Ukrainian Catholics in the U.S., transferred it to Philadelphia. 

In 1917 the Providence Assn, of the Ukrainian Catholics in America 
purchased the paper and made it their organ. From 1914 it was a 
daily, then became a tri-weekly and, 1950++, a weekly but in English 

Details: Frequency was somewhat irregular, from semi-monthly to 

weekly (Wochok).

DIRVA (The field)( 1898 - 1905 ) 

and a parallel edition: DIRVA-ZINYAS (New Source) (1903”5) for 
Lithuanians (q.v. also GARSAS, Shenandoah). 

This Lithuanian "Roman-Catholic :1c" quarterly magazine began in 
1898 , intended for Lithuanian Catholics in a wide area while the 
parallel edition of DIRVA-ZINYNAS (established in 1903 by merging a 
secular Lithuanian publication ZINCIA with DIRVA) was designed only 
for the homeland of Lithuania in which publishing in Lithuanian had 
been forbidden by the Russians. Both expired in 1905. Founder, pub¬ 
lisher and editor was Rev. A. Milukas (q.v. also WIENIBE LIETUWNIKU, 
at Plymouth, and GARSAS, of Shenandoah) during eightyears except in 
1900 when, as co-publishers, were given Vytautas, and in 1902, the 
Reverends Anthony B. Kaupas (Scranton), M.Sedvydis (a layman) and 
J» Kuras (Forest City) had taken over publication from him. 

Details: To the normal 32 numbers in eight years were added four 
extra, for a total of 36 . Each had between 70 and 263 pages, 

6x9* priced at 50~75 cents per copy, or $1.00-$2.00 per year. There 
were never more than 100 subscribers.

I. Shenandoah and Minersville (1894-8) 

From Msgr. Balkunas' letter we learned that there existed in She¬ 
nandoah in 1892 a liberal Lithuanian paper GARSAS AMERIKAS LIETUVIU 
which was purchased in 1894 by Rev. A. Milukas, who had worked before 
as editor in 1892 with the PlymouthWIENlH^E LIETUWNIKU; he immediately 
continued it as a Catholic paper. From 1898 to 1901 he was also edi¬ 
tor and publisher of the quarterly magazine DIRVA, also in Shenandoah. 

As GARSAS this now Lithuanian "Roman-Catholic :1c" weekly newspaper 
was described for us by several sources below, especially by Msgr. 

J. Balkunas. The third of our sources knew only of a later GARSAS 
of 1917? still current in I960. Our GARSAS remained in Shenandoah 
to 1897, changed on My 30 1898 to Minersville,Pa., and was published 
there to N 17. Since 1897 the title had been chanted to GARSAS AMERI¬ 
KAS LIETUVIU; then also a weekly supplement was added: LIETUVISKAS 
KNYGYNAS (Lithuanian Library). The paper wished to serve Lithuanians 
in a wider area and thereforein 1898 a second office in Pittsburgh 
was opened, perhaps also necessitated by the fact that around 1894 
the Plymouth paper WIENIBE LIETUWNIKU had turned liberal. 

Besides Fr. Milukas, the founders of GARSAS had been Rev. V. Matu- 
laitis and some laymen. The first editor was K. J. Senkus; in 1894/ 

5, N„ Ramanaukas; in l895“6, Dr. Stupnickas and Rev. V. Matulaitis; 
in 1897 it was Fr. Milukas himself. As publishers, from l895~7? Rev. 
P. Abromaitis and Rev. Zilinskas; in l897~8, the Garsas Pub.Co.,made 
up of ten priests. 

Details: Not known but the supplement was a weekly of 12 pages, 5x8, 
in booklet form, delivered free to subscribers but at 70 cents per 
copy to others.

The GARSAS AMERIKAS LIETUVIU (Echo ...), "Catholic :1c" weekly newspaper 
was transferred from Minersville,Pa. to Elizabeth,N.J. in N 1898 and 
continued to Ag 3 1899. It was taken over by a new corporation formed 
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by priests: Rev. B. Zindzius (also editor), Rev. A. Kaupas, J. 
Kaulakis and M. Sedvydis. There was no break in publication after 
having left Minersville .

PASAULE (The World) (S l897“Ap 1898 ) 

(q,v. GARSAS, Shenandoah) 

This Lithuanian, "Roman-Catholic :1c" weekly newspaper began as a form 
of sister paper to GARSAS in the same place but its scope was intended 
for all Lithuanians in Pennsylvania. It lived for only seven months: 

S l897“Ap 1898 . With the GARSAS it was published by the Garsas Pub. 
Co., formed by 10 priests; it was edited by D. Brazinskis. It was 
founded and sponsored by Rev. B. Zindzius who also had a second office 
established in Elizabeth,N,J.; after the PAsMjE had expired he was 
ready in N_l898 to transfer GARSAS to Elizabeth, where he edited it. 
The PASAULE seems not to have been a rival paper to GARSAS; perhaps 
it placed more stress on local New Jersey news.

SUMMIT 

In the diocese of Pittsburgh, it was also listed as Summitville or 
Summit Hill. Since 1838 it had a church but a resident priest only 
in I 85 O when Rev. Th. McCullough or Cullagh became pastor of St. 
Aloysius. THE CRUSADER was intended for all Cambria County or the 
mountain region. 

THE CRUSADER (Ja 1 I 852 -N 24 1853) 

(q.v. first THE SHIELD, Hollidaysburg,Pa.) 

This was a "Catholic:lc" weekly newspaper, begun-on Ja 1 1852 and 
terminated with N 24 1853 . THE CITIZEN (N.Y.) called it THE CRUSADER 
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OF THE ALLEGHANIANS, probably its subtitle. RACHS recounted its ori¬ 
gin: when Mr. Smith's paper, THE SHIELD, in Hollidaysburg failed in 
1851 the creditor and now owner of the paper, press and type, Char¬ 
lie Hughes, offered it on moderate terms to Rev. John Walsh, pastor 
at Hollidaysburg who subsequently met at Summit Rev, H, P. Gallagher 
of Loretto, Rev. T. Mullen of Johnstown and Rev. T. McCullagh to con¬ 
sider the Hughes offer. It was considered that a Cambria County pa¬ 
per could devote more attention to the (regional) advocacy of reli¬ 
gion than it was possible for the Pittsburgh CATHOLIC to do. So it 
was decided to accept the offer and to begin THE CRUSADER with Rev. 
Thomas McCullagh as editor (and) the others contributing. Fr. Galla¬ 
gher left soon for California. Fr. McCullagh was the controlling 
spirit in the enterprise which promised to be successful. But diffi¬ 
culties were the reason that it was considered to stop the paper and 
to transfer the list of subscribers to the CATHOLIC which was carried 
out. The last number was N 24 1853* No one of those connected with 
it has preserved a file (from a letter from Rt. Rev. Tobias Mullen 
to Mr. Martin I. J. Griffin, Erie, Ap 1891). 

The first publisher was Philip P. Cope, then, Henry A. M'Pike. The 
editor and chief writer was Rev, Thomas M' or McCullagh, the first 
priest ordained, in 1844, in Pittsburgh. He had come from Ireland 
with Michael O'Connor, later bishop of Pittsburgh. He worked at the 
Cathedral and in the missions, occasionally writing articles for the 
CATHOLIC of Pittsburgh. In 1847 he was made rector of the new semi¬ 
nary, His health becoming poor, he was sent to the Sisters of St. 
Xavier's Academy at Beatty, now Latrobe. Here he had the idea of 
starting THE AMERICAN CATHOLIC MAGAZINE for which the CATHOLIC an¬ 
nounced on F 2 I 85 O a Prospectus; then on Ap 27 a second notice that 
the start was postponed but it never began because of the establish¬ 
ment in F 1853 of the METROPOLITAN in Baltimore. In I 85 O he became 
pastor of St. Aloysius in Summit at the time when hundreds of Irish 
railroad workers were around. He became editor of THE CRUSADER for 
almost two years ( 1852 - 3 )® In 1856 he was transferred to Pittsburgh 
where he died in 1859. Bishop Tobias Mullen wrote a biography en¬ 
titled REMINISCENCES OF THE REV. TH.M'CULLAGH in the METROPOLITAN 
and as a pamphlet but we have been unable to locate it. 

Fr. Mullen was also a contributor to THE CRUSADER. Later THE LAKE 
SHORE VISITOR of Erie was his creation; q.v. Lambing wrote that 
THE CRUSADER "was conducted with marked ability that exercised a 
healthful influence ... in the mountain region." Lambing (F.S.217) 
said that Bishop O'Connor "suppressed it because it interfered with 
the circulation of the CATHOLIC." It was "absorbed" according to 
Thomas E. Kissling.

VILLANOVA 

This is in the archdiocese of Philadelphia. From Rev. Thomas C. 
Middleton's HISTORICAL SKETCH OF THE AUGUSTINIAN MONASTERY, COLLEGE 
AND MISSION OF ST. THOMAS OF VILLANOVA ... 1842-92, (Villanova 
College, 1893) we learned that Augustinian fathers purchased Mr. 
Rudolph's home and established a monastery. By 1843 there was already 
a college, twice interruped for a short time but becoming more im¬ 
portant especially after a railroad station was established in 1849. 

In 1883 a larger church was built. Fr. Middleton wrote his sketch in 
theyear when the Villanova college paper appeared. In 1898 the monas¬ 
tery and college had 28 priests and 127 students. 

THE VILLANOVA MONTHLY ; or, MONTHLY (Ja l893“7) 

THE VILLANOVAN (1916+) 

THE VILLANOVA MONTHLY, or short-titled MONTHLY, was a "Catholic :1c" 
school paper, established in Ja 1893, ending the so-called first 
series in J1 1897; THE VILLANOVAN was its continuation, called the 
second series, as a quarterly, beginning in N 1916 and ending in 
Je 1928 but continued directly after the summer vacation by a new 
series, a weekly, 0 1928+. It may be that during the long interrup¬ 
tion of 19 years between the first and second series an attempt was 
made to continue the college paper because Ayer lists a "Monthly" 
up to 1904 but the Villanova librarian wrote nothing about this in 
a letter to us. The paper were published by the Augustinian fathers 
and were edited by faculty and students. The first series was a 
literary magazine with college and alumni notes and also, in the 
last year, with some book reviews. In 1893 editor-in-chief was William 
J. Parker; business manager, John J. Farrell,0.S.A. Rev. Thomas C. 
Middleton was a contributor as was also Maurice Francis Egan (D 
1894; Mr 1895, on "Style"). Lectures by Bishop Keane were printed 
in it. ST. JOHN'S RECORD, Collegeville, praised the Mr 1893 issue as 
a "creditable effort". In J1 1893 was published a special illustrated 
number for the Golden Jubilee of the College and a similar Diamond 
Jubilee issue came out in J1 1918. The second series was also a 
literary magazine; editor-in-chief was John V. Dominey in 1917. 

The new series was more of a college weekly newspaper, the students 
still being editor to 1961+. 

Details: The first series, a monthly, had l6“50 pages per issue,of 
small quarto and later of large octavo size, ending with v.5,no.7. It 
began with 1,000 copies but had only 305 subscribers. The second series 
the quarterly, comprised v.1-12; issue price was 25 cents, Si.00 per 
year in 1916, $1.50 in 1920, and $2.00 in 1922. One illustrated issue 
per year served as a yearbook. The third series, a weekly, was priced 
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at $3.00. It began again with v.l and was of tabloid size. In 1961 
the weekly circulated 6,000.

In the archdiocese of Philadelphia, it had only one church, St .Agnes. 
THE SODALIST* S COMPANION (l857“?) 

Of this "Catholic:2" publication we know very little. It was probably 
a monthly society paper, founded in 1857 but not published long. It 
is important because of its publisher (?) and editor, Mark F. Vallette. 
Born at Basle in 1839 of French parents, he came at an early age to 
the U.S. Interested in journalism he worked as a boy in a printing 
office. In 1857 be founded the SODALIST’S COMPANION where he de¬ 
veloped aptitude as a writer. In 1867 he became editor and manager 
of Philadelphia’s CATHOLIC STANDARD and the same city’s CATHOLIC RE¬ 
CORD. In 1872 he was the editor of the Philadelphia CATHOLIC HERALD. 

In 1874 he worked at a special assignment in New York and was for a 
brief time associated with the FREEMAN'S JOURNAL (l 88 l) and was also 
busy as a public school educator. He helped and then succeeded John 
Gilmary Shea at THE CATHOLIC NEWS of New York between 1889 and 1891“ 

2. With Shea he was also connected in work for the U. S. Catholic 
Historical Society and its U.S. CATHOLIC HISTORICAL MAGAZINE as a 
contributor. In 1899 he became one of the editorial committee of the 
HISTORICAL RECORDS AND STUDIES of that society (1899 ff.) In Brooklyn 
he had been the organizer of the Long Island Catholic Historical So¬ 
ciety (1893) which was incorporated as the Brooklyn Historical Society 
in 1894; after 1900 the latter published RECORDS of which Vallette was 
assistant editor to Fr. White. We were not able to determine when and 
where he died.

It is in the diocese of Scranton. In 1891 besides St. Mary’s, 
there was a German St. Nicholas Church with Rev. Peter Conrad Nagel 
and Rev. J. E. Steinkirchner (both engaged in the LEUCHT-THURM), 
and a Polish church. In 1896 a new church was built and in 1897 
four additional: another German, a Lithuanian (Holy Trinity under 
Rev. Anthony Kaupas; q.v. DIRVAS, Shenandoah), a Slavonic and a 
United Greek Church. 

BRATSTVO (Brotherhood) ( 1898 -F 27 1927) 

PENNSYLVANIA SLOVAK UNION (Mr 5 1942-F 17 1944) 

BRATSTVO (F 24 1944-1953; not Cath.-196l+) 

I. At first this was a Slovak "Catholic:lc" weekly newspaper, 1898 - 

S 1901. It was a private enterprise of Edmund Uffalussy, who was founder, 
editor, printer and publisher; his printing plant was at 72 N. Main.

II. In its second period it became a Slovak "Roman and Greek Catholic: 

2" weekly society paper from 0 1901 to about 1955* It began after 

Je 1899 when the Pennsylvania Slovak Roman and Greek Catholic Union 
held its seventh convention and decided to publish an offical organ. 
Edmund Uffalussy sold his BRATSTVO and the printing plant to the 
Society which then leased it back to him for printing its organ. It 
kept the same title. Uffalussy was also the first editor while the 
Union was publisher and owner. We found the names of two later editors: 
around 1956, Ivan Bielek, and around 1950» John P. Kridle. Two famous 
contributors were Rev. John Proubsky and Rev. Andrew Pavco. The pa¬ 
per's policy was: "In religious matters, Catholic; in politics, Inde¬ 
pendent; in nationality, promoting the interests of Slovak-Americans 
and fostering the love of the native land, Hungary, and the adopted 
America ...; in particular, promoting the interests of the Roman 
Slovak Union and the Greek Catholic Union and its members." Later 
was added the aim of adding news of all Slovak Catholic parishes in 
the U.S. There were special anniversary issues: 25th in 1918, and 
the 50th in 1945. In 1959 the BRATSTVO was approved by the Scranton 
diocese. Around 1955 it seems the Society and its paper became less 
Catholic; the Society had dropped the "Roman and Greek Catholic" in 
the title, leaving only Pennsylvania Slovak Union. The directories of 
NCA and CPD no longer listed it nor did Ayer carry it under Religious 
listings, but it was still published in i 960 . 

Details: Under the first titles it had 8 pages, 17x22; in 1945 it 

was reduced to 4 pages, 11x17. Members received it each Thursday freely; 

to others it was $2.50. Circulation in 1955, 28,910; 1945, 21,711,

It may have been a weekly newspaper (Hoff 
mann has it "weekly" in 1896 but thereafter no frequency); we think 
it was a monthly (Rowell) and a society paper though we do not know 
the society nor branch since it circulated only 1,000.

PER LEUCHT-THURM (The Light-House) (l894-?1900) 

This was a German "Catholic :1c" weekly parish paper, established at 
least • by 1894; though Hoffmann listedit only in l896,the serial ar¬ 
ticles printed therein had already been issued in book form in 1895 . 
Hoffmann listed it until 1900; Arndt-Olson had it from l897~1901? 
but without reason, listing only Timpe as source but it is not men¬ 
tioned in his work. We know, according to GESCHICHTE DER ST. NIK. 
KIRCHE, that it was founded by Rev. Peter Conrad Nagel, pastor of 
the newly built first German Church, Sankt Nikolaus, since 1858 . About 
1893 Fr. Nagel was asked by the American Catholic Historical Society 
of Philadelphia to write his church's history which he did and printed 
it in serial form in the LEUCHT-THURM. In 1895 they were collected in 
book form, available at DCU , from which we learned that Fr. Nagel called 
the paper "a Catholic newspaper of the diocese of Scranton". On p. 

87 of the GESCHICHTE he named Rev. J. E. Steinkirchner as editor. He 
himself is no longer listed in the CATH.DIRECTORY for 1897. A contri¬ 
butor to the paper was a teacher at Sankt Nikolaus School, Mr. Cremer, 
writing a "Plauderstllbchen" (chat corner). The parish was probably the 
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publisher.

I. PHILADELPHIA 

(1822) Not counting the two schismatic periodicals (ERIN, S 1822) 

(CATHOLIC HERALD of 1822), which preceded the Catholic titles, 
there appeared on F 22 1823 the FIRST IRISH-CATHOLIC news¬ 
paper of Philadelphia and of Pennsylvania, THE CATHOLIC AD¬ 
VOCATE AND IRISHMAN'S JOURNAL, which has been overlooked by 
most writers who generally take THE CATHOLIC HERALD OF 1833 
as the first Catholic paper. Philadelphia was also the pio¬ 
neer in Pennsylvania through the founding on Ja 3 1833 of 
THE CATHOLIC HERALD which has continued to the present as 
shown in this table:

The city was the home for two Spanish-Cuban periodicals; EL 
HABANERO and EL MENSAGERO. Another significant title was 
AL-HODA, a Syriac~Arabic newspaper which began in Philadelphia 
in 1898 and continued in New York. 

II. PITTSBURGH 

Surprisingly Pittsburgh"s first Catholic paper survived from

OBSERVER which survived the German title until 1959 when it 
was forced to suspend. A rival to the PITTSBURGH CATHOLIC had 
1872 also been the Irish paper, HIBERNIAN, especially as THE CATHOLIC 
1884 JOURNAL which did not endure long. In J1 1884, quite early for 
an historical magazine, appeared the HISTORICAL RESEARCHES IN 
WESTERN PENNSYLVANIA, All other types of serials appeared la¬ 
ter than in Philadelphia. 

III. SMALLER CITIES OF PENNSYLVANIA 

The first attempts were made in Hollidaysburg and Summit, with 
1848 THE SHIELD and THE CRUSADER from l848“My 1851 and Ja 1852 to 
1852 N 24 1853; at the bishop's wish, who feared them as rival for 
1857 THE PITTSBURGH CATHOLIC, they were suspended. In 1857 Mark F.

Fifteen years later, in 1872, the bishop of 
Erie began a diocesan weekly, THE LAKE SHORE VISITOR, which 
continued to F 1898 . In the following 27 years the smaller 
cities began 40 periodicals and papers, a high percentage of 
which were in foreign languages. Of the 23 foreign serials

of Plymouth (1886), Established prior to the proliferation 
of foreign titles was Scranton's diocesan THE CATHOLIC RECORD 

1887 (1887) which is still current in 1963 as THE CATHOLIC LIGHT. 

The great wave of papers in Russian, Ruthenian, Carpatho- 

1889 Russian, Ukrainian, Slovak, Slovenian, and Polish began— 
largely—in 1889; most of these were short-lived but a few 
reached the age of 60 and even 70 .
